THE ART OF WOOD-CARVING 


By JOHN SHAW 


Architectural historians tell us 
that the art of decorative wood-carv- 
ing became both recognized and 
organized in Medieval days. This, 
however, does not necessarily pre- 


clude the possibility of the art hav-- 


ing been practiced long previous to 
this chronological demarcation. 

The first wood-carvers of any 
prominence were “brethren of holy 
orders”, whose attempts in this tyne 
of wood ornamentation were exclus- 
ively along Gothic lines and as such, 
were doubtless used in the interior 
embellishment of ecclesiastical edi- 
fices. Apprentices of the laitv. were 
also trained in the art; who, in time, 
outnumbered their teachers and 
banded together in a guild, ‘whose 
regulatory rules and canons were 
aimed at controlling output, consoli- 
datine design, and keeping the craft 
exclusive. 

About the middle of the fifteenth 
century certain cultured Italians — 
including sculptors and architects (to 
whom. the Goths were barbarians and 
anything bearing their name an- 
athema) turned for inspiration to the 
beauties of Greek and Roman 
temples, and to the literature and ex- 
amples of even more antiquated cul- 








tures for their values in motif, sug- 
gestion and inspiration. So — it’s a 
long and involved story — originated 
and developed the designs, innumer- 
able in variety and ineffable in 
beauty, now known to us as Renais- 
sance Art. 

The influence of the new trend in 
decorative artistry spread rapidly 
over Europe and, in due course of 
time, reached our own shores—partly 
through the influx of skilled artisans, 
but more—vide said historians—by 
the attendant importation of the fin- 
est examples of early work in the 
form of carved chests and reliquaries. 
Many of these still grace our muse- 
ums and private residences, and have 
had their motifs copied, many times 
and oft, in such forms of modifica- 
tion or adontation as would suit them 
to given purposes and vronortions of 
interior wood-work decoration and 
household furniture. 

It parallels tradition, in arrival, 
that the striking example of antiaue 
Chinese wood-carving, _ illustrated, 
happens to be in the form of a mini- 
ture teakwood chest — or reliquary. 
Comparatively little, as opposed to 
European styles — has been written 
in regard to Oriental examples; but,

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from such as we have been priy- 
ileged to study, they are in a class 
which brooks no interference from 
the rules and regulations. and palp. 
able differences, which set up [lines 
of demarcation in European tyes, 
They are unique both in conception 
and execution. 

All exposed surfaces of the item 
shown have been treated, but there 
is space only to deal with the cover 
scene, in its ornate framing. The 
composition of the picture speaks for 
itself; but what is not readily so ap- 
parent in the printed portrayal con- 
sists in the illusion of distance and 
perspective created by a system of 
deep undereutting which throws the 
upper bodies of human figures en- 
tirely clear of the background, while 
the like degree of under-cutting 
leaves fronds and flowers seemingly 
floating—free as in natural growth; 
also, by a studied stepping back of 
roofs and structural facades. 

This intentional illusion of depth 
and distance suggests nothing in- 
congruous in the fact that the several 
balcony occupants — positioned, es- 
sentially, in the same plane, are at 
a distance which brings the focal 
foreground within range of their 
(assumed). vision. The suggestion, 
rather than the reality of distance, 
is further fostered by the position. 
ing of twisted Ming trees in front of 
fence-like structures — trees, obvi- 
ously, require space for growth, 
while a fence connotes more or less 
space on both of its separated areas. 

It is a common feature of the gen- 
erality of relief carving that, regard- 
less of the degree of prominent pro- 
jection, the background is in consist- 
ently even plane—sometimes treated 
in one of the several possible forms 
of rustication but more often left in 
pristine plainness. In the example 
under consideration the background 
is radically broken up, both as to 
relative plane and surface areas. But, 
it is a unique feature of the treat- 
ment that all such areas — with the 
notable exception of those of the 
trees—have been treated in accord- 
ance with the demands of the sug- 
gested materials—or suggest such 
material—of wood stone and _ brick- 
work. Many of such locations are of 
such limited area, relative depth and 
awkward location as to pose the 
practical problem as to how they 
were processed in the necessary de- 
gree of finesse—or at all. 

Various survestions have been ad- 
vanced as to what the various carved 
depictions represent—and that some- 
thing definite is posed—something of 
major importance in the Chinese con- 
ception—is borne out by the fact 
that a companion-piece — a_ small 
chest of much sturdier make-up and 
even greater depth of treatment — 
tells exactly the same, but with the 
modifications to be expected from 4 
different individual expressing it. 
The foregoing applies equally to all 
corresponding depictions. A Chinese 
student, in temporary _ residence, 
claims the cover picture to represent 
no more and no less than a family 
gathering in the garden of some DeI- 
sonage of rank and prestige. Am

other—a Sino-American of certain 
claims to culture—advances the theo- 
ry that the equivalent of a Masonic 
Lodge meeting is in progress—antly 
disposing of the balcony occupants as 
Sentinels, and the vertical depictions 
—all of them—as showing candidates 
in the several phases of examination 
and preparation for formal induction. 

Still others — embracing assorted 
races—take the common stand that 
the picture represents a Chinese 
theatre performance; and relegates 
the structural background (including 
the balconies), the trees and shrub- 
bery, and other incidentals, as stage 
properties and synthetic scenery. It 
may be added, that the lack of an 
authoritative answer detracts in no 
wise from the excellence of the work- 
manship; which in the evaluation of 
several practically proficient in the 
craft, must have taken untold hours 
of the most meticulous artistry—and 
an infinite amount of patience! 

It maybe of general interest if ad- 
ded, that as of today there are prob- 
ably more amateurs vracticing wood- 
carving as a hobby than tnere are 
practiced experts—due to the fact 
that the relatively limited amount of 
this type of embellishment is largely 
turned out by machines in such dupli- 
cation as the cutting mechanism prv- 
vides for. Such machines—or one 
form thereof—are based on the 
Principle of the draughtsman’s pant- 
ograph; whereby, with a nrovided 
hand-carved sample—or metal cast- 
ing therefrom—set in series with the 
corresponding blanks—a steel finger 
traces over and into the presented 
contours in its path, while drill-like 
cutters of even projection and in 
Proper locationine reproduce the 
Same contours in each mounted 


blank. In the instance of panels the 
work is_ progressive, across the 
grain, and in “bites” governed by the 
diameter of the cutter mounted.

Eugenia Mantelli and Her Records

A recent issue by the International 
Record Collectors Club of Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, featuring two of Man- 
telli’s best records (IRCC 3015) was 
introduced with some of the bio- 
graphical data now following: Eu- 
genia Mantelli was born in Italy of 
musical parents — both teachers of 
voice of some repute—in 1860. Re- 
ceived diploma for voice and piano 
from the Royal Conservatory, Milano 
in 1877 after years of study. Her de- 
but took place at Lisbon, November 
20, 1883, as the page in Les Hugue- 
nots. Appearances on the principal 
stages of Germany (with Julian Gay- 
arré), Italy and Brazil followed. She 
was a member of the celebrated cast 
that innaugurated a new opera sea- 
son at the Buenos Aires Opera House 
together with Angelo Masini and 
Mattia Battistini—one of the latter’s 
two seasons in the Western hemis- 
phere. With Tamagno she toured 
Russia, singing in Moscow and Khar- 
koff in March and April, 1894. 

Her repertoire was a vast one, 
ranging from soprano parts to those 
of a contralto and encompassing 
practically all the “‘mezzo”’ parts. She 
sang, for example, Brunnhilde in 
1894 in Trieste (to Emilia Corsi’s 
Sieglinde) and I believe that she re- 
peated this role for Grau at Covent 
Garden. Some of her other roles 
were Martha and Pantalis in Mefis- 
tofele; Laura and La Cieca in Gio- 
conda; Amneris in Aida; Azucena in 
Trovatore; Dalila in Samson et Da- 
lila; Ortrud in Lohengrin; Fides in 
Le Prophete; Lola in Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana; Siebel in Faust; Oscar in Un 
Ballo in Maschera; Urbain in Les 
Huguenots; Queen Genevere in 
Elaine; and smaller parts like Emil- 
ia in Otello; Maddalena; in Rigoletto; 
Gertrude in Hamlet; and roles in 
Norma, Favorita, Luisa Miller, Le 
Roi de Lahore, Martha, Linda Di 
Chamouniz, Dinorah, Don Carlos, 
Forza del Destino and Mignon. 

Mantelli’s Metropolitan debut took 
place on November 23, 1894, as Am- 
neris. She remained with this institu- 
tion without interruption from 1894 
to 1899, first sharing the contralto 
repertoire — including Wagnerian 
parts—with the great Sofia Schalchi 
whom she succeeded in 1897 as the 
nrincipal mezzo soprano, and _ later 
restricting herself to the greater 
share of Italian and French roles 
while Rosa Olitzka took over all the 
Wagnerian and some of the other 
parts. Still later, the arrival of 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink made in 
roads into Mantelli’s as well as Olitz- 
ka’s repertoire. Mantelli was absent 
from the Metropolitan during the 
seasons of 1900-01 and 1901-02 and 
upon her return in 1908 found, it 1s 
said, that Louise Homer had become 
too firmly entrenched in the roles 
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which she had become accustomed to 
consider her own. At any rate, after 
a period of comparative inactivity 
Mantelli severed her connection with 
the Metropolitan at the end of the 
1903-04 season. Subsequently she was 
active aS a concert artist, mainly on 
the Eastern seaboard of the U.S.A., 
made appearances in Latin America 
and in Europe—including a Hamlet 
with Ruffo in 1908, and filled short 
engagements at various smaller Ital- 
jan opera houses. In 1908 she sang 
Carmen at the Politeama Genovese. 
Her last public appearance is said to 
have taken place at the very house 
where her professional career had 
started: the San Carlo at Lisbon. 
This city became her residence; and 
she established herself as a voice 
teacher. She died in Lisbon on March 
3, 1926. 
” These then are the highlights of the 
career of Eugenia Mantelli, one of 
the great, and perhaps the last of the 
“coloratura mezzos”. While she never 
achieved the artistic standing of an 
Alboni, a Malibran, or a Schalchi, 
Mantelli undoubtedly was considered 
by management and public alike one 
of the outstanding artists in her field. 
Since the days when a contralto could 
be The Diva were a matter of the 
past by then. Mantelli never seems to 
have aspired to such distinction, as 
her appearances in the roles of “sec- 
ond duennas’”—while in her prime— 
prove. It is reasonable to assume that 
she must have been a believer in art- 
istic teamwork at a time when this 
was unheard of and when “stars” 
still reigned supreme. Only words of 
praise have reached us in describing 
the artist’s histrionic abilities. How- 
ever, the voice and singing technique 
of this “lithe, black-eyed temptress” 
(as W. J. Henderson described her) 
give us ample grounds for further 
speculation. The same eminent critic, 
while praising Mantelli repeatedly, 
charged her with “a cold and some- 
what forced style” and refers on an- 
other occasion, in 1895, to her cus- 
tomary display of “a great tremolo”. 
This we want to take issue with. Her 
recordings of 1904-05—at a time when 
the singer was in her fortieth year— 
create an impression very far from 
what the great man had to say. We 
note a light mezzo-soprano voice of a 
lovely, velvety quality, perhaps some- 
what worn at the top, but steady and 
smooth at all times. Indeed, it is im- 
possible to single out one of Mantelli’s 
numerous recordings which we have 
heard where the voice shows even a 
trace of an undesirable vibrato. The 
question arises: Are we to believe 
the eminent critic and those who re- 
peat and perpetuate his opinions, or 
are we to trust our own ears? This 
writer prefers to rely upon his own 
Impressions, primarily for the reason 
that the primitive recording tech- 
nique of those early years was likely 
rather to accentuate shortcomings 
than to disguise them. At any rate, 
while all these points may be open 
to discussion, it is a fact that Man- 
telli was an artist of importance in 
the musical scene of her time. 
Mantelli’s voice may be heard only 
on records of American manufacture 
—the Zonophone or Zonofono discs of 


the Universal Talking Machine Mfg. 
Co. which was evidently related only 
in the vaguest way to the Internation- 
al Zonophone Company that recorded 
so many famous singers in Europe 
prior to 1903. To this writer’s knowl- 
edge, all Mantelli recordings now in 
the hands of collectors have been 
found in the Western hemisphere and 
invariably bear one of the following 
types of label: (1) Green, worded 
“Zon-o-phone Record”, single-sided; 
(2) Black, worded “Disco Zonofono”, 
single-sided; (3) White label tests 
with or without the Zonophone “lyre” 
trademark; Green “Zon-o-phone Re- 
cord”, double-sided and probably late 
re-issues from original Universal 
Talking Machine Mfg. Co. masters 
pressed by Victor. Since all the 
single-faced originals bear a sticker 
on the back dated December 1, 1905, 
it seems logical to assume they were 
made around or not very long after 
that date. , 

The 11000 series feature piano 
as well as orchestra accompaniments; 
the 12500 series piano only, and the 
12600 and 13000 series orchestral 
only, with the exception of 12613, 
which has a violin obligato. 

Priced at 75c and $1 respectively, 
these Mantelli discs were inexpensive 
and should have sold well and ought 
to appear with a certain degree of 
regularity among the American re- 
cord finds. This, however, the writer 
has not found to be the case at all. 
While it is true that most seasoned 
American collectors have found in 
their years cf searching a Mantelli 
record or two, most were in a broken 
state as the brittle material used 
renders this type of record extremely 
fragile. Another regrettable fact is 
that while certain titles have turned 
up repeatedly, others are known only 
in single copies. The sad truth is that 
despite cooperation from leading 
American collectors we still haven’t 
succeeded in ascertaining all the 
titles recorded by Mantelli; our nu- 
merical list is not yet complete. 

Trying to assemble a complete set 
of Mantelli Zonophones would seem to 
be a lifetime job. We may have in 
America—were we to pool all our re- 
cords by this singer—perhaps a small 
number of complete sets. But at the 
same time such a pooling might re- 
veal that among ourselves we do not 
even possess one complete set. All the 
Mantelli Zonophones are, as we have 
said, rare; some much more so than

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
CAL STEWART I 


By JIM WALSH 


Five years agoI listed in HOBBIES 
the pioneer recording artists whom I 
considered “the Supreme Fifteen.” 
Biographical sketches of all 15 have 
now appeared, excepting one — Cal 
Stewart, who was famous as “Uncle 
Josh Weathersby,” leading citizen of 
the mythical “ ’Way down East’’ vill- 
age of “Pumpkin Center.” Several 
readers have complained because of 
my seeming reluctance to chronicle 
their favorite comedian’s life story. 

However, the late appearance of 
the Stewart series doesn’t indicate 
that I think his records lack interest 
or that I have no admiration for the 
humorist whose droll monologs were 
favorites from the middle 1890’s un- 
til electric recording was introduced 
a generation later, in 1925. The truth 
is that I have long wanted to write 
about “Uncle Josh,” but have been 
determined to do an accurate, pains- 
taking job. Unfortunately, I have 
met with more obstacles in seeking 
out the story of his life than in check- 
ing on the careers of any of the other 
members of the Supreme Fifteen. 

Even now, although I know that 
Stewart was born in my _ native 
state of Virginia in 1856 and was 63 
years of age when he died in Chicago 
on December 7, 1919, I have not 
learned just where in Virginia his 
birth occurred nor the exact date. The 
Virginia State Department of Health 
has twice checked its birth records 
for me without finding any mention 
of Calvin Edward Stewart. 

A short time ago I thought the 
mystery was solved. I was standing 
on a street corner when a man came 
up and said, “Jim, I bought some- 
thing the other day that you’d like 
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It is hard to believe that records can be 
so old and still be in such good shape. 
Send to me for oldies that you cannot 
get elsewhere. Watch for different lists 
of artists each month.

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to see. It was an old cylinder phono- 
graph, with a lot of wax records by 
‘Uncle Josh’ and the other old-tim- 
ers.” 

“That’s interesting,’ I replied. 
“I’m going to write a series for 
HOBBIES about ‘Uncle Josh,’ and 
I’ve been trying, off and on, for 
years to find out where he was born. 
I know it was somewhere in Virgin- 
ia, but that’s as far as I’ve been able 
to get.” 

Another man joined in. “I can tell 
you,” he said. “Cal Stewart was born 
at, or near, Charlotte Court House. 
I’ve heard my grandfather mention 
it many a time.” 

It looked as if fate had brought us 
three together to give up at last its 
stubbornly held secret. But when I 
wrote to the county clerk at Charlotte 
Court House, the clerk, H. B. Cherm- 
side, replied that he was unable to 
find Stewart’s name in his books or 
any record of his birth. However, 
vital statistics dating as far back as 
1856 are meager in Virginia, and 
since Stewart himself said that he 
was born on a farm, it may well be 
that he came from the Charlotte 
Court House area and that his birth 
was never recorded. On the other 
hand, a reader of HOBBIES tells me 
that she remembers hearing her 
grandfather speak of Stewart and 
thinks he said -the comedian was 
from Dinwiddie county in Eastern 
Virginia 

I have a photostatic copy of Stew- 
art’s death certificate, courteously 
sent to me by Michael J. Flynn, coun- 
ty clerk of Cook County, Illinois, It 
gives his father’s name as William 
Stewart; his mother’s maiden name 
as Helen Douglas, and says that Wil- 
liam and Helen were natives of Scot- 
land. The certificate also records Cal 
Stewart’s age as 63 and gives his 
birthplace merely as Virginia. Since 
this information was obtained from 
Cal’s widow, the late Rossini Waugh 
Stewart, it appears that not even she 
knew the precise day and place of her 
husband’s birth.

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The monologist wrote a brief auto- 
biography, which appears in a col- 
lection of “Uncle Josh’s Punkin Cen- 
tre (sic!) Stories,” “by Cal Stewart, 
‘The Talking Machine Story Teller,’ ” 
published in 1903 by the Charles C. 
Thompson Company, of Chicago. The 
copyright of the book is now owned 
by a good friend of mine who was 
also one of Stewart’s closest friends 
and business associates — Frederick 
W. Hager, of Northport, New York, 
one of the earliest conductors of 
phonograph bands and orchestras and 
the first professional musician to 
make commercial violin records. Mr, 
Hager, who controls the literary, 
radio, television, motion picture and 
theatrical rights to all of Stewart’s 
original material, has kindly given 
me permission to quote from the 
comedian’s book. It begins with this 
brief preface; 

“To the Reader. The one particular 
object in writing this book is to fur- 
nish you with an occasional laugh, 
and the writer with an occasional 
dollar. If you get the laugh you have 
your equivalent, and the writer has 
his. In Uncle Josh Weathersby you 
have a purely imaginary character, 
yet one true to life. A character 
chuck full of sunshine and rural sim- 
plicity. Take him as you find him, 
and in his experiences you will ob- 
serve there is a bright side to every- 
thing. Sincerely yours, Cal Stewart.” 

Next comes the “Life Sketch of 
Author”: 

“The author was born in Virginia, 
on a little patch of land, so poor we 
had to fertilize it to make brick. Our 
family, while having cast their for- 
tunes with the South, was not a fam- 
ily ruined by the war; we did not 
have anything when the war com- 
menced, and so we held our own. I 
secured a common school education, 
and at the age of twelve I left home, 
or rather home left me—things just 
petered out. I was slush cook on an 
Ohio River packet; check clerk in a 
stave and heading camp in the knobs 
of Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia; 
I helped lay the track of the M. K. & 
T. R. R. and was chambermaid in a 
livery stable. Made my first appear- 
ance on the stage at the National 
Theatre in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
have since then chopped cord wood, 
worked in a coal mine, made cross 
ties (and walked them), worked on 
a farm, taught a district school 
(made love to the big girls), fed 
the machine and ran the engine. 
Have been a freight and passenger 
brakeman, fired and ran a _locomo- 
tive; also a freight train conductor 
and check clerk in a freight house; 
worked on the section; have been a 
shot gun messenger for the Wells, 
Fargo Company. Have been with a 
circus, minstrels, farce comedy, bur- 
lesque and dramatic productions; 
have been with good shows, bad 
shows, medicine shows, and worse 
and some shows where we had land- 
lords singing in the chorus. Have 
played variety houses and vaudeville 
houses; have slept in a box car one 
night, and a swell hotel the next; 
have been a_ travelling salesman 


(could spin as many yarns as any of 
them.) For the past four years have 
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made the Uncle Josh stories for the 
talking machine. The Lord only knows 
what next!” 

Being omniscient, the Lord pre- 
sumably knew, even while Cal was 
writing, that the comedian’s days of 
job experimentation were over, and 
that making records and filling the- 
atrical engagements in the guise of 
Uncle Josh Weathersby would occupy 
the remainder of Cal Stewart’s days. 

The rest of the book is taken up 
with poems of a rustic flavor and 
with Punkin Center (I refuse to spell 
it Centre!) stories, such as “Uncle 
Josh in a Chinese Laundry” and 
“Uncle Josh on a Fifth Avenue Bus,” 
which had already become comedy 
classics before the volume was print- 
ed. There are also some scattered bits 
of “Punkin Center Philosophy,” 
which show that Uncle Josh, for all 
his seeming naivete and gullibility, 
was a shrewd observer of human na- 
ture. By permission of Mr. Hager, 
the following sayings are quoted: 

“ADVICE — Advice is something 
the other fellow can’t use, so he gives 


it to you. 

“AMBITION—Something that has 
made one man a senator and another 
a convict.” 

“PARADOX —I can’t describe it, 
but it looks to me like a tramp who 
once told me how to succeed in life.” 

“SUSPICION — Consisting mainly 
in thinking what we would do if we 
was in the other fellow’s place.” 

“PROSPERITY — Consisting prin- 
cipally of contentment; for the man 
who is contented is prosperous, in his 
own way of thinking, though his 
neighbor may have a different opin- 


The following is quoted from a 
sketch concerning Stewart prepared 
by Fred Hager. It reveals some as- 
pects of the colorful career of the 
Virginia-born impersonator of “Down 
East Yankees” that will surprise 
most of the comedian’s admirers: 

“CAL STEWART—what memories 
of youthful days the name brings up! 
Cal Stewart’s stories have made mil- 
lions laugh, for his phonograph re- 
cords were among the best sellers 
year in and year out. It was said 
that where there was a library of but 
fifty records two of them were Cal 
Stewart’s. A Virginian by birth, Cal 
Stewart spent his entire life making 
people forget their worries and care 
and enjoy a good laugh. In the farm 
houses of the country, in the palaces 
of the wealthy, out on the ranches, 
over in the army camps in France 
during the First World War, on the 
deserts and on the high seas, Uncle 
Josh has amused people, for his ma- 
terial was not buffoonery, but whole- 
some entertainment with goodly 
philosophy. 

“After two years abroad for the 
Baldwin Locomotive Company, Mr. 
Stewart returned to the United 
States, and Thomas Edison asked him 
to go to Continental Europe and the 
Orient, to establish laboratories for 
sound recording. Through his inter- 
preters, Mr. Stewart explained the 
process of recording and procured 
Many valuable and interesting re- 
cords, among them being Pope Leo 
the Thirteenth’s Benediction to the

Opera records 
were made and Chinese stories, which 
sometimes took eight hundred records 
to complete, and it was a rich man 
indeed who owned a complete story. 

“In London he was the guest of 
King Edward. He was also the guest 
of the Kaiser of Germany, the Czar 
of Russia, Khedive of Egypt, Shah of 
Persia at Teheran, Prince of Siam 
at Bankok, Emperor Franz Joseph 
of Austria, and the Empress Ti Ann 
invited him to the Imperial Seventh 
Garden, also the Grandee at Delhi, 
Calcutta and Rangoon. 

“Many gifts were bestowed upon 
Mr. Stewart by Crowned Heads, but 
he valued them less than the vest 
given him by Denman Thompson, 
whom he understudied in ‘The Old 
Homestead.’ Mr. Thompson wore the 
vest and then presented it to his un- 
derstudy, who always used it for his 
monologs. It was at a performance of 
‘The Old Homestead’ that Thomas 
Edison, admiring Cal’s voice, asked 
him to come to the laboratory and 
try a recording. Success was immedi- 
ate, and soon after he made records 
for the Victor, Columbia and smaller 
companies, all on a royalty basis. His 
pen was prolific and his material in- 
exhaustible. 

“Mark Twain was an old friend 
and, later in life, Will Rogers. Uncle 
Josh’s philosophy told in his own 
words was ‘I’d sooner tell Pete on the 
last day about the laffs I’ve given 
folks on earth, than try to explain 
about giving them heart akes’. His 
name was a household word wherever 
the English language was _ spoken, 
and his life was a sublime example 
of what the world gives to the man 
who can do one thing supremely well. 
The world expressed grief that finis 
was written to a life that had given 
so much pleasure to others. 

“Cal Stewart was the greatest 
humorist of his time.” 

The statement that Cal Stewart 
went abroad at the request of Mr. 
Edison to establish recording labora- 
tories is open to question. Veteran 
employees of the Edison laboratory 
cannot recall Stewart’s serving in 
that capacity. They say that Edison’s 
foreign recording studios were set up 
by William A. (“Bill”) Hayes, who 
is still living and is in charge of the 
company’s repair department at West 
Orange. It may be that Stewart’- 
‘work overseas was done for Columbi* 
instead of Edison, since the comedian 
became an exclusive Columbia artist 
in the early 1900’s and remained so 
until about 1907. Certainly, the re- 
cord of Pope Leo the Thirteenth’s 
Benediction to the Catholic People, 
made when the Pope was 93 (a fact 
which perhaps gives him the distinc- 
tion of being the oldest recording art- 
ist in history), was issued by Colum- 
bia. 

As a matter of historical interest, 
the Columbia Company’s monthly 
magazine, The Columbia Record, for 
June, 1905, contains a photograph of 
the Pope and a description of his two 
recordings—one the Benediction and 
the other the Ave Maria. Stewart is 
not mentioned in the article, which 
says: “These records were made, at 


the Vatican, on February 5th, 1903, 
in the presence of his (Pope Leo’s) 
nephew, Cardinal Pecci. . . . Though 
nothing remains of the great Pontiff, 
save an undying memory, his voice 
lives and he will continue to convey 
his benediction to thousands upon 
thousands, through the medium of 
the graphophone and these priceless 
records. ... In confiding his benedic- 
tion to a graphophone record, the 
Holy Father expressed a wish that 
he might be heard throughout the 
world, and that the faithful of even 
the most distant countries should 
hear his voice and receive his bene- 
diction. After hearing the reproduc- 
tion he was so pleased with the dis- 
tinct and natural tones that he in- 
toned the Ave Maria also, his idea 
being that those who heard it, after 
he had passed away, would recite the 
beautiful prayer with him.” The Pope 
died about five months after he made 
the records. They were available only 
on cylinders which sold for two dol- 
lars each and since the aged prelate’s 
voice was low and indistinct, the sale 
was disappointingly small and they 
were soon discontinued. 

Returning to Mr. Hager’s state- 
ment, it is of course possible that his 
memory is perfectly accurate and 
that Stewart worked in other coun- 
tries for Edison before his exclusive 
Columbia contract took effect. 

Under the heading of “An Inter- 
view With Uncle Josh,” the Portland 
(Maine) Advertiser published an in- 
teresting article in its issue of April 
5, 1904, from which the following 
quotations are taken: 

““By Mr. Cal Stewart, Columbia 
Record’ are words which every per- 
son who has ever listened to a graph- 
ophone has heard spoken in a clear 
tone as the wax cylinder on the ma- 
chine started on its whirl and turned 
out joke after joke. After the an- 
nouncement that ‘Mr. Cal Stewart’ is 
to say something, everybody listens, 
and then follows that drawling, droll, 
measured voice known to millions in 
America, carrying with it a rollicking 
laugh, a fund of good nature and an 
irresistible humor. 

“Millions have listened to Mr. 
Stewart’s voice from a graphophone 
record, thousands have listened to it 
in the theatres of the country, and 
now patrons of The Portland in this 
little city in Maine are privileged to 
hear this emperor of rural comedians. 
... He might be taken for a farmer, 
even off the stage. Large framed, 
fleshy, fat-faced, good natured, with 
a big black felt hat surmounting 
these essential characteristics of the 
‘rube’ comedian, Mr. Stewart present- 
ed a picture of the typical New Eng- 
land farmer. His conversational voice 
did not show that he was an imper- 
sonator of rural characters, but aside 
from the New England twang he had 
all the other ear marks which dis- 
tinguished his act on the stage. 


“T suppose I have talked into more 
records and had my voice repeated 
more times than any other man in 
the world,’ said Mr. Stewart, in open- 
ing the conversation. ‘When I last 
heard there had been 750,000 cylin-

ders made with my stories; this num. 
ber has since reached a million. .. , 
I’ve made private records for Pvesi- 
dent McKinley, President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Shaw, besides other 
public men.’... 

“Mr. Stewart gave a brief history 
of his start on the stage. ‘You see, J 
was born in Virginia, and lived there 
during the earlier part of my life. | 
had always been a mimic, imitating 
all kinds of characters, and every- 
thing else. I made my first appear- 
ance in public when I was seven years 
old in a little pickaninny part in the 
Hidden Hand, then playing at the 
old Front street theater in Baltimore. 
J did black face for a little time in 
this way, and later impersonated 
every other kind of a dialectic char- 
acter. Rural characters I particularly 
liked, and there used to be a lot of 
good men on the stage playing these 
parts. John E. Owens in_ Solon 
Shingle particularly appealed to me, 
so I resolved to devote my time in 
the future to farmer parts, and have 
now been doing them for over 20 
years. 

“«T left Virginia in 1872, and in 
1875 began my really professional 
career with B. F. McCauley, who was 
playing Uncle Daniel in The Messen- 
ger from Jarvis Section. I was the 
Village Boy, but understudied Mr. 
McCauley for several years. I have 
since devoted my time to old age 
characters and like them the best. 

“<During my life I have traveled 
over every part of the U.S. and seen 
and studied every kind of a farmer 
type, from the New Englander to the 
Westerner, but like the New England- 
er the best. Out in Indiana | found 
every type; some characters had a 
part of them all in one. Out there 
you can hear ‘I reckon,’ ‘I calculate,’ 
‘I suppose,’ and all the other expres- 
sions of the farmer. 

““The vaudeville life is an agree- 
able one,’ said Mr. Stewart. ‘The 
stage is much better than it used to 
be. The actors have improved, the 
theaters have grown larger and bet- 
ter, the expenses have increased, but 
so have the salaries. A man has to 
have brains to succeed on the stage 
nowadays. Sometimes it is hard work, 
but a performer has good wages, he 
sees all the world, has steady employ- 
ment and acquires an invaluable ex- 
perience.’ ”’ (Those, be it remembered, 
were the palmy days of vaudeville.) 


And now, from the December, 1906, 
issue of the Columbia Record, I quote, 
for the sake of the picture it gives of 
the comedian’s working methods, an 
account of a visit paid by Cal Stew- 
art to a Columbia store in Indian- 
apolis, Indiana. Incidentally, Stewart 
lived on a farm near Indianapolis 
during his later years: 

“Recently Mr. Cal Stewart, of 
Uncle Josh fame, visited Indianapolis, 
where he was booked to appear In 
comedy parts at one of the theaters. 
Those who know him well know that 
it would be just about as hard for 
Mr. Stewart to visit a town in which 
there was a Columbia store and not 
visit that store, as it would be for 
‘Jim Lawson’ to confine his potations

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Bronze Sculptures 
Exhibit 

Gods of many religions, the ath- 
letes and heroes of Greece and their 
renaissance counterparts, and enough 
animals, real and legendary, to fill a 
zoo are to be seen in the special ex- 
hibition Sculpture In Bronze which is 
open to the public at the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art until January 21. 

Over two hundred examples of the 
sculptor’s art in bronze, dating from 
2600 B. C. to the 19th century, are 
included. Dazzling works from Egypt, 
Greece, Etruria, Rome, China, the 
Ancient and Mohammedan Near East, 
and Europe are shown in a display 
that marks the first time that the 
Metropolitan has brought together 
selected bronze sculptures from 11ts 
many rich and varied collections. 

“With few exceptions, vessels have 
been excluded and the emphasis put 
on beast and man and their sundry 
activities, religious and secular,” ac- 
cording to Alan Priest, Curator of 
Far Eastern Art and’ chairman of the 
curatorial committee. responsible for 
selection and installation of the 
sculptures, 

“A special exhibition need not fol- 
low the accepted conventions of mu- 
seum installation,” Mr. Priest adds. 
“This doesn’t. It is intended to be a 
holiday both for the bronzes and the 
public The galleries are flooded with 
color. The blue and cream of the 
Greek and Egvptian room is far from 
the blue of the Mediterranean sky 
and the cream of the marble temples 
of Greece, but it may remind the ob- 
server of them. The green in the 
Renaissance room may make_ the 
visitor think of Venice or Torcello at 
dusk; the yellow of the Asiatic room 
of the blaze of sunlisht which irradi- 
ates the dessert sands of Iran and 
China.” 

Important bronzes recently ac- 
quired that are being exhibited for 
the first time include Athena Flying 
Her Owl, a Greek bronze dating from 
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about 460 B. C., which belonged to 
Lord Elgin, who brought the Parthe- 
non sculptures to Eneland; figures of 
three Lamaist deities from the 17th 
century collection of the late Baron 
Stael-Holstein; a XII century pricket, 
or spiked, candlestick from the Meuse 
Valley in Europe, and a selection of 
Italian Renaissance medals recently 
acquired from the Pierpont Morgan 
Library which constitutes a picture 
gallery of great statesmen and 
soldiers of the Renaissance by such 
famous medalists as Pisanello, Nic- 
colo Fiorentino, and Francesco da 
Sangallo. 

Indicative of the scope and mag- 
nificence of the exhibition is the fol- 
lowing listing of a few of the out- 
standing bronzes on displav: 

ANCIENT NEAR EAST 
Head of a bull, probably from a lyre. 

Dates from about 2600 B. C. and is one 

of earliest bronzes in exhibition. Sim- 

ilar ornamerts for lyres, made in gold, 
were found in a roval tomb at Ur. 
EGYPT 


Miniature figure of a dog in bronze with 
silver collar. Dates from about 1350 
‘ A rare example of extreme 
naturalism in the Egyptian XVIII 
Dynasty. Height—five-eights of an 
inch. Smallest object in exhibition. 
GREECE 


Horse. Once probably part of a chariot 
group. Dates from 480 B. C. Unusu- 
ally fine, large statuette from period 
in Greek art when animal sculpture 
was at its best. Cast solid, the piece 
has a smooth, light-reflecting surface 


with the ‘poured look’’ of molten 
bronze. 

ETRURIA 
Girl. This fine archaic Etruscan work 


was the gift of J. Pierpont Morgan to 
the Museum. In the statuette, Greek 
archaic style is interpreted by an 
Etruscan artist of about the VI cen- 


tury. 
ROME 

Portrait of a Boy. Dates from late T 
century B. C. to early I century A. D. 
30y portrayed mav be Gaius or Lucius 
Caesar, grandsons of Augustus Caesar. 

CHINA 

Two gilt-bronze altarpieces of the Wei 
Dynasty. One is dated 524 A. D. Both 
altarpieces are from the collection of 
the late Mrs. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
as are a number of other bronzes in 
the extensive Far Eastern collection. 
Other Far Eastern bronzes shown are 
from India, Japan, Korea, Tibet, Java 
and Cambodia. 

NEAR EAST 

Ewer. Persian, Umayyad. Dates from 
VIII century. Spout shaped in form of 
crowing cock. Fine example of Near 
Eastern sculpture of this period, which 
is relatively more rare than bronze 
sculptures of the Ancient Near East. 

EUROPE 

Middle Ages: Aquamanile in shane of a 
unicorn. German, XV century. From 
vessels of such fantastic shape water 
was poured over the hands of priests. 
This acquamanile has been cleaned to 
show the original golden color of its 
metal, 

Falcon or Eagle, possibly from the stall 
of an emperor. German or Italian XI- 
XIII century. This gilt-bronze bird 
may once have surmounted the staff 
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of Frederick II, ruler of the Holy 
Roman Empire and King of Naples 
and Sicily. Frederick, an enthusiastic 
falconer, established his court at 
Naples in 1220. 


EUROPE 


Renaissance: Among the many great 
bronzes of this period in the exhibi- 
tion are David With the Head of Gol- 
iath, by Luca della Robbia (1400-1482) 
and Self-Portrait by Peter Vischer (ca. 
1455-1529). Both are from the Jules 
‘S. Bache collection. 


Particularly noteworthy because of their 
interpretation of classical themes are 
Satyre Riding a Goat, by Andrea Ric- 
cio (1470-1532); Black Venus, by Ales- 
sandro Vittoria (1525-1608); and Pluto 
and Cerberus, by Jacopo Sansovino 
(1486-1570). The last is from. the 
George Blumenthal collection.

An exhibit of bird paintings by 
Francis Lee Jaques, famed bird il-

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Silver Mining 
Great Industries of the United States, 1871 


When we see family or heirloom 
silver, most of us reflect only on the 
workmanship forgetting that all im- 
portant background, silver mining. 

One of the most concise treatises 
early silver minine. was published in 
1871 in Great Industries of the United 
States. The editors of this edition 
stated: 

“Previous to 1860 it would have 
been improper to speak of the ex- 
traction of silver ores from veins, 
and the reduction of such ores to bul- 
lion, as an important industry. It 
was possible to extract a few ounces 
of silver from a ton of almost any of 
our galena ores. A mine in South- 
ampton had yielded some silver in 
combination with lead. Another mine 
in Davidson County, N. C., had been 
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actively worked for argentiferous 
galena. But ninety-nine silver dol- 
lars out of every hundred in circula- 
tion had come from Mexico or from 
Peru. A little silver had been found 
in the gold of California, but so little 
as to be held as an allov of the more 
precious metal. 

“From 1850 to 1860 the mountains, 
and gorges, and gulches, and flats, 
and sinks of that wild region in the 
far west were scrutinize? as no other 
part of the world ever was before, by 
an army of prospectors. As this re- 
markable class of men have done so 
much, and are still so active in de- 
veloping the silver interest of this 
country, they deserve more than a 
passing reference. A prospector is a 
quiet, silent, hardy man, whose cos- 
tume is a flannel shirt and coarse 
pants, with the bottoms rammed into 
his boot tops. He wears a revolver 
strapped over his hip, a knife in the 
same belt, and carries a pick across 
his shoulders. Somewhere on _ his 
person he carries a little brass blow- 
pipe. When he starts out, he flings 
a fifty-pound bag of flour across the 
back of his little bony, hardy mule. 
Thus equipped, he is ready for a 
journey of a thousand miles over a 
trackless waste. No canyon so lonely 
and remote as to escape his notice, 
no out-crop of rock so grim and inac- 
cessible as to baffle his enterprise. 
He wanders from hill to hill, and 
from ledge to ledge, picking out 
specimens, crushing them to_ notice 
the lustre of the fracture, and melt- 
ing a little of the rock on a nub of 
charcoal with his blownipe. — 

“Long practice, and the pointing 
of sharpened faculties to one and 
only one end, makes him an exquisite 
judge in mineralogy. He knows noth- 
ing of trilobite, and eocene, and lias; 
but, from the glitter on the face of a 
broken stone, he knows whether there 
is silver in it, and from blowpipe an- 
alysis he can tell about how much 
per ton. For nearly twenty years an 
army of these indefatigable pioneers 
has been ranging over the grim and 
giant mountain ranges that divide 
the Mississipvi Valle-- from. the Pa- 
cific Ocean. The have wandeied far 
south, following up the Gila into 
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grim wastes and over the Dlazing 
sands of Arizona. They have scaled 
mountain peak after mountain peak, 
till the valley of the Saskatchewan, 
wide and fair, lay spread before them. 
They have drunk water that was bit- 
ter with alkali, and rode day in and 
day out across saharas, penetrating 
beyond the sinks of the Humboldt, 
across Promontory Mountain to zed 
dome peaks, past the Three Buttes to 
where the Wasach peaks tower sav- 
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age and snowclad over the bitter 
waters and sage brush flats of Utah. 
When a ledge or lode is found to 
hold a precious metal, it is traced as 
far as the nature of the formation 
will permit, and the right by discov- 
ery is set up by means of stakes, and 
the strip of mining property thus 
rudely bounded is called a claim. 
“In 1858-9 a small party of these 
prospectors worked up _ Six-mile 
Canyon, in the Washoe country, on the 
eastern foot-hills of the Sierra. 
James Fennimore, or Phinney, and 
Henry Comstock filed a claim to a 
mine of rich silver sulphurets mixed 
with free gold. Phinney sold out to 
his partner for a pinch of gold dust, 
and Comstock parted with his inter- 
est soon after, but not without giving 
his name to the most wonderful silver 
mine on the face of this planet. As 
soon aS the marvellous wealth of this 
lode was known, and beean to be de- 
veloped, the silver mining interest 
took form, and became noteworthy as 
a source of great national wealth. 
This lode is situated in Storey 
County, Nevada, twenty-five miles 
from the western border of the state, 
and twenty miles from. a little station 
of the Union Pacific Railroad, at a 
station called Reno, on the Truckee 
River. It is found cropping cut along 
the eastern slope of Mount Davidson, 
a lofty eminence in the Washoe 
range, which forms a lower spur of 
the main sierra. This range is ex- 
tremely dry and barren, containing 
but little water or crass, and at 
present no timber at all, the few 
scrub pines that straggled over its 
rocky sides having been cut long ago. 
“A very valuable slice of the Com- 


stock lode, by transfers in San Fran- 
cisco, came into the hands of Messrs. 
Gould & Curry, men of capital, who 
fell to with great intelligence and 
vigor, and no stint of means, to de- 
velop the best silver mine in the 
world. The principal or mother vein 
of the Comstock ranges nearly north 
and south; its average width is fifty 
feet, being in the thickest two 
hundred, and at the thinnest twenty 
feet, with a tendency to greater 
thickness and richness as the vein 
sinks in the mountain side. 

“There is perhaps no instance so 
striking of the promptness and dar- 
ing with which American capitalists 
launch their money into an enterprise 
in which they have confidence, as the 
development of this Comstock lode. 
In 1861 this lode was a wall of black 
sulphuret, bedded in primeval granite 
and quartz, on the steep slope of a 
lonely and barren mountain two 
hundred miles from roads and shops, 
and wheat fields parted from them 
by the gorges and snowy peaks of the 
sierra. Four years after a city of 
twenty thousand people was ~'-nted 
on that wild declivity, nearly two and 
a half millions in assessments had 
been paid to develop the mines. On 
the 1st of September, 1865, the lead- 
ing mines on the lode had yielded as 
follows:

“The total number of tons ex- 
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tracted by Gould & Ourry in these 
four years ‘was one hundred and 
seventy-three thousand, and the bul- 
lion produced amounted to three 
hundred tons. The average cost of 
taking the ore from the mine was 
ten dollars per ton, and the average 
yield of all ores per ton was fifty 
dollars 

“The Yellow Jacket, a very valu- 
able mine on the same lode, made the 
following report for the year endine 
July 1, 1866:—

“The express company of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. took by far the greater 
part of the Nevada bullion to San 
Francisco between 1861 and 1865 and 
their books show interesting fig- 
ures :—

“In and near Virginia City, which 
stands directly over the Comstock 
lode, there were four years ago sixty- 
two mills for stamping and amalga- 
mating ore; they showed in all twelve 
hundred and twent~-six stamps and 
nine hundred and nineteen amalga- 
mating pans, and they were working 
per month fifty-three thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-seven tons of ore. 

“The ore, as it comes from the 
mine, is a dark, lustrous rock show- 
ing some free gold in pockets; but 
the chief value is in the sulphuret, as 
ic 1s called. ‘nere are black and grav 
sulphurets of silver, with some free 
or native silver. Combined with this 
ore are some baser metals, as 
sulphurets of antimony, lead, iron, 
and copper. By simply crushing 
and amalgamating the pulp with 
mercury, on an average eighty per 
cent. of all the precious metal in the 
Comstock ores can be extracted. For 
the first two or three years after 
they were opened the silver ores 
from this ledge yielded from one to 
three hundred dollars per ton, the 
average of all worked being over one 
hundred and fift~ dollars, and some 
selected lots ranged from five hundred 
to three thousand dollars per ton. 
These rich ores were sold to San 
Francisco dealers in metalliferous 
ores, and most of them were shipped 
to the great reduction works at 
Swansea, England. 

“The crushing and extraction of 
silver ores, as practised in Nevada, 
Idaho, and Montana, is not difficult

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Notes on the History of 
Betrothal and Wedding Rings 


It would be difficult to find a sub- 
ject more interesting in all its as- 
sociations than a wedding ring. From 
the most remote times it has had a 
mystical signification, appealing to 
our most cherished feelings, hopes and 
wishes, The circular form of the ring 
was accepted in days by-gone, as a 
symbol of eternity, thus indicative of 
the stability of affection. We find 
some of our noted divines echoing the 
sentiments of old enthusiasts on the 
figurative virtues of a ring. Thus 
Dean Comber and Wheatley express 
themselves:: “The matter of which 
this ring is made is gold, signifying 
how noble and durable our affection is; 
the form is round, to imply that our 
respect shall never have an end; the 
place of it is on the fourth finger of 
the left hand, where the ancients 
thought there was a vein that came 
directly from the heart, and where it 
may be always in view; and, being 
a finger least used, where it may be 
least subject to be worn out; but the 
main end is to be a visible and last- 
ing token of the covenent which must 
never be forgotten.” 

Jeremy Taylor, in his semon on a 
“Wedding Ring for the Finger,” con- 
veys in quaint and forcible language, 
the duties and responsibilities of mar- 
ried life. 

In an old Latin work, ascribing the 
invention of the ring to Tubal Cain, 
we find: “The form of the ring being 
circular, that is, round, and without 
end, importeth thus much, that mu- 
tual love and hearty affection should 
roundly flow from one to the other, as 
in a circle, and that continually and 
forever.” 

The veneration for a wedding ring 
is shown in the instance of the great 
lexicographer, Dr. Samuel Johnson. 


He writes, under the date March 28, 
1753: “I kept this day as the anniver- 
sary of my Letty’s death, with pray- 
ers and tears in the morning. In the 
evening I prayed for her conditional- 
ly, if it was lawful.” Her wedding 
ring was preserved by him, as long as 
he lived, with an affectionate care, in 
a little round wooden box, and in the 
inside of which was a slip of paper in- 
scribed: “Eheu! Eliz. Johnson, nupta 
Jul. 9, 1736; mortua, eheu! Mar. 17, 
1752.” 

According to the “London Press,” 
Mr. John Lomax, bookseller, of Lich- 
field, who died lately at the age of 
eighty-nine, possessed among many 
other Johnsonian relics, this wedding 
ring of Mrs. Johnson. 

The poet Moore, in his “Diary,” 
mentions the gift of his mother, of 
her wedding ring. He writes:“* Have 
been preparing my dear mother for 
my leaving her, now that I see her so 
much better. She is quite reconciled 
to my going, and said this morning: 
“Now, my dear Tom, don’t let your- 
self be again alarmed about me in this 
manner, nor hurried away from your 
house and business.” She then said 
she must, before I left her this morn- 
ing, give me her wedding ring as her 
last gift; and accordingly, sending for 
the little trinket box in which she kept 
it, she, herself put the ring on my 
finger. 

The value, even to death, attached 
to wedding rings has been frequently 
shown. In a testamentary document 
made at Edinburgh Castle by Mary, 
Queen of Scots, before the birth of 
her son James, and when under the 
impression that she would die in child- 
bed, among numerons bequests, she 
enumerates her rings, of which she 
had a large number. Among them was 
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a diamond ring, enamelled red, re- 
corded, by the Queen herself as that 
with which “she was espoused.”’ On 
the other side is written “For the 
King who gave it to me.” This is pre- 
sumed to be the ring with which 
Darnley wedded Mary in the privacy 
of Rizzio’s chamber at Stirling, for at 
the public solemnity of their nuptials 
in the Chapel Royal of MHolyrod 
three rings of surpassing richness 
were used. 

The ring with which James, Duke 
of York (afterwards King James the 
Second) married Mary of Modena, 
had a small ruby set in gold. The 
Queen showed it to the nuns of 
Chaillot, with whom she resided chief- 
ly in the days of her sorrowful widow- 
hood, exile, and poverty. Although 
obliged to part with most of her 
jewels, she would never give up this 
ring, which she valued above every- 
thing. Even William of Orange, re- 
markable for his stern and taciturn 
disposition, felt sensibly the tender 
feelings which a marriage-ring can 
nourish after the death of a beloved 
object. On his decease a ribbon was 
found tied to his left arm, with a 
gold ring appended to it, containing 
some hair of the Queen. The Londes- 
borough Collection contained a royal 
ring, which is supposed to have been 
the same given by the Prince of 
Orange to the Princess Mary. It is 
of gold, the strap and buckle set with 
diamonds, and is enamelled black. En- 
graved in letters in relief is the motto 
of the Order of the Garter. The fol- 
lowing words are engraved within: 
“T’ll win and wear thee if I can.” 

Baron Rosen was sent a captive to 
Siberia, in consequence of political 
tumults which occurred on the ac- 
cession of the Emperor Nicholas to 
the throne of Russia. On his arrival, 
he was searched, and some family 
trinkets taken from him. He was then 
required to give up a gold ring which 
he wore on his finger. He replied: “It 
is my wedding ring, and you can only 
have it by taking the finger also.” 
Fortunately the ring was spared. 

However, like everything, humanly 
speaking, the wedding ring has had 
its vicissitudes, and, from being the 
emblem of all that is pure and holy 
in life, has been desecrated to the 
vilest and most impious of usages. 
Nothing can be more humilating to 
good faith and rectitude than to read 
the accounts of what took place not 
many years ago concerning the “Fleet 
Marriages.” 

In Burns’ “Registers” of these mock 
celebrations we read sad cases of this 
abominable system, which prevailed in 
the last century, of clandestine mar- 
riages. A case is there mentioned of 
a young lady who had been inveigled 
into the trap of a marrying parson, 
and finding herself unable to escape 
without money or pledge, which she 
said was her mother’s ring, who en- 
joined her that if she should marry it 
was to be her wedding ring. By this 
contrivance “she got rid of the black 
doctor and his tawny crew.” 

A ring sent as a love--pledge, or 
token, was in frequent use in former 
times. Philip de Comines relates in 
his “Memoris” that a marriage be- 
tween the Princess of Burgundy and 
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the Duke of Austria (1477) being de- 
termined upon, a letter was written by 
the young lady at her father’s. com- 
mand signifying her consent to the al- 
liance, and a diamond ring of consi- 
derable value was sent as a pledge or 
token of it. At the time arranged for 
the ceremony the Princess was at 
Ghent, and, in the presence of am- 
bassadors sent on that occasion, she 
was asked whether she designed to 
make good her promise. The Princess 
at once replied “that she had written 
the letter and sent the ring in obedi- 
ence to her father’s command, and 
freely owned the contents of it. 

The materials of which wedding 
rings have been made are numerous; 
besides the various metals, we have 
an instance of a leather ring made on 
the spur of the moment out of a piece 
of kid cut from the bride’s glove. As 
a substitute for the usual ring, the 
church key has been put into re- 
quisition. Horace Walpole, in a letter 
to Mr. (afterwards Sir Robert) 
Mann, dated July 27, 1752, alludes to 
the use of a curtain ring for this pur- 
pose; “The event which kes made 
most noise since my last is the ex-

tensive wedding of the youngest of 
the two Gunnings, and he then des- 
cribes an assembly at Lord Chester- 
field’s when the Duke of Hamilton 
made love to Miss Gunning, and two 
nights after sent for a parson to per- 
form the marriage ceremony. The 
Doctor refused to_act without a li- 
cense and a ring. The Duke swore he 
would send for the Archbishop; at last 
they were married with a ring of the 
bed-curtain, at half-an-hour past 
twelve at night. Perhaps one of the 
smallest weddings rings on record is 
that which is mentioned in the fian- 
cailles of the Princess Mary, daugh- 
ter of Henry VIII, to the Dauphin of 
France, son of King Francis I. The 
fiance was represented on that oc- 
casion by Admiral Bonnivet, the 
French Ambassador. The dauphin 
was born February 28, 1518, and the 
event of his birth was made a matter 
of State policy, for a more intimate 
alliance with France. On October 5, 
in the same year, the bridal ceremon- 
ies took place at Greenwich with great 
pomp. King Henry took his station in 
front of the throne; on one side stood 
Marie of France, and Queen Kath- 
erine; in front of her mother was the 
Princess Marie, just two years old, 
dressed in cloth of gold, with a cap of 
black velvet on her head, blazing with 
jewels. On the other side stood the two 
legates, Wolsey and Campeggio. After 
a speech by Dr. Tunstal, the Princess 
was taken in arms, the consent of the 
King and Queen was demanded, and 
Wolsey approached with a diminutive 
ring of gold, fitted to the young lady’s 
finger, in which was a valuable dia- 
mond. Admiral Bonnivet, as proxy for 
the baby bridegroom, passed it over 
the second joint. The bride was bless- 
ed, and mass performed by Wolsey, 
the King and the whole Court attend- 
ing it.

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History in Design 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The uni- 
corn—fabulous beast of medieval art 
—was not entirely a product of the 
imagination. In the Muslim world, 
stretching from Moorish Spain to 
the famed cities of Bukhara and 
Samarkand in central Asia, its pro- 
totype almost unquestionably was the 
one-horned rhinoceros of India whose 
form became weirdly distorted ‘in re- 
ports of travelers filtered through 
popular legend. 

This is the conclusion of Dr. Rich- 
ard Ettinghausen after an intensive 
study of unicorn designs on medieval 
luster tiles, silver inlaid bronze ves- 
sels, Persian miniatures, and Indian 
carpets in both America and Europe. 
His well-illustrated book has just been 
published by the Freer Gallery of Art, 
Smithsonian Institution. 

The unicorn is pictured variously 
as a one-horned cow, lion, antelope, 
and horse. Sometimes it is represent- 
ed with wings. Representations in 
both Muslim and Christian medieval 
art often roughly resemble each 
other, but Dr. Ettinghausen confines 
his study to the former, which are 
much less known than the western 
variety often found on tapestries and 
illuminated manuscripts. The Freer 
Gallery contains some of the finest ex- 
amples of the rare Oriental species of 
the unicorn. 

The one-horned rhino was, of 
course, well known in India, and it 
was natural that various accounts of 
it should have been brought back to 
the Near East and Europe. Few of 
the travelers who made the reports, 
however, actually ever saw one of the 
animals and they gave their imagina- 
tions free play. 

In fact, the rhino was reputed to be 
a stupid animal, attacking when 
alarmed and then in a blind frenzy. 
On the other hand, it is described as 
one of the most feared creatures of 
the jungle. One of the most curious of 
the old designs shows a huge elephant 
helplessly dangling from the long 
horn of the rhinoceros-unicorn. 

The unicorn’s representation as a 
winged creature is a puzzling feature, 
probably used to emphasize its fa- 
bulous nature. It seems also to have 
been confused by medieval Muslim 
artists with the “roc” of the Arabian 
Nights, an even more fabulous crea- 
ture, which was likewise represented 
as fighting lions and elephants. The 
tradition of the legendary unicorn, or 
“karkadann,” as it was known to the 
Arabs, was broken only in the early 
sixteenth century when more reliable 
reports of rhinoceros hunts came from 
India.

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CIRCUS STARS OF YESTERYEARS 


VI. ELIZABETH HANNEFORD CLARKE 


By A. MORTON SMITH 
_ (Eprtor’s Note: This is the sixth of a series of 
articles about scintillating stars of the big top of another 
generation, retired but still given to zestful living.) 


PART II 


_ The Ringlings, who had owned the Barnum & Bailey 
Circus since 1906. Alternating the two great circuses 
over routes on American tours year after year, decided 
to combine the two shows into one — the largest ever 
to take the road, in the spring of 1919. 

The Clarke family of the Ringling show aiid the 
Hanneford family of the Barnum & Bailey show figured 
in the merger in more ways than one. 

For on November 21, 1920, Ernest Clarke and Eliza- 
beth Hanneford were united in the Little Church Around 
the Corner in New York City. 

The courtship of Elizabeth Hanneford and Ernest 
Clarke, members of two royal families of the circus, 
took place during the two seasons they were together 
on the merged Ringling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey 
circus, Miss Hanneford appearing in her family riding 
act and Mr. Clarke as the flier in the remarkable 
Clarkonians’ flying return act. 

_ But after their marriage in the fall of 1920, book- 
ings of the family acts separated the newlyweds during

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the 1921 season. That year, the Hannefords were fea- 
tured by Sells-Floto circus owned by the American 
Circus corporation, while the Clarkes remained with the 
Ringlings, their flying act having been a fixture in the 
show since 1906. Since Mrs. Clarke was a_ bareback 
rider and not an aerialist, she went with the Hanneford 
family act that year. 

However, after the birth of their daughter, Ernestine, 
Mrs. Clarke joined her husband on the Ringling show, 
where they remained through the 1926 season, playing 
indoor dates during the winter months. 

The Hannefords were engaged to present their bare- 
back riding act on the stage in “The Circus Princess,” 
a musical comedy at the Winter Garden in New York in 
1927, and Mrs. Clarke joined the troupe for that en- 
gagement. Her brother, Poodles, had a small speaking 
part in the production and he and Mrs. Clarke did a 
dance specialty together. 

When Charlie Chaplin produced his feature picture, 
“The Circus”, the management of Grauman’s Chinese 
theatre in Hollywood arranged for a circus prologue on 
the stage. The Hanneford family riding act took part, 
as did Emil Pallenberg’s bears, Ed and Jennie Rooney, 
aerialists, and several others who had been headliners 
with the Ringling cireus and were friends of the Hanne- 
fords and Mrs. Clarke. 

The engagement stretched into an eight months’ 
stint, and thereafter, the Hannefords and Clarkes joined 
forces to form a unit. Under this merger, the bareback 
personnel included Poodles Hanneford and his wife, 
Elizabeth; Ernest’s brother, Percy Clarke, and the elder 
Mrs. Hanneford, ringmistress. Ernest and_ Charles 
Clarke continued their flying return act together, and 
the Charles Clarke family had a juggling number. 

The unit quit the American circus field for two 
seasons to appear at the Olympic theatre in London and 
the Empire theatre in Paris. 

About this time, the American Circus corporation, 
owner of the Sells-Floto show and four other large rail- 
road circuses, arranged for Tom Mix, then at the height 
of his popularity as a western motion picture star, to 
make personal appearances in the arena, and anticipating 
a heavy drawing power, proceeded to contract outstand- 
ing acts to support the movie personality. 

So the Clarke and Hanneford families with their 
feature acts were with Sells-Floto show for the second 
time, that year. At the conclusion of the 1929 season, 
John Ringling purchased the five circuses owned by the 
= Circus corporation, and began their operation 
in 1930. 

That season, the Hanneford-Clarke unit forsook the 
circus field to appear in grandstand shows at fairs an 
exhibitions in amusement parks, but they returned to 
the Sells-Floto fold in 1931, the final year of the Tom 
Mix three-year engagement. 

In 1932, the families shifted to another Ringtins- 
owned circus, Hagenbeck-Wallace, where they remaine 
two years, and thence to another Ringling property, the 
Al. G. Barnes circus in 1934, 

During these years, two new members had _ joined 
the Hanneford riding act, Gracie Hanneford, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Poodles Hanneford, and Ernestine Clarke, 
daughter of Ernest and Elizabeth Clarke, both in their 
early teens. 

The season 1935 saw the Clarkes and Hannefords 
grouping with an eastern motorized show, Gorman 
Brothers circus. It was the first time since they had 

disposed of their wagon show in England a score of 
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year's previously, that the Hannefords and Mrs. Clarke 
had traveled with an overland circus. 

The Clarkes and Hannefords went their separate 
ways in 1936 and were not reunited except for a brief 

riod in the ‘winter of 1942, 

The Clarkes were with Cole Brothers-Clyde Beatty 
circus with Mrs. Clarke and daughter, Ernestine, an- 
pearing in principal riding acts, while Ernest and Percy 
Clarke collaborated in another bareback number. 

The family made what Mrs. Clarke describes as 
“the one really great mistake we made in show business” 
in 1937. That season, they went out with a small motor- 
ized circus originating on the West Coast, which had a 
brief and unsuccessful tour. 

Meanwhile, Tom Mix had organized his own circus 
which had been growing rapidly since its formation in 
1934, and he engaged the Clarkes for the 1938 season. 
That year, Mrs. Clarke, daughter Ernestine, and Percy 
Clarke did principal riding acts, the Clarkes’ produced 
a big 12-people bareback number, and the Flying Clark- 
onians closed the performance with Ernestine making 
her debut as a flier. That was the last year for the mem- 
bers of the Clarke family togeher on a circus. 

In 1939, they played grandstand shows at fairs and 
in amusement parks as they had done in 1930. and in the 
fall, went to the Hawaiian islands to appear in a show 
produced by E. K. Fernandez, who annually imports 
American talent. 

The following year, the Clarkonians’ flying act was 
the free attraction of the Ira C. Huggins carnival at- 
tractions in the Pacific Northwest, and also the act ap- 
peared on Treasure Island at the World’s Fair in San 
Francisco. It was at the Western Washington State 
Fair in Puyallup, Washington, that Ernest Clarke be- 
came ill and he passed away on January 10, 1941. 

Like the good troupers they are, Mrs. Clarke and 
daughter carried on that year, joining Russell Brothers 
motorized circus. Ernestine was a baton spinner in the 
opening tournament, did a principal riding act, partici- 
pated in the big riding act in the flying return number 
with her uncle, Charles. 

Mrs. Clarke was ringmistress for the riding acts, 
and she did a finish trick that always surprised the 
audience and elicited extensive applause. Dressed in a 
formal evening gown, Mrs. Clarke concluded the act by 
discarding her whip, gathering up her skirt, and making 
a fork jump to the horse. She also took part in the 
Charles Clarke family juggling act. It was her last 


season aS an active performer, although she remained 
with daughter, Ernestine, with circuses until 1946. 

In 1942, Mrs. Clarke and “Ernie” were under the 
Cole Brothers banner, where the latter demonstrated her 
versatility. She appeared in the opening spec,

principal riding act, performed on the Spanish web, rode 
a high school horse, and was in the Reiffenach family 
bareback number. Mrs. Clarke was ringmistress for the 
principal act, her only appearance in the performance. 

During the winter of 1942-43, the Clarkes joined her 
brother Poodles and his riding act for vaudeville dates 
and Polack Brothers Indoor circus. 

The Clarkes 'went back to the Ringling show for 
the first time in 17 years in 1943, when Ernestine a-- 
peared in production numbers and one of Art Concellos 
flying return acts. 

During the following winter, Mrs. Clarke and 
Ernestine trained two bareback riding horses and in 
1944, Ernestine was a featured bareback rider, as well 
as having her own flying act on the Ringling show. 

A beautiful girl, Ernestine was picked for the cover 
of the Ringling program in 1944, and her picture on one 
of her fine bareback horses, with Clown Lou Jacobs, was 
featured. Her flying act brought back the “Clarkonians” 
title to the Ringling circus for the first time since 1926. 

It was in 1948, while Ernestine was still a featured 
Ringling performer that she was married to Parley Baer, 
California radio artist, and she gave up her circus career 
at his request. Thus she and her mother retired to the 
comparative quiet of housekeeping and homelife in 
North Hollywood. 

They were the first of the Hanneford troupe to give 
up trouping as the Poodles Hanneford and George 
Hanneford riding acts are still going strong, with an- 
other generation of their families joining their parents 
in the arena. 

Even so, the Clarkes have not forgotten the art of 
the circus. When Ernestine’s cousin, Kay Frances 
Hanneford, daughter of George Hanneford, was injured 
during a circus engagement in Chicago recently, 
Ernestine flew to the Windy City from California, and 
went into the act without a reheasal. 

Last season, when Mrs. Clarke was vacationing with 
brother George and family, who were appearing in their 
riding act in a Montreal, Canada, amusement park, her 
niece and nephews, Kay Frances, George and Tommy, 
dared her to mount one of their rosinback horses. 

Mrs. Clarke took the dare, removed her shoes, 
vaulted on the horse, and stood up without a mechanic 
for a few laps of the ring to the plaudits of her admiring 
young relatives. 

“And why not?” asks Mrs. Clarke. “Hadn’t I been a 
bareback rider 37 years—from 1904 to 1941?”

Railway traveling is not traveling 
at all; it is merely being sent to a 
place, and very little difference 
from becoming a parcel-—Ruskin. 


On February 5, 1950, Old Maud, 
little roundhouse engine of the 
Southern Railway retired after 71 
years of faithful service. She was 
sent to Atlanta, Ga., in 1879, long 
before the days of the great Pacific 
and Mogul steamers and probably 
her greatest day was when news ‘was 
received of the election of Grover 
Cleveland as President. (the first 
Democratic one since the Civil War). 
Rearing into Atlanta, Ga., it is said 
she passed completely out along the 
line, her stentorian whistle having 
exhausted all her steam. Her destiny 
is on a pedestal in the Atlanta shops. 
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American locomotives differ from 
European models in that they have a 
box frame and carry cylinders out- 
side, the frame rests on equalized

European models have a 
bar frame and carry the cylinders 
inside, equalizers are seldom used, 
and tenders are four or six wheeled. 


Locomotives are often named for 
their inventor or manufacturer, such 
as Stephenson, Hedley I, Baldwin I, 
etc., and are classified as to the 
general character or some wunusual 
feature of construction such as rear- 
truck, bicycle, single driver I, bogy 
I, camel-back, Vauclain Compound I, 
etc. 

In leading American engines the 
number of wheels is indicated im- 
mediately after the name by figures, 
the right hand figure indicating the 
number of trailers, the middle figure 
the number of drivers and the left 
hand one the pilot wheels. 


Thus, the MOGUL I, 2-6-0, has 8 pairs 
of coupled drivers, a pair of leading 
truck wheels and no trailers. 

PACIFIC I, 4-6-2, having a 4-wheeled 
leading truck, 3 pairs of coupled 
drivers and a pair of trailers. These 
are used for hauling heavy fast 
trains. 

PRAIRIE I, 2-6-2, with a 2-wheeled 
leading truck, 3 pairs of coupled driv- 
ers and a pair of trailers. This en- 
gine is used for both passenger and 
freight. 

AMERICAN I, 4-4-0, has 2 pairs of 
driving wheels coupled together and a 
swiveling 4-wheeled front truck, out- 
side cylinders, bar frames and a cab 
for the engineer. 

ATLANTIC I, 4-4-2, has a 4-wheeled 
leading truck, 2 pairs of coupled driv- 
ing wheels and a pair of trailers. 

COLUMBIA I, 2-4-2, has a 2-wheeied 
leading truck, 2 pairs ot drivers and a 
2-wheeled trailing truck. 

DECAPOD I, 2-10-0, has 5 pairs of driv- 
ing wheels and sometimes a leading 
driving truck. 

FAIRLIE I. has 4 cylinder and 2 boilers 
with a double fire box between them 
earried on 2 swiveling trucks. These 
are used on narrow guage roads hav- 
ing many curves. 

FORNEY I, o-4-4, has tank bunkers 
born on an extension of the engine 
frame back of the fire box and carried 
by a swiveling truck. These were 
formerly used on the elevated railway 
in New York. 

MASTODON I, 4-8-0, having a heavy 
freight locomotive with 4 pairs of 
driving wheels and a 4-wheeled lead- 
ing truck. 

MIKADO TI, 2-8-2, with a 2-wheeled 
leading truck, 4 pairs of coupled driv- 
ers in a short wheel base and a pair 
of trailers.

Contact was made by a 
metallic bolt being drawn through 
the tubes by flexible cables attached 
to the car. 

This same year an electric ra‘lway 
was exhibited at the Crystal Palace 
Sydenham, on which both the ordi- 
nary rails were used as the “return” 
conductor and a third insulated rail 
was used as the “goino’’ conductor, 
This car carried 25 persons and re- 
sembled the tram-car. 

In 1888, at the Exhibition of Elec- 
tric Appliances in Chicago, an elec- 
tric railway ran around the main 
building. It was about one-third of 
a mile long and carried over 26,000 
passengers in thirteen days. 

In 1879 an electric railway was ex- 
hibited by Dr. W. Siemens at the 
Berlin Exhibition. The current was 
conveyed by a central rail to the 
motor on the moving car and re- 
turned by two working rails on 
which the car ran. This line was 900 
yards long with a two-foot gauge. 
The success of this model led to the 
building of the Lichterfelde line in 
Berlin, on which the working rails 
were laid on insulated wooden sleep- 
ers, one rail acting as the “outsoing” 
circuit and the other as the “return.” 
This was 2,500 yards long with a 
three-foot, three-inch gauge and was 
worked by two dynamo machines 
which developed about twelve horse 
os This was opened in May 
1881.

In 1885 at a public dinner M. de 
Lesseps predicted the year 1888 as 
the date of completion of the Panama 
Canal. In 1881 Capt. James Eads, 
engineer of the Mississippi Naviga- 
tion Works, secured from the Mex- 
ican Government the right to con- 
struct a ship railway and hold it for 
99 years. If this railway was com- 
pleted, he was to receive one million 
acres of land. By this system_he 
proposed to raise vessels and place 
them on a huge trolley running on 
twelve parallel rails. On _ these 
twelve rails, six engines each capable 
of pulling 2000 tons would work, and 
drag huge ships from one sea to an- 
other across 134 miles of land. 

On receiving concessions from the 
Mexican Government he went to he 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec, taking en- 
gineers to locate the line of construc 
tion and the exact cost.

Chambers’s Journal, November 21, 
1885, gives account of Paper Rail- 
ways. This says, as a building mater- 
ial, paper is becoming common In 
America being especially valuable on 
account of its lishtness for upper 
portions of large buildings, etc. Also 
that paper railway wheels have been 
tested and not found wanting. “Ac: 
cording to Galignani an American 
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Co. has been established in the en- 
virons of St. Petersburg, having a 
large factory devoted to this snecial 
manufacture, by the authorization of 
the Russian Ministry of Finance. The 
Company is about to lay down a line 
with paper rails and wheels between 
the capitol and Warsaw ” 
00o 


In 1886 a new stationary buffer- 
stop for railway stations and sidings 
was described in a paper read before 
the Institution of Mechanical Engi- 
neers by Mr. A. Langley of Derby. 

This buffer-stop consisted of two 
hydraulic cylinders fitted with pis- 
tons. The piston rods carried in front 
buffer heads to meet those on the 
locomotive. There were nrojecting 
rods behind the cylinders connected 
by chains with counter-w~‘~hts to re- 
turn the pistons after pressure to 
their former position. The piston had 
a stroke of four foot and it was 
thought that this amount of depres- 
sion would effectually stop a train 
without damage at a speed of eight 
miles per hour.

In 1886 M. Tommasi, a Frenchman, 
devised a plan for keeping foot- 
warmers hot. He proposed that after 
the warmers had been charged with 
a hot solution of acetate of soda, the 
heat could be retained by electricity, 
which would be obtained from a 
dynamo driven off the axle of the 
wheels and would be transmitted to 
all warmers throu~” the train. 
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Chamber’s Journal of March 27, 
1886 says: “New electric alarm-bell 
for use in places where highways and 
railways cross has been invented in 
U. S.” When the train approached 
the crossing, the wheels pushed down 
a heavy trigger at the side of the 
rails. The trigger then set in motion 
a fly wheel which turned the arma- 
ture of a magneto machine, thus gen- 
erating current sufficient to ring a 
bell at the crossing.

_ The Continuous Brake was patented 
in 1881 by S. G Colquhoun of 1 
Royal Terrace, Edinburgh, for use on 
freight and mining trains. Each car 
was fitted 'with an independent brake, 
which was always “on” except when 
the pull of the engine on the coup- 
lers, released it. As long as the en- 
gine was pulling, the wheels remained 
free, but when the engine stopped, 
the brakes gripped the wheels and 
stomned the engine. There was an 
electric catch on each car, which the 
driver controlled. This released the 
wheels for backing.

Another protection for boilers: was 
the Smith’s Steam Sentinel Safety- 
valve. This is described as a combi- 
nation safety-valve, indicator and 
Steam whistle for it gave an alarm 
when pressure went over normal. 
This was attached to the boiler.

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A. B. Frost Color 
Prints 


Questions asked lately about A. B. 
Frost color prints, prompts this re- 
print of some excellent data furnish- 
ed by John Ramsay .for this depart- 
ment some time ago. 

It is the right and privilege of every 
collector to be as irrational, unrea- 
sonable and peculiar as he wants to 
be. Thus, the hand colored lithographs 
of Currier and Ives and their con- 
temporaries issued during most of the 
nineteenth century have been and con- 
tinue to be popular although, to the 
artist and art critic, they are unin- 
teresting hybrids, while a number of 
fine prints, entirely acceptable to the 
purists, have not received the atten- 
tion they deserve. These are the prints 
which were colored during the pro- 
cess of manufacture, which represent, 
in many cases, the best work the litho- 
graphers could turn out. It is worth 
noting that the Currier house, whose 
motto was “Cheap Engravings for the 
people,” never owned the expensive 
and complicated equipment which 
made them. 

Late in the nineteenth century tech- 
nical improvements in the processes

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of reproduction made possible the pro- 
duction of some very fine color prints. 
While Louis Prang of Boston was a 
pioneer in this field in the United 
States, others were active, and they 
reproduced paintings by some of our 
important American artists, Edward 
Moran, A. B. Keyes, A. Pope, Jr., 
Frederic Remington, A. S. Cozzens 
and others. In many cases, these art- 
ists contributed series or sets of pic- 
tures and several of these were pub- 
lished in portfolios at fairly high 
prices. 

One of these artists whose work has 
been more and more appreciated as 
time goes on is Arthur Burdette 
Frost. Born in Philadelphia, June 10, 
1851, he early showed talent, and stud- 
ied in the Academy of Fine Arts there 
with Thomas Eakins. Later, he moved 
to New York, and found work as an 
illustrator, first with an_ illustrated 
magazine, “The Graphic,” later in the 
studio of Harper & Brothers, the pub- 
lishers, where his associates were Al- 
exander, Abbey and Reinhart. In 1873, 
he went to England and studied again 
there and in Paris, exhibiting in the 
Paris Exposition of 1900. He kept his 
American citizenship and residence, 
however, and spent most of his life 
in this country, dying in Pasadena, 
Calif., in 1928. 

He painted a number of fine oils, 
but continued his drawing and sketch- 
ing, becoming a popular illustrator. 
He illustrated “Out of the Hurly- 
Burley,” a humorous book by Max 
Adeler, (Chas. B. Clark), published 


Ya in Philadelphia in 1872. For the Har- 


pers, he did drawings for Stockton’s 
“Rubber Grange,” (1874), Octave 
Thanet’s “Sketches of a Western 
Town,” (1893), H. C. Bunner’s “Story 
of a New House,” (1887), and others. 
Harpers also published several books 
of Frost’s drawings and_ sketches, 
“Stuff and Nonsense,” (1888), “The 
Bull Calf and other Tales,” (1892), 
“Sports and Games in the Open,” 
(1899), “Golfers’ Alphabet” and “A 
Book of Drawings.” (1905). An ex- 
tensive collection of these, with other 
work, is owned by the Libr ary of Con- 
gress, and was shown in a special 
exhibit a few years ago. 

Frost’s formal paintings, fine as 
they are, show the international in- 
fluence of the art schools, but his 
drawings, lively and clear, are dis- 
tinctly American. Of course, the books 
assigned to him to illustrate are of 
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this type, so that he is known as an 
exponent of just plain middle-ciass 
late nineteenth century Americans in 
contrast to the Indians and cowioys 
of Remington and Russell, and the 
“high society” of C. D. Gibson. He 
pictured the people he knew and loved 
best, and he was also a sportsman and 
lover of the outdoors, spending many 
of his summers in the Maine woods. 
Two of his books reflect this interest, 
and he also painted a number of 
sporting works. 

A series of these was reproduced 
in color lithography, and _ published 
by Chas. Scribner’s Sons of New York 
in 1895. They are nineteen and a half 
by twelve inches, mounted on mats, 
and issued in portfolios of two prints, 
each accompanied by a printed des- 
criptive sheet, with smaller sketches 
in the margins. The titles are “Ruf- 
fed Grouse” and “Summer Woodcock,” 
“Rail Shooting” and “Bay Snipe,“ 
“English Snipe” and “Prairie Chick- 
ens,” “Rabbit Shooting” and “Quail— 
A Dead Stand,” “Shooting Ducks 
From a Blind,” “Autumn Woodcock,” 
and “Rail Shooting,” The series is ti- 
tled “Shooting Pictures by A. B. 
Frost,” and there is also an “extra 
print,” “Woodcock Shootings,” of the 
same dimensions, but not alwaye in- 
cluded in the set. 

Some years later, another series of 
Frost’s sporting pictures was litho- 
graphed by the Grignard Litho. Com- 
pany of New York, and published by 
Scribners. These are dated 1903, are 
also medium folio size, and are titled, 
“Bad Luck,” “Good Luck,” “Gun 
Shy,” “Ordered Off,” “Smoking Him 
Out” and “We’ve Got Him.” They 
were apparently issued as “framing 
prints,” without portfolios, but are 
printed on the same pebbled paper as 
the others, and show the same fine 
color work. This coloring is fine and 
accurate, and the composition of both 
series is excellent. Also, they show 
just ordinary Americans, in old hunt- 
ing clothes or shirt-sleeves, in Amer- 
ican forests and shores, with correctly 
drawn dogs and birds. Consequently, 
the collector of American sporting 
prints can find nothing finer and more 
characteristic, and can be proud of 
owning examples of Frost’s work.

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OLD SILVER 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 25) 


or complicated. Eighty per cent. of 
these ores is taken out by a system 
not hard to be understood; as to the 
remaining twenty per cent., it is not 
taken out in the vicinity of the mines. 
This leaves a vast accumulation of 
“tailings,” or crushed rock, in which 
there is some silver, and the question 
whether it will pay to get it out, 
must depend on the nearness and 
cheapness of fuel, on the skill that 
can be commanded on the spot, and 
on the supply of richer ores avail- 
able and as yet unhandled. Three 
fourths of the precious metal is 
taken from ore as follows:— 

“The rock is taken to stamp mills, 
which consist of iron cylinders, 
weighing, say one hundred pounds, 
raised about a foot from an anvil or 
die, and allowed to fall on the ore as 
it is pushed under the point where 
the blow falls. This pounding pro- 
duces, after some hours, a paste or 
pulp of the ore as water is freely ad- 
mitted into the mortar. Then the 
pulp flows to a metallic pan with 
grooves, loaded with quicksilver; 
above the grooves there is a false 
bottom of iron, in ridges against 
which the pulp is ground by arms 
that revolve on an axis at the centre. 
This grinding and revolving has a 
tendency to bring every part of the 
pulp or argentiferous mud in contact 
with the mercury. The nature of 
mercury is to attract or absorb the 
two precious metals, thus forming an 
amalgam or mercurial paste. Strain- 
ing through buckskin parts’ the 
precious metals from the mercurv. 
and this can be used in the amalga- 
mating pans to absorb more silver 
and gold. The product obtained by 
straining is brittle and sand-like, but 
heat melts it down to a brick or bar 
of bullion; and the Bank of Cali- 
fornia, and many private bankers, 
give gold and silver coin for these 
bricks. 

“From 1859 to 1866 the total pro- 
duct of the mines on the Comstock 
lode ‘was about seventy million dol- 
lars. This brilliant success has stirred 
up wonderful enterprise in all parts 
of the rock mountain and sierra 
region. It is found that, while the 
Comstock is the thickest and the 
longest vein ever developed, there are 
thousands of lodes two feet and three 
feet thick, and eighteen inches thick, 
that yield rich ores. The mountains 
of Colorado are full of such veins. 
Idaho and Montana repeat the history 
of Nevada and Virginia City on a 
smaller seale; and of late the Wa- 
satch range, that towers above Salt 
Lake Valley, has been found rich in 
silver-bearing lodes. 

“In general the more westerly 
mines, as those of Nevada and Idaho, 
have yielded their silver with least 
expression. The ores of the Rocky 
Mountains proper — as, for instance, 
in the Colorado mines — are suffici- 
ently rich, but they consist of a per- 
plexing combination of uncommon 
and refractory metals. Some Colo- 
rado ores contain, besides the two 
precious metals, conver, bismuth,

nickel, antimony, iridium, rhodium, 
lead, and tin. It requires six or seven 
successive and expensive processes 
to free the silver from these compli- 
cated connections. But every year our 
metallurgists are gaining ground in 
their struggle with refractory ores. 
For example, the Cariboo mines, in 
Colorado, have been so successfully 
worked the past year that, if the pro- 
duct were equally divided between all 
the inhabitants of the district, each 
would have six hundred dollars. But 
counting all the industry of the 
hardy and ill-requited prospectors de- 
scribed, and the loss from valuable 
tailings that as yet we cannot econ- 
omically save, it is doubtful whether 
any industry gives irregular and un- 
satisfactory returns as silver mining. 
A few it has made very rich, but the 
many it rewards poorly, yet lures 
them by deceptive appearances to a 
longer investment of time and a 
larger outlay of capital. 

“Yet so extensive are the mineral 
lands of this continent, and rich 
are many of the ledges that are 
opened, that the sum total of silver 
bullion in which silver is the chief 
element of value, sums up in imnres- 
sive figures. There is much dis- 
crepancy and difficulty in estimatine 
how much may be quietly cxrried 
away in the nurses of modest placer 
miners who seldom report their luck, 
but the opinion of those who have 
the best opportunities of knowing 1s 
that our annual product is one 
hundred millions.”

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American Federation of 
Arts Appoints 
Prominent Industrialist 
as Director 


In a move calculated to expand 
and increase its activities the Ameri- 
can Federation of Arts, with national 
headquarters in Washington, D. C., 
founded in 1909, has chosen Otto 
Lucien Spaeth, prominent industrial- 
ist, philanthropist, and patron of the 
arts as Director. After accepting the 
appointment on a dollar-a-year basis 
Mr. Spaeth and the Federation named 
Burton Cumming recent director of 
the Milwaukee Art Institute, as As- 
sistant Director.

“The products of our best minds 
and creative spirits, which are the 
arts and letters and music of today, if 
properly exported from home would 
do more to gain us prestige, dignity, 
and trust among our allies in the 
fight for world freedom than other 
aspect of our natural resources. This 
fact is known and heartily supported 
by our representatives on the spot, 
the hundreds of hard-working experi- 
enced men and women in key E. C. A., 
German Occupation, and Embassy 
jobs in foreign cities today. They are 
well aware that our government must 
do a great deal more in this area to 
gain the respect of the peoples of 
Europe. 

“It also follows that unless we pro- 
perly appreciate and are familiar 
with the products of our native 
thinkers and artists at home, there 
will be very little impulse to send 
them to other nations as missionaries 
of our democratic way of living. I am 
convinced that the American Federa-

At the same time Mr. Lawrence 
M. C. Smith speaking as president of 
the Board of Trustees of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Arts said: “With 
Mr. Spaeth as Director of the Fed- 
eration we are confident of not only 
increasing our services in many ways 
but of increasing the support of our 
activities. We expect business and in- 
dustry as well as our individual and 
institutional supporters to respond to 
his dynamic ideas for the spread of 
American art and culture.

to the town pump... . It is not to be 
wondered at, therefore, that Mr. 
Stewart was not long in the Hoosier 
capital before he found his way into 
our Indianapolis store, and, while 
there, sent away customer after cus- 
tomer, supremely happy in the pos- 
session of a real, live, genuine Uncle 
Josh record, such as Cal Stewart, and 
Cal Stewart only, knows how to 
make. Commenting on record making 
by Mr. Stewart, the manager of our 
indianapolis store says: ‘Mr. Stewart 
worked in his shirt sleeves. Between 
records he enjoyed a dry smoke. We 
were prepared to see him make re- 
cords easily, even to giving them the 
necessary touch of local color with- 
out effort, but his ability to extem- 
porize, which he did delightfully on 
several occasions, was nothing short 
of a revelation to us.’” 

Observant readers may have de- 
tected a number of discrepancies in 
these several quotations. They will 
be considered later. Meanwhile, it is 
time to consider the beginning of Cal 
Stewart’s reeordine career.

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Death of 


Frederic C. Freemantle 

I have learned belatedly of the 
death of the distinguished tenor, Fred- 
eric Charles Freemantle. 

The sad news comes from the sing- 
ar’s widow, who wrote, to thank me 
for a note I had sent to Dr. Freeman- 
tle, saying that the December issue of 
HOBBIES would be mailed to him so 
that he could read about the recent 
John Bieling Day observance at 
Hempstead, N. Y. She wrote: 

“ Your card to Dr. Freemantle was 
very thoughtful and I will be most 
happy to receive the HOBBIES art- 
icle. You will be surprised to learn 
that my beloved husband passed on 
suddenly November 21, 1949. I am 
carrying on the business with a very 
capable staff, but the loss is great 
and sometimes seems more than I can 
endure.” 

Mrs. Freemantle, who prefers to 
spell the name in its original form, 
also sent me a copy of the November 
27, 1949, bulletin of the Salem Re- 
formed Church of Campbelltown, Pa., 
near which she and her husband had 
their summer home. I quote the fol- 
lowing: 

“Dr. Frederic C. Freemantle of 
New York City was laid to rest in 
Salem Cemetery on Friday, Novem- 
ber 25. Dr. Freemantle was known in 
musical circles as ‘The Favorite 
Pioneer Recording Artist.’ In con- 
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nection with his musical career he had 
traveled all over the world as tenor 
soloist in cathederals and churches. 
For many years Dr. Freemantle ser- 
ved as chorus master and musical di- 
rector ofthe Ocean Grove, N. J., Mu- 
sic Festivals. He was interested in 
religious music and his chief interest 
was in hymn singing. He had deep 
appreciation for the life and works of 
Beethoven. 

Dr. Freemantle was born in Lon- 
don, England, April 20, 1873, and pas- 
sed away November 21, 1949. He is 
survived by his widow, the former 
Miss Lillian Gingrich, of this com- 
munity.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Freemantle attended 
the John Bieling Day party held 
September 10, 1948, at Garden City, 
New York, where his genial manner 
and handsome appearance evoked 
deep interest. Many of those present 
termed him the most striking per- 
sonality of all in attendance. He is 
the third artist who attended the Gar- 
den City party to die, having been 
preceded by Al Bernard and Joe Bel- 
mont. A biographical sketch of Dr. 
Freemantle appeared in the Favorite 
Pioneer Recording Artists department 
tor July, 1948. ied

Marauding 
West Virginia braves proudly dis- 
played the head of a white man on a 
pole and where they paraded their 
grisly trophy was weal-ink, meaning 
‘place of the human head’—Wheeling. 
Certain Northwestern Indians were 
derisively called ‘big eared’ or ‘Ore- 
jones’ by the Spanish because of their 
big ear, nose, and lip ornaments. This 
nickname accounts for Oregon. 
Wyoming had its origin in the Wyo- 
ming Valley of Pennsylvania and 
stems from the Delaware m-cheuwo- 
mink ‘upon the great plain.’ ”

The 
corporation acquired the land for gift 
to the state on the condition that the 
state appropiate funds for construc- 
tion work. 


Castle Clinton 
Made National Monument 


Historic Castle Clinton in Battery 
Park, New York, N. Y., has been 
established as the Castle Clinton Na- 
tional Monument. The establishment, 
authorized by Congressional action 1n 
1946, became effective upon the ap- 
proval by the U. S. Attorney General 
of the federal government. This con- 
cludes eight years of effort on the 
part of educational, civic and govern- 
ment groups to save the structure 
from demolition in projected subway 
construction. The building, erected 
in 1808, as a fortification for New 
York Harbor, had been military 
headquarters durins the War of 
1812, a center for New York social 
gatherings, an immigration receiving 
station, and the New York City 
Aquarium. 

The Castle Clinton site and the 
nearby Statue of Liberty National 
Monument are to be consolidated into 
one administrative unit under the 
National Park Servi ec.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Trux- 
tun-Decatur Naval Museum is unique 
in the group of small specialized mu- 
seums.

Exhibitions 
are presented on the history of the 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
and such related subjects as ship 
buildine exploration, foreign trade, 
yachting, whaling and merchant ship- 
ping.

display specimens. “So gather ye 
rosebuds while ye may.” 

Probably the folding fans which 
had a boom in England after Queen 
Elizabeth founded the East India 
Company was one of the earliest types 
of so-called mechanical fans. There 
were such fan types in the earlier 
days, also the dagger fan, the lor- 
gnette fan, and a specially constructed 
night-cooling fan, believe it or not. 

It is said that a New Yorker, Dr. 
Schuyler Wheeler, got the idea in 
1887 for the electric fan. “One day,” 
recalls Dr. Wheeler in the February 
9, 1901 Electrical Review, “I sug- 
gested turning the sewing machine 
form of motor upside down, so to 
bring the shaft up higher and put- 
ting on a ‘Thick like propeller.’ Then 
I sketched out a piece to replace the 
the yoke. This piece had three feet 
carved like an animal’s paws, each 
paw having three toes. I remember 
that it was a very momentous ques- 
tion at that time whether there 
should be three or four toes. The

Bell Notes 
A Collector 


For this issue, we draw upon 
some thoughts furnished us awhile 
back by Lillian McIlvaine of New 
Jersey. In describing her hobby, Mrs. 
McIlvaine says: 

“Were we to stop and think of it, 
we would realize what an important 
part bells play in our lives now, and 
what an even more important part 
they have held since civilization 
began. 

“It has been aptly said that bells 
are used to transmit human thoughts 
and feelings without the use of 
words. Formerly in European coun- 
tries, it was the custom to announce 
births, marriages and deaths by 
ringing bells. It is customary in our 
own country to toll the bells for 
funerals, for fires, in some towns 
for curfew and no doubt, all over the 
world, for church services. 

“Animal bells are familiar to most 
of us; the sheep, the cow, and ne 
elephant bells. While the use of the 
cow bell and the sheep bell are ob- 
vious, it is interesting to know that 
the elephant bells are strapped 
to the legs and feet of the elephants, 
the sound of which keeps snakes 
from coiling around their legs.” 


It was a strap of sleigh bells that 
set Mrs. McIlvaine off on her quest 
of bells. She discovered a strap of 
them after the death of uncle. They 
were in his old barn. Sleigh bells 
intrigued her very much after that 
and she added other straps to her 
collection. She found some that had 
their bells slit, others were open. 
She placed them about her home, 
over the fireplace, and the doors, and 
on the walls. A bell pull is also one 
of her choice items among. bells. 


Remember the shaft bells when 
you went on those winter sleighing 
parties. Some are old enough to re- 
member, their melodious sounds on 
sleighs as well as on sleds. They usu- 
ally come three bells in a straight 
tow on a metal frame. A _ row of 
each was screwed to each shaft of 
the sled or sleigh, and they were put 
there to be heard, and not seen. 

Mrs. McIlvaine explains that the 
bells used on the sleds and droshkies 
or wagons in Russia were of another 
type and she produces specimens to

show the difference. One shows a 
shaft with three bells arranged in a 
rather elaborate half circle and 
mounted on wooden frames, 

bell having three cla~ners. ‘These 
bells are attached to the collars of 
the horses, also. 

Mrs. MclIlvaine’s comments remind 
us that in ancient Greece, bells were 
tied around the necks of criminals on 
their way to execution; the oven bell 
in feudal times warned the tenants 
that the Lord’s oven was not hot 
enough to bake their bread. 

It’s an enchanting and stimulating 
pastime, collector McIlvaine, adds.

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“Lynton is situated 600 feet above 
the sea with the town of Lynmouth 
directly below, although six miles as 
the ant goes around on the winding 
mountain road. A walk constructed 
for some distance along the pre- 
cipitous mountain side is delightful. 
We were conducted over it by a 
previous visitor. Miss Lottie Brooks, 
a charming young English lady who 
appealed to us while she took a lik- 
ing to my wife by observing her and 
hearing her voice as a dozen or so 
persons who were to constitute our 
party waited for the announcement 
to enter the coach. The three of us 
found ourselves inseparable, went to- 
gether to places of interest on the 
trip, had our meals at the same table. 
As the one individual who more than 
the two ladies enjoyed clotted cream 
with jam served each day at five 
o’clock high tea, I, unreluctantly and 
unashamed, consumed a bit more of 
this fine food ‘(by accepting a por- 
tion of their serving) than was my 
just share as it proffered me on 
these occasions. High tea became a 
habit with me as I eagerly looked 
forward to this delectable afternoon 
snack, it proved habit forming and 
my fear was that I should never be 
able to adjust myself to omitting the 
five P. M. tea. 


“As in the instance of previous and 
subsequently conducted tours by 
coach, steamer or railroad, it "vss not 
Icng until every person in the party 
knew who was from where, hence 
after many hours we were able to 
call the ladies and gentlemen by 
their names. As I recall it, one was 
from Australia, three from En~land 
and eight from U. S. A. At the en- 
trance to the dining room of the 
Valley of the Rocks Hotel there stood 
a rather large, beautiful clock. As a 
collector of bells I stood admiringly 
before it. As the jovial Mr. Woods, 
manager of the hotel, approached 
and explained the marvelous devise 
which: had in plain view behind its 
glass doors not the regulation 
chimes, but instead a large num- 
ber of bells, graduated in size and 
tuneful and perfectly scaled. Inas- 
much as all the fellow passengers had 
already become aware of our hobby 
after perceiving that our parcels 
carried to and deposited on the rack 
above our heads invariably contained 
bells, one of the men affecting a seri- 
ous expression, said to Mr. Woods, 
“Better watch that fellow or he will 
get away with that clock, he is a 
bell collector.” Our finds in Lynton 
constituted eleven, some of these em- 
blematic of the county Devonshire. 
Two of this lot are rather outstand- 
ing, the first is very colorful, a fig- 
ure of a lady which, althoush of 
bronze, has the appearance of Dres- 
den china. Visitors to our bell room 
are always amazed when this ~iece 
is placed into their hands with the 
insinuating comment that it is porce- 
lain, and are startled when they feel 
the metallic weight. A complimen- 
tary contribution from Mr. Woods 
brought to the table, one at a time, 
two ordinary bells found on hotel 
premises with comment, “These we 
aye anxious to get rid of.” 
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A CLOCK COLLECTION 
(See Cover) 


The cover of this issue shows some 
of the rare specimens in the personal 
collection of rare timepieces belonging 
to Hugh Grant Rowell, director of 
Sunnyside Restorations, West Sunny- 
side Lane, Irvington, New York. Be- 
sides clocks. Mr. Rowell has a deep 
interest in memorabilia relating to 
Washington Irving, one of our truly 
great American writers. It is not sur- 
prising therefore that he should se- 
lect for this showing, those clocks 
from his collection that were con- 
temporaneous with Washington Irv- 
ing’s lifetime, 1783-1859. Mr. Rowell’s 
description of the clocks illustrated 
follows: 


Left to right, 
top to bottom—cover 


Left to right “The clock Universe,” 
of German manufacture and having 
rotating dials, in addition to usual 
dial on the lighthouse, to show the 
time in New York, San Francisco, 
Peking, Petersburg, Amsterdam, Ma- 
drid, Paris and Greenwich. This is one 
modification of the popular Eddystone 
Lighthouse series of clocks. 


The small four-finial type of double 
steeple shelf clock, by Birge & Fuller, 
is the rare thirty-hour wagon spring 
type, while beside it is the comparable 
six-day variety by the same maker. 
Both date around 1845 to 1850 as 
stated above in regard to the long 
finial double steeple clocks. The re-

semblance of all steeple clocks, wheth- 
er the simple Gothic or the double 
steeple, to the front of a New England 
type of church offers evidence to sup- 
port the story that the inventor of 
the Gothic clock actually had such a 
model in mind. Both from famous 
collections. 


Between the two double steeple 
clocks is an American Gas Burner 
clock with an arm to fit over a gas 
jet, thus furnishing, because of the 
opalescent dial a very nice night clock. 
Made by the New Haven Clock Com- 
pany. 


The two figures at right are Haile 
Selassie, Emperor of Abyssinia and 
his umbrella bearer, obtained by me 
in Italy at the time Italy invaded 
that country. Incidentally I saw the 
first Italian troops sail from Naples. 


The English bracket clock by John 
Ashley, London, circa 1780, repre- 
sents the finest in English clockmak- 
ing. It has three trains in the fusee 
works, which are most complex and 
which few clock repairers are able 
to handle. In design, workmanship, 
and clockmaking it is most superior. 


Note the rare miniature Terry type, 
made about 1825, probably exclus- 
ively, by Mark Leavenworth, Water- 
bury, Conn. It is 24% inches over- 
all or 22% to the top of the scroll,

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which is considerably smaller than 
even the earlier Terry shelf clocks 
noted here. It is the 30-hour wooden 
works type. It came from a famous 
dealer who had known of it for years, 


An absolutely unique assocition 
item is the Timby Solar Timepiece, 
Patented, 1863, and manufactured by 
L. E. Whiting, (a very interesting 
person) at Saratoga Springs, N. Y, 
Each clock was fitted with Joslin’s 
Terrestrial Globe manufactured by 
Gillman Joslin in Boston, about 1860, 
This particular clock was owned by 
Mr. Joslin’s daughter and passed to 
me via a famous dealer. While not 
handsome, these clocks are highly 
prized by collectors. Each has a serial 
number. The barometer shown earlier 
was also a Timby. Patent. 


The curious clock, without dial, is 
the whirling ball type, Jerome & 
Company, patented October 9, 1883. 
This one is in oak and I have another 
in a mahoganized case. There is an 
arm suspended from the center post 
on top, which whirls around, a ball 
hanging from the arm on the string 
winds and unwinds itself around the 
one outer post and then swings 90 de- 
grees and repeats on the other post. 
These clocks keep poor time and are 
said to have been made for exhibits 
in clock-makers’ show windows. I 
have seen only this pair. 


The two large clocks are double 
steeples of the long finial type. As 
can be seen, the left hand one is of 
the wagon spring work variety (note 
lower door) while the right hand one 
is of the fusee or spring equalizer 
type. Both were made around 1845 to 
1850, the special types of works being 
inventions to compensate for the poor 
metal used in the ordinary clock 
springs after weight clocks went out 
of fashion. These are the rarest types 
of double steeples. 


The two small clocks on the right 
need not be considered as photos are 
inadequate. 


This is a type of Simon Willard 
presentation banjo clock, having the 
cross type works which I proved by 
certain research with positively au- 
thenticated Simon Willard clocks to be 
unique by this maker. This attribu- 
tion was known to the former owner, 
one of the soundest, largest and best 
of American clock collectors. 


Extremely rare miniature Friesland 
Dutch clock. These are sometimes call- 
ed “mermaid clocks.” About the siz 
of the canal boat but slightly smaller. 
Some evidence on the clock suggests 
that it was made by William Gib, 
who made clocks in Rotterdam around 
1680. I have seen but one_ other 
and that was a bit larger. I may add 
that I have several Dutch Friesland 
and hood clocks in full size, one of the 
hood clocks having a windmill with 
turning arms. 


As you know Washington Irving 
was very much interested in the 
Dutch. 
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A mint condition striking banjo by 
Reuben Tower, Hingham, Mass. (on 
dial). The picture on the lower door 
is original, as is the throat glass, 
the former representing the Sun God 
in his Chariot. Tower worked in Hing- 
ham 1813-1820. This is as fine a banjo 
as is ever available, being of the pre- 
sentation type and showing through- 
out case and works much finer work- 
manship than the Willard clocks. The 
hands are of extremely fine design 
and the fact that there are both time 
and striking trains make the clock a 
rarity without any other qualities. 


A mint example of the extremely 
rare acorn clock made in 1848 by 
Forestville Manufacturing Company 
and with some association with J. C. 
Brown. The famous dealer from whom 
I obtained this clock had never owned 
but two “proof” ones, the other going 
to a large university. Usually the 
original works have been removed 
since they are of a peculiar type and 
commonly the curved laminated side 
arms have been replaced by a poor 
imitation. This is the true acorn clock 
though at least two other types are 
so named, neither having the beauty 
of form. While a case or a set of 
works may sometimes be found, the 
mint example is almost unknown even 
to advanced collectors. 


A Seth Thomas “offset shelf clock. 
Notice that the oval in the door glass 
is not centered but to the right of 
center. The pendulum is off centered, 
hence the term “offset”. The box part 
of the case is the same size as the 
first Eli model of the shelf clock, and 
the dial holes are in the same places. 
Yet the works are wholly different. 
This type of clock is almost as rare 
as the outside escapers but has never 
been as highly prized by collectors.

A rare and handsome type of mo- 
ified Terry clock, with three sections, 
is illustrated also. It is smaller than 
the familiar Ives patent, strap works 
types. The “‘paper” inside states “Im- 
proved Clocks.” Manufactured by T. 
M. Roberts, Bristol, Conn. “Also, in 
large type ‘Henry Hart.’” Dreppard 
dates Hart in the 1820’s in Goshen, 
Conn. He does not list Roberts. The 
former owner, an outstanding clock 
expert always claimed it was a very 
rare and unusual clock. 


Not only is this probably the first 
model of the shelf clocks made by 
Eli Terry (himself) and so labeled, 
but it is the only one known to me 
except one on which a great deal of 
restoration work has been done, partly 
because the example was not recogniz- 
ed for what it was. Note the outside 
escapement wheel which character- 
izes the very earliest Eli Terry shelf 
clocks. Notice the location of the 
winding holes at III and IX instead 
of the later IV and VIII. Notice that 
the painted glass door panel is bor- 
dered on three sides only. It is on very 
thin curved glass. This type of clock 
never has feet, side pillars or a gal- 
lery. One other type similar to this 
is often shown but certain parts of it 
have never really been authenticated 
and I suspect it is really a nearly 
amateur repair on this type. The box 
is smaller than the box section of the 
standard Terry clocks, whether made 
by Eli Terry himself or his family, 
or infringers on his patent. 


A very fine example of the lyre 
clock made by John Sawin (name on 
dial) who is said to have invented 
this type of case. This type of lyre 
clock is more beautiful than another

which has, like the banjo, a lower 
door. Lyres are a later modification 
of the banjo clock. 


A very fine example of the rare 
banjo clock with alarm — see bell 
above case, serving as a sort of finial. 
Notice the wooden carved side pieces. 
In general it is of the Willard type of 
works. I have another alarm banjo 
with very different works and having 
metal sidepieces. The clocks date in 
the usual banjo era. 


An extremly rare Dutch miniature 
hood or “canal boat” clock. Circa 
1680. It is entirely original, has two 
hands and an alarm. Some idea of the 
size can be obtained by comparison of 
the size of the weight with the rest 
of the clock. I have never seen an- 
other.

Peeking Through 


a Knothole

Clarence D. Collins, of Georges 
Mills, N. H., who sold buggy whips to 
the South Americans and refrigera- 
tors to the Eskimos in the course of 
his fifty years as a salesman, and is 
now running the famed Collins Clock 
Museum, known as well in Europe as 
in the United States has not missed 
the boat as I discovered on my first 
visit to his famous place of business. 

Clarence, who possesses the best line 
of glib chatter I have heard since 
Bryan and Barnum passed on, has 
what experts consider an outstanding 
collection of clocks. 

C. D.’s collection of the under— 
the bed items,old chambers, is some- 
thing out of this world, and well 
worth the mere sixty cents he charges 
for admission. They have slim lines 
and broad curves and various sur- 
faces to fit all sizes and shapes. 

It is plain to see that Clarence 
was a man of the world in his more 
active days and even today, at 97, he 
has no trouble in picking out the best 
looking talent.. 

The old boy is really an actor and 
he puts on a show that no one in 
New England should miss. He is a 
booster for the section and Lake Sun- 
apee and has a hobby that is paying 
off. I liked him the minute I saw 
him and followed closely his line of 
chatter as he swing from jokes to in- 
teresting tidbits on the history of 
clocks. Naturally he is an expert 
clock maker in his own name. 

I have had a wide acquaintance 
with Tom, John, and Rum Collins, 
but C. D. is really tops over all the 
Collins. Lee, the son, was the main 
cog in forming the Chester Hale troop 
of dancers and is also associated with 
Ned Wabrun and other leading pro- 
ducers along the Big Apple, but if 
Lee is to follow in the footsteps of 
C. D. he has something to emulate. 
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HOW ABOUT MODERN DOLLS? 


With the expansion of doll collect- 
ing, many have gone into the search 
for modern dolls. This field offers 
many opportunities. Edna King, 
Minneapolis, prepared some excellent 
thoughts on this subject for HOB- 
BIES a number of months ago, and 
these will bear repeating. 

“Slave you ever asked yourself 
whether or not it is worthwhile to 
collect modern dolls? If you are a 
doll collector, you probably have un- 
less you are one of those people who 
prefer the old to the new whether it 
be chairs and tables or dolls. 

“To begin with, I might as well 
confess that I think many of the 
modern dolls, and by that I do not 
mean reproductions, are interesting 
enough in themselves to warrant be- 
ing a collector’s item. Many of them 
are really beautiful and they are in- 
genious, representing considerable 
mechanical ability in one way or an- 
other. For example, there are the 
Betsy Wetsy and Dydee dolls, the 
Shirley Temple dolls that dance and 
the ones that play the pipe organ to 
say nothing of the dolls with the gay, 
flirting eyes and the ones that sing 
and talk. 

“In my own collection I have a 
number of dolls that were made to 
represent men and women much in 
the public eye some years ago. There 
is a wax doll which is a very suc- 
cessful likeness of Edmund Keene, 
the famous English actor. The doll is 
dressed in a faded hunter’s-green 
jacket and brown breeches as the 
actor was dressed in one of the scenes 
in the play in which he represented 
Edward IV. His wig is fashioned 
from some of the actor’s hair. How 
exultant I felt when he came into my 
possession. Is there any reason to 
suppose that in future years some 
doll colector will not feel equally 
jubilant when she comes upon my 
W. C. Fields doll? Or the gorgeous 
Deanna Durbin doll? 

“The W. C. Fields doll is funny 
enough to cheer one up even though 
the person be in bed with a bad cold. 
I know, for the last time that I had 
a cold 1 tried it. Not only does the 
doll look exactly like a miniature W. 
C. Fields, but he is carefully dressed 
in well-made clothing such as one 
associated with Fields. The doll wears 
spats, checked trousers, a gray coat, 
a fancy waistcoat, a red tie, and a 
high hat. When the string in his 


back is pulled his lower jaw moves 
up and down in a convincing manner, 


and one can almost hear him say, 
‘Now let me see, a skeleton key, a 
lady’s diamond ring, a pair of hand- 
cuffs, a book of directions for open- 
ing a safe, now how do you suppose 
that got into my pocket? But no 
tickets. What could I have done with 
them?’ 

The Charlie McCarthy doll comes 
resplendent in a well-tailored tuxedo 
or tails, sport suits suitable for wear 
of an afternoon, or travel clothes con- 
sisting of polo coat, scarf, daytime 
suit, and beret. 

“Poor Mortimer Snerd does not 
have such a large wardrobe. Far as 
I know, this doll, a miniature of Ed- 
gar Bergen’s ventriloquist dummy 
Mortimer Snerd, has but the one suit 
of clothes. 

“Dolls such as Fields and Mortimer 
Snerd and Charlie McCarthy are real 
conversation picker-uppers. I think 
even Elsa Maxwell would approve of 
the way that a Charlie McCarthy doll 
injected life into a party that was 
getting off to a bad start the other 
evening. Guest after guest made at- 
tempts to get the conversational ball 
rolling without much _ success, for 
most of the people in the gathering 
had never met before that evening 
and there seemed to be no common 
meeting ground until a common in- 
terest was found in Charlie. Little old 
Charlie was sitting out in the hall in 
a dark corner saying nothing to any- 
one when the prettiest girl there dis- 
covered him and invited him to join 
the group. Arm in arm they entered 
the living room and from then on, 
tongues began to fly and people be- 
gan to pep up. 

“All over the country the night that 
Charlie McCarthy is on the air, 
plumbers, college professors, grocery- 
men, and their wives and sweethearts 
and children, plan their evening so 
they can be close to the radio when 
Charlie starts to broadcast. 


“As many of you who collect mod- 
ern dolls undoubtedly have a Henry 
doll, it might be well to give a few 
words here to his creator. The creat- 
or of Henry is Carl Anderson. I read 
somewhere, I think it was in the Post, 
that Carl Anderson, like his brain 
child, the comic strip character, play- 
ed hookey, with what doting mothers 
called “the bad boys” when he was a 
boy. Many feel that Henry grew out 
of Carl Anderson’s subconscious mem- 
ories of his happy mischievious days. 
Anderson has said that he visualizes 
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Henry as a platinum blonde with a 
shaved head, and not bald as so many 
think. 

“Tt seems that the name Henry just 
happened to be given to him. It hasn't 
any particular significance and ac. 
cording to Mr. Anderson he ight 
just as well have been Frankie, John- 
nie, or Freddie. The name has fitted 
him, however, but Mr. Anderson 
doesn’t know just why. 

“Mr. Anderson was born in Madi- 
son, Wis., and appeared destined to 
become a mill hand until a year of 
art school in San Francisco started 
him off on his present career. 

“Before leaving Henry I suppose 
that I should have said that he is one 
of the most popular dolls, particular- 
ly with the general public and chil- 
dren. You should hear the children 
shout with joy whenever they spy 
Henry in an exhibit. 

“There’s Henry, good old Henry,” 
they exclaim. By the way, that is the 
very remark that they usually make 
when they see Popeye, the Sailor 
Man. 

“Many of us have been a little 
slow in realizing that there are fash- 
ions in dolls just as there are in 
gowns, hats, jewelry, house furnish- 
ings, dog collars, and almost every- 
thing else. Where are the Charlie 
Chaplin dolls of yesterday if this is 
not true? And the Jackie Coogan’s? 
And the Buster Brown’s? And the 
earlier Admiral Dewey’s? Many of 
them have been reduced to ashes, I 
suppose, and many others have gone 
to the “Land Where the Woodbine 
Twineth.’ I hope that there are some 
left still that will eventually come to 
life for all who want them for their 
collections. 

“Like the winter snow, the dolls 
popular one Christmas are gone from 
the store’s counters the next Christ- 
mas. It seems but yesterday that 
whenever one entered a toy depart- 
ment of a big store dozens of little 
dwarfs peered down at one. Their 
little black eves looked out from the 
showcases, down from the shelves, 
and out from the boxes and bins. 
Doc, Sleepy, Grumpy, and all the 
rest were there in multiple numbers 
and now you go to your favorite toy 
shop and ask for Doc and maybe he’s 
in and maybe he isn’t. 

“A friend who collects dolls used 
to remark to me, ‘What is the point 
of collecting modern dolls? Anyone 
with a little money can buy them. 
They are everywhere.’ 

“Modern dolls are everywhere un- 
til they are sold out, and maybe they 
will be re-ordered and maybe they 
won’t. Maybe if they are re-ordered 
the order won’t be filled. 

“Ten or 12 years ago I used to see 
counters full of Uncle Walt and 
Skeezix dolls. I didn’t have a doll 
collection then so I didn’t buy any. 
Now I would like some, but there are 
none to be had. 

“Walt Disney’s clever dolls, Pin- 
occhio and Jiminy-Cricket, his three 
little Pigs, and his Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs have made a very 
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real contribution to the pleasure of 
poth children and adult collectors. 
And so have Madame Alexander’s 
Little Women dolls and her dark- 
haired, dark-eyed Jane Withers and 
the Dionne Quintuplets. There are 
some dolls! And Dafoe, and the pretty 
nurse doll. I musn’t forget these 
specimens of recent years. 

“In 1910 a friend of mine spent 
the year in Europe with her parents. 
At that time she was a very little 
irl Of course, she had to have a 
doll or two from every country that 
was visited, and what an interesting 
group they made. Double interesting, 
because none of the dolls offered 
then are offered now except in an- 
tique shops. I have several of these 
dolls in my collection and the one 
that I enjoy most is a small doll re- 
presenting Kaiser Wilhelm in full- 
dress uniform. The doll is carried out 
with unexpected faithfulness in de- 
tail, for not only is every little but- 
ton and medal] in place on his uni- 
form, but his build and_ physical 
characteristics are correct even to a 
withered arm that is shorter than 
the other. 

“Several times in the past 30 years 
manufacturers have offered dolls 
whose faces have been wrinkled up as 
though they were crying. I have al- 
ways felt that these dolls were un- 
usual enough to be desirable in a col- 
lection. I have two or three different 
types in my own collection and yet I 
have never seen any of them in other 
collections. As far as I know there 
are none of these available through 
the regular channels at present. 

“Another doll that seems desirable 
to me that was popular a few years 
ago, say five or six years, is Snoozy, 
manufactured by the same company 
that manufactured the _ Shirley 
Temple dolls. This baby doll, life 
size in its largest size, has the ex- 
pression of a sleepy baby who has its 
mouth open in a big yawn. Another 
feature of this doll was its well 
modelled legs and arms, made of rub- 
ber. The little toes have the same 
“crinkly” formation of a baby’s toes. 
: —_ that it’s a very appealing 
oll. 

“Baby Sandy and Baby Snooks are 
among the later additions to the doll 
world. And I musn’t forget Scarlett 
O’Hara. No doubt, many doll collect- 
ors have already been won over by 
these dolls. Skippy patterned after 
the comic strip character Skippy isn’t 
always available. The Lone Ranger is 
sometimes. 

“An interesting contrast between 
the old and the new dolls is to show 
a new Mrs. Abraham Lincoln doll 
with one of the old dolls. The several 
manufacturers show George and Mar- 
tha Washington, and Abraham and 
Mrs. Lincoln dolls. 

“The Sonja Henie is almost as gay 
and pretty as the real girl. Certainly 
a desirable addition to anyone’s col- 
lection. 

“Let’s remember not to be too high 
hat and turn-up-the noseish toward 
modern dolls, for the oldest doll in 
ag collection was once a modern 
oll.

Mrs. Alice Finley had a beautiful 
group of bisque dolls that represent- 
ed characters in children’s story 
books.

Pat Le Bourgeois had a large Eng- 
lish pink lustre china head doll, dres- 
sed in old lace that any collector 
would be proud to own. His old doll 
buggy with the canopy top, dated 
back to 1863. 

Patsy McKenna, one of the junior 
members of the club displayed an 
outstanding collection of baby dolls. 
One of the most unusual ones was a 
baby about twelve inches tall, of a 
fine quality Bisque, inverted eyes, and 
prominent ears.

This doll still had her patent mark- 
ing, which read Pat. March 30th. 1858,

Helen Baum exhibited a mechanical 
paby doll which when wound would 
open and shut its eyes, move _ its 
tongue and raise a bottle it held in 
its right hand to its mouth, but never 
quite got to drink it as it always fell 
asleep, and forgot about the bottle. 

Joan Schiavon’s walking doll was 
made in Florence, Italy. It is the size 
of a five-year child. When it walks 
the eyes roll from side to side as 
the head moves. It says “mamma and 

apa.’ 

ico Schiavon showed her French 
mechanicals. One was a musical 
Jumeau that stood on a music box, 
and as the tune played the doll moved 
her head, and pulled a string that 
made a little tin wind mill go around. 

Another was a French walking doll 
that pushed a baby carriage. The 
body of the doll was constructed of 
metal. Another mechanical toy was a 
tiger that when wound would crouch, 
growl and then spring. Another was 
a black fur cat that opened its mouth, 
cried and walked as it curled its tail. 
A ten inch wax infant in a lying 
position, moved its head, opened and 
shut its eyes when a music box play- 
ed. The eyes were made of glass. Two 
Italian knights in silver and copper 
armour were displayed. The dolls 
themselves were of wood, but they 
were completely clothed in armour. 
They stood about twenty-five inches 
tall. Long red plumes hung from 
their helmets. These dolls came from 
Salerno. Then a group of Creche dolls 
from Sorento made a colorful scene.

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WOODEN BUTTONS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


For those who appreciate variety, wooden buttons 
offer an almost unlimited field, for they come from the 
ends of the earth. Recently, I saw two wooden head 
buttons from Africa, carved by a native artist, and now 
treasured by a Massachusetts collector. 

The simplest buttons are those which emphasize the 
wood itself. They show the grain, color, lustre (when 
polished), bark, sap and heart woods of many different 
trees, in a comparatively natural state. Unfortunately, 
many kinds of wood are very hard to identify, especially 
in button-sized quantities!* I have identified examnles 
of mahogany, baywood, rosewood, elm, cak, birch. box- 
wood, hemlock, kingwood, laurel ligman vitae vermillion 
wood, redwood, myrtle, holly, monkey-nod wood, black 
walnut, white ash, red cedar and beach plum, besides 
plywoods and many unidentified specimens. 

Closely related to this group are the buttons made 
from historic trees or buildings; or buttons. connected 
with places and people of note.** Their chief interest, of 
course, lies in their associations. 

When buttons are decorated, the material co-oper- 
ates with the design or is secondary to it. They are 
stained, painted, enamelled, carved, pressed or other- 
wise embellished. Sometimes the wood is combined with 
other substances: brass, steel, tin, leather, ~lastics and 
fabrics. Many metal Pictures have backgrounds of wood; 
and many fabric buttons are made on wooden moulds 
(which are a study in themselves). 

Finally, there are the Novelty buttons, which are 
often more original than artistic, although many of them 
are clever and attractive. Goofies are occasionally made 
of wood; and wooden buttons of various types decorate 
coats, sweaters, sportswear and children’s clothes. With 
these wooden novelties, I group “related” buttons, such 
as Nuts (acorns, black walnuts, butternuts), Seeds, (per- 
simmon, beans, peach-pits), and buttons made from bam- 
boo, cocoanut shell, cork. twigs, bark burls and wood- 
pulp (Only not Nut — The Coronzo — has a classifi- 
cation all to itself)! A 

Some wooden buttons are very old; others as new as 
Fashion’s latest whim. The older ones, on the whole, are 
more artistic and better made than the more modern 
types. As usual, I had difficulty in deciding which but- 
tons to illustrate, but the following seem to be fairly 
representative, as well as being “drawable,” — a con- 
sideration I have to take into account. 


No. 1 is made of hard wood, deeply concave; it is 
stained green and has an incised design. 

No. 2 is probably the oldest button in the groun: 
it is black with age, and was found in an old house. It 
may have served as a trouser button, in the davs when 
plastics were unheard of, and brass and steel, for such 
a purpose, were not in common use. 


No. 3 is hand-carved from black walnut. It came 


from -the Water Wheel Craft Shop in Cherokee, North 
Carolina. 

No. 4 is made of some light-colored wood, flat, and 
brightly painted in red, blue and green. A World War II 
veteran bought it in Constantine, Algeria. Self-shank. 

No. 5 is made of boxwood, with cut-out pattern. 

No. 6 — This “Wooton” Wood Handicraft button 
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(made and registered in U. S. A.) is one of numerous 
sets that have been on the market. Made from cross- 
sections of saplings, these hand-painted buttons are gay 
and cheerful. I bought this set at Woolworth’s in 1943, 

No. 7 is a cross-section cut in half and polished, to 
show bark, sapwood and heartwood. Mahogany. 

_No. 8 is convex with simple design incised. It is 
stained, and comes in several colors and sizes. Self- 
shank. 

No. 9 — This button of Oriental walnut (7?) depicts 
an Oriental scene. It looks as if it were carved, but is 
probably pressed to imitate carving. It has a huge 
round self-shank. The same and similar designs are also 
found in a small size. 


__No. 10 is a coat button of birch, beautifully inlaid 
with rosewood and black walnut. Self-shank. 


No. 11 — The flowers, of bronze-finished brass with 
faceted steel centers, harmonize with the ebony button, 
This is an excellent example of a wood-and- metal combi- 
nation. Metal shank and shank-plate. 

_ No. 12 is convex with vertical hole and high polish. 
It is oak, — a souvenir of the “old” Old South Church 
in Boston. 

No. 13 is a typical Novelty. Footballs, in various 
renditions, are very popular. This one is light-colored 
wood stained dark, with incised “lacing.” 


No. 14 — The “Old Salt” comes from Cape Cod. 
Hand-painted in appropriate colors, he is found in two 


sizes. Self-shank, c. 1941. 


" No. 15 belongs to that indefinite category known as 
wood pulp.” Many such buttons are pressed from saw- 
dust which has been chemically processed. Some of them 
are very crude, but this Ship is well made and attractive. 


_ No. 16 — An enterprising gentleman in New Hamp- 
shire took unusual advantage of the Big Wind which 
struck New England on 21st September, 1938. Using 
“Hurricane hemlock” from fallen trees, he made some 
timely buttons, including small animals and states of 
characteristic outlines. This particular button, I think, 
could be easily recognized by its shape alone, but some- 
one was taking no chances! Natural finish, varnished. 

No. 17 — Many wooden buttons imitate leather, — 
presumably for the sake of economy. Some of them are 
excellent copies, which look, at first glance, like the 
real thing. In this case, however, the interlacing effect 
is used as a design rather than an imitation. Soft wood, 
stained to represent black walnut. Self-shank. 


Each type of button has its own unicue charm. Not 
all people like wooden buttons; they think them. dull, 
and lacking in color and delicacy. But there is some- 
thing about wood, most primitive and useful of Nature's 
gifts, that gives it special significance, as if its rugged 
worth and beauty were transmitted to the objects made 
from it — even to buttons. Some of them are clumsy 
and plain, to be sure; but many others are strong and 
beautiful. They are like our lives: the finest, whatever 
their origins, are those which are not spoiled by unbe- 
coming treatment, but which are shaped and finished to 
make the most of what they have and are. 


* Identities given hereafter are tentative. I think they are 


correct, but not being a dendrologist — I would not like 
to swear to them! 

** For example — buttons made from the ‘Charter Oak,” 
the “Washington Elm,’’ Clara Barton’s birthplace, a frag- 
ment of “Old Ironsides,” ete. There are craftsmen, I be- 
lieve, who are able and willing to make buttons to order

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Doll Hats 


A reader asks about making doll 
hats. For one who likes dolls with a 
flair for millinery work, the making 
of doll hats affords a most interest- 
ing and creative work for leisure fall 
and winter days.

Lippincott was the publisher and the 
author Gertrude Newman of Chicago.

Undoubtedly 
the tiny specimens had much to do 
with the popularity of the milliner’s 
store, and business flourished. 

One of the sisters. who later be- 
came Mrs. Gertrude Newman, of Chi- 
cagd, continued with her hobby, fin- 
ally writing the book, Polly Poppin- 
gay, Milliner, telling "the story of a 
little girl and her love of miniature 
hats. 

Mrs. Newman’s hats have been ex- 
hibited throughout the country, in 
millinery stores, and in libraries. The 
collection was also used to promote 
book sales when the book was first 
introduced.

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EARLY AMERICAN BATHTUBS 


By G. A. R. GOYLE 


In 1842, Cincinnati was startled by 
an innovation. Adam Thompson, the 
rich grain and cattle merchant, had 
been abroad and imbibed some re- 
volutionary ideas. In England it had 
come to his notice that the Prime 
Minister had a bathtub in his home, 
and what a Prime Minister could en- 
joy in England Adam Thompson fig- 
ured he could do in Cincinnati. A 
man of action, he soon after his re- 
turn commissioned a local cabinet 
maker to construct a tub of mahog- 
any, seven feet long and four feet 
wide, and had it lined with sheet 
lead. It proved to be a ponderous 
affair, weighing 1750 pounds. Before 
putting it in place the floor had to 
be strengthened to sustain the heavy 
weight. A cypress tank was placed 
into the attic to supply the neces- 
sary water and six negroes were 
kept busy to keep the tank filled. 
The pipe leading to the bathing tub, 
as it was then called, was coiled 
around in the chimney above a grate 
fire to heat the water. When finally 
the installation was complete and in 
working order. Adam Thompson 
gave a dinner party to show it to 
his friends and let them try it. For 
moral support he had invited a 
French officer who, more used to 
such contrivances, would politely up- 
hold him in case the local guests did 
not approve of the innovation. This 
was on December 20, 1842, and the 
papers reported about it at length. 

The anticipated agitation soon 
started. An old doctor, undecided 
what attitude to assume, scanned his 
medical books for authoritative 
backing, but, alas, without avail. 
There was indeed a new issue, no- 
body ever had to face before. Fin- 
ally he remembered his Domestic 
Encyclopedia, printed in Philadelphia 
in 1804, and there found the follow- 
ing: 

“No prudent person, 
have recourse to a hot bath, without 
medical advice. Every person’ should 
use a tepid bath three times a week at 
summer, as the practice is not only 
very cleanly, but highly healthful. If 
some container could be effected to 
heat water in the tub, few familie 
be without them, as the water might be 
let in from the hydrants, and after be- 
ing used, could be let out again by a 
pipe leading down the side of the house, 
or communicating with the main spout. 
Rome for five hundred years together, 
had no physicians, but only baths, and 


we trust, will 


to this day a multitude of nations cure 
all their maladies merely by baths.” 


Here was comfort and good ad- 
vice. The doctor was at once decided 
to fight the innovation and his con- 
freres loyally joined him in attack- 
ing the bathtub, for did not Rome 
have no physicians but only baths. 

The agitation spread to the neigh- 
boring states. The politicians took 
up the cudgels and decried the in- 
troduction of bathtubs as a question- 
able luxury from England. The 
legislature of Virginia laid a yearly 
tax of thirty dollars on bathtubs 
and introduced heavy water rates. 
In 1843 the Common Council of 
Philadelphia sat in assembly to con- 
sider an ordinance to prohibit the 
taking of hot baths between Novem- 
ber and March, and it was only the 
lack of two votes which saved the 
day for the bathtub. Faraway Bos- 
ton was more successful in guarding 
the public weal and in 1845 passed 
an ordinance forbidding bathing in a 
tnb without a physician’s order. We 
are told, however, that it was never 
enforced and finally repealed in 
1852 

The turning point had come a few 
years before, in 1850, when no less 
a personage than President Millard 
Fillmore, gave official sanction to 
the innovation which he had tried 
and liked in Adam Thompson’s 
house. As the thirteenth president 
of the United States he had no cause 
to be superstitious and fear dire 
consequences, and as for opposition 
he could endure a lot, for during his 
entire administration his opponents 
had a majority in both houses of 
Congress. The bathtub in the White 
House was made of thin cast iron by 
Harper and Gillespie of Philadelphia 
and remained there until Cleveland’s 
term when it was replaced by a more 
modern installation. The prejudice 
was thus broken and by 1860 there 
was a bathtub in every big hotel in 
New York and some boasted two or 
three. 

Adam Thompson’s experiment was 
of far-reaching consequences but by 
no means was his the first bathtub 
in America as is still claimed by 
some writers. There were others be- 
fore his time. In the spring 
of 1934, an equally untenable claim 
was advanced by a_ spokesman 
of the Lancaster (Pa.) Medical So- 
ciety. He declared that the bathtub 
originated in Lancaster in 1839, 
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when one Jacob Demuth not only in- 
vented the bathtub but installed the 
original model in his own home at 
Lancaster, Pa. Old Philadelphia had 
anticipated Demuth by~a-number of 
years. Mr. George Cuthbert Gilles- 
pie* relates that “Nicholas Biddle 
in 1830 gave a commission to Truth- 
ers, the well-known marble man, to 
make a bathtub, which at that time 
was an article of furniture not much 
in use. This tub when completed 
was placed in his dwelling at 215 
(old number) S»ruce Street, between 
Seventh and Eighth Streets, north 
side, and later removed to his estate 
at Andalusia. Of recent years, hav- 
ing been replaced by more modern 
tubs, it was set in the garden and 
kept filled with water during the 
spring and summer seasons. In it 
the birds disport themselves to their 
heart’s content, and goldfish are 
kept, thus making a novel aquarium 
and bird bath. It is made from a 
single block of marble, over six feet 
in length and rather plain in design.” 
Mr. Gillespie has well said in his 
account that in 1830 a bathtub was 
an article of furniture not much in 
use. This is a much safer attitude 
to take when speaking of old con- 
trivances or customs. Who can tell 
now, that in the millions of homes 
before 1830 there was no bathtub in 
at least a few of them. They were 
not unusual in Europe and at that 
time a large percentage of the 


population was still rooted in Euro-

pean traditions and it would be 
rather surprising if some of those 
immigrants had not transplanted 
customs of their earlier lives to our 
shores, 

Leaving conjecture we are able 
yet to relate that Benjamin Frank- 
lin had a bathtub in 1785. It was a 
sitz bath and the very name indicates 
the European origin, but it must be 
said that the ingenious doctor, while 
he may have become acquainted with 
the sitz bath on one of his European 
sojourns, modified it to suit his own 
peculiar fancy. A description of it 
is given by the Reverend Jeremiah 
Belknap, a New England divine, who 
wrote a letter to his friend; the Rev- 
erend Manasseh Cutler, in 1785 and 
devoted a passage to Benjamin 
Franklin whom he had visited in 
Philadelphia but recently. The ir- 
reverent tone of the reverend must 
not offend us, the halo around 
Franklin’s brow was then only faint- 
ly forming and not yet luminous 
enough to awe his contemporaries. 
We quote to furnish the bathtub evi- 
dence: 

‘It is to be wished for the benefit of 
mankind that the old Don would dis- 
burden himself of all his philosophical 
hints, experiments and conjectures be- 
fore he makes his exit, which must be 
soon, as he has completed four-fifths 
of a century, and is obliged to use the 
warm bath every day to ease the pain 
of the stone. This bathing vessel is 
said to be a curiosity. It is copper, in 
the form of a slipper, he sits in the 
heel and his legs go under the vamp; 
on the instep he has a place to fix his 
book, and here he sits and enjoys him- 
self. About the time I left the city of 
Philadelphia, they chose him president 
of the Executive Council, his accepting 
the office is a sure sign of senility, but 
would it not be a capital subject for an 
historical painting—the Dr. placed at 
the head of the Council board in his 
bathing slipper!’’

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Out of THE SCRAPBOOK 


Oriental Lowestoft 
Wasn’t Ever Made 
at Lowestoft

The original tempest in a teapot, 
sundry antiquers have been known to 
claim, was unquestionably stirred up 
in a so-called Oriental Lowestoft re- 
ceptacle. It was occasioned, they de- 
clare, when the sensitive bit of por- 
celain shook with wrath to hear an 
unenlightened tea bibber assign it to 
a Suffolk County England provenance, 
the work of native British craftsmen. 
Be that as it may, and the estimable 
Bartlett indicates otherwise, the sub- 
ject of Oriental Lowestoft, its place 
of manufacture, its place of decora- 
tion and indeed its entire history has 
been a sharp barb in the academic 
flesh of ceramic collectors for many a 
long year and has at times all but 
spilt the ranks of these generally 
amiable folk. 

Was Lowestoft china made at Low- 
estoft, England, and decorated there 
in imitation of imported Celestial 
wares? Or was it made in the Orient, 
shipped to England and decorated at 
the Suffolk County house? Or was it, 
as present-day- indications all point, 
made in China, decorated in China, 
and thus misleadingly called through 
a series of coincidences? 

Chinese ceramics were imported 
into England and the Continent well 
prior to 1600. Queen Elizabeth had 
a “porselyn cup” of which she was 
extremely fond, and as early as 15382, 
the New College at Oxford had been 
presented with a great punchbow! of 
Chinese make. But it wasn’t until 
China was opened up to restricted 
European trade, early in the 17th 
century that the ceramic art treas- 
ures of this nation became generally 
known in England. 

Until 1750 or thereabouts, Chinese 
ceramics were generally referred to 
as East India Company china, in res- 
pect to the concern which held a 
monopoly on the ware. Had the title 
continued in general use as it did on 
the Continent, the general misconcep- 
tion concerning it would never have 
arisen. J. A. Lloyd Hyde, in his re- 
cent book, “Oriental Lowestoft,” sug- 
gests renaming all the so-called Low- 
estoft by the earlier title. But he is 
not very sanguine about such a 
change actually taking place. Once a 
title has been used, over a period of 
years, it is difficult to suddenly con- 
vert a collecting world to a new sort 
of nomenclature. 

Before plunging into this fascinat- 
ing ware and trying to tell what it 
was, where and how made and how 
sold, some mention must be made of 
the actual Lowestoft works at Suf- 
folk, England, which bathed for so 
many years in reflected ceramic glory. 

For there actually was a Lowestoft 
works. The concern was founded in 


1757 or thereabouts, and lasted until 
1802 when it went out of existence, 
Meanwhile, considerable under-glaze 
blue ware with Oriental designs had 
been turned out. The paste was quite 
unlike Oriental ware, being heavily 
fritted or mixed with glass, and of 
an inferior quality, splotchy and full 
of blemishes. A certain Lady Louth 
is believed to have loaned several 
pieces of imported Chinese porcelian 
there to be copied, which the pro- 
prietors were only too glad to do. 

The company was quite sucessful, 
despite the inferior quality of its 
wares, and is thought to have added 
to its reputation by purchasing im- 
ported Oriental wares in Holland re- 
marking them with Lowestoft pot- 
ters’ names, and passing them off as 
their own. At all events, a good sell- 
ing job was done, and East India 
Company china became Lowestoft 
china and has remained so, to the 
present day. 

East India china or Oriental Lowes- 
toft, it is perhaps the most fascinat- 
ing of all ceramic wares. Despite its 
now admittedly Oriental background, 
it’s freely granted place in any early 
English or American interior. This 
with good reason. Can you imagine a 
Salem housewife casting aside the 
great enamelled punch-bowl or ini- 
tialled teaservice brought her from 
far Cathay by a ship-owner husband 
because it would fight with the Hep- 
plewhite sideboard and dining room 
chairs? 

No other ceramic field offers as 
great possibilities for the collector. 
the pieces here photographed come 
from the collection of Mrs. William 
H. Hawley, and are but a few of the 
many she has gathered over a number 
of years. 

In one sense, however, all Oriental 
Lowestoft is related. For it all was 
made in a single district of China, 
two hundred miles inland from Shang- 
hai where the proper materials 
abounded. Kaolin and petuntse, the 
main ingredients of porcelain, are 
plentiful in the vicnity, and for hun- 
dreds of years, the city of Chinteh- 
Chen had been the center of ceramic 
manufacture. 

Strange picture it makes, these in- 
land China folk, descendants of many 
generations of potters, enamellers and 
porcelain painters, working away year 
after year fashioning the time-hol- 
lowed Oriental wares of their fore- 
bears. Then suddenly they are con- 
fronted by a whole new order of 
things. Chinamen who had never seen 
a European, probably never heard 0 
one, are faced by the task of con- 
veying onto porcelain, designs and 
pictures done in what must have ap- 
peared a most uncivilized and mad 
manner. 

Thanks to the famed Chinese pro- 
clivity for copying anything, they 
succeeded, and portaits of wide-eyed 
occidentals, ruddy of countenance, 
were copied from engraved portraits 
onto china by slant eyed Mongols who 
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might as well have been describing 
fabulous auks or imaginary peoples 
of another world. . 

The history of ceramics in China 
goes back to the dim and far off 
times and has nothing to do with 
importation of the wares into the 
Western Worid. 

The Portuguese got past the bar- 
riers of suspicion and established a 
trading post during the 16th century, 
put it was not until 1599 that the 
East India Company was formed in 
England, and not until 1731 that the 
first English ship actually traded on 
Celestial shores. For some years, 
trading was sporadic, but finally in 
1720, the then Emperor allowed cer- 
tain Cantonese merchants to set up 
a series of buildings or Hongs which 
they leased to the “foreign devils,” 
going security for their behavior and 
credit. They were located along a 
single street thirteen of them, and 
the street was known as Sup Sam 
Hong, street of the thirteen factories. 
The term factory, of course, did not 
indicate a place of manufacturing but 
the abiding and trading place of the 
factor or European representative. 

High in the mountains in the city 
of Ching-teh-Chen the pottery was 
made. Here it was decorated main- 
ly with blue but also with certain 
other colors, was fired in great brick 
kilns and in some cases was further 
decorated or enamelled to order. In 
other cases, where the decoration was 
to be of the armorial genre or other 
special sort, it was sent on to Canton 
for ornamentation. 

The completed or semi-completed 
ware was transported by water and 
overland to Canton, where it was 
either turned over directly to the con- 
signee or ornamented at the decorat- 
ing establishments there. Often times, 
pieces otherwise complete were given 
initials or other extra devices. 

The Empress of China, out of New 
York, was the first American ship to 
sail the China trade under the Amer- 
ican ensign. She departed in 1784, 
with Major Samuel Shaw, of Boston, 
erstwhile officer in the Continental 
army and important factor in the 
founding of the Order of the Cincin- 
nati, aboard as supercargo. Had Ma- 
jor Shaw not found himself rather 
poorly off in wordly goods and had 
he not been fired with an ambition 
to make his fortune via the Orient, 
there might never have been any Or- 
iental Lowestoft Cincinnati china, 
the ne plus ultra of symbolic Amer- 
ican ceramics. Today, there isn’t a 
collector of Lowestoft who wouldn’t 
give his all for one of the teaservices 
the redoubtable Major is credited with 
bringing into existence. 

Washington himself was owner of 
a dinner service, said to have includ- 
ed 250 separate pieces. Some of the 
service is still in existence, several 
pieces being included in the Mable 
Brady Garvan Collections at the Yale 
Gallery of Fine Arts. Washington’s 
widow willed the china to her grand- 
son, George Washington Parke Custis, 
and in course of time it passed into 
the hands of descendants named Lee. 
_ During the Civil war, a great quan- 
tity stored in barrels in the cellar of 


the Lee mansion, was destroyed by 
marauding Yankees. In the eyes of 
collectors, this destruction must al- 
ways stand as one of the blackest 
moments in the War between the 
States. 

There has been much controversy 
over the manner in which Washing- 
ton acquired his service. Tradition had 
it that the china was presented by 
the Order of the Cincinnati. Some 
say Washington purchased it him- 
self, and others claim that it came 
as the gift of Major Shaw. 

Certain it is that Shaw was re- 
sponsible for making of the ware. 
Among his Celestial friends was Syn- 
chong, a Cantonese merchant, who is 
believed to have acted as his agent 
in the matter. Shaw’s own diary tells 
that he submitted an intricate design, 
showing Minerva, Fame and Cincin- 
natus, to one of the Cantonese por- 
celain artists, and that the resulting 
product was by no means satisfactory. 
Whereupon, he was forced to content 
himself with a simpler version. This, 
known variously as the Fame, Wash- 
ington, and Early Shaw pattern, 
showed a winged figure with the in- 
signia of the order depending from 
its hand. 

A second type of Cincinnati china 
was later made, using the insignia it- 
self as decorative motif. 

With the exception of the Cincin- 
nati East India china, the most in- 
teresting from an American point of 
view is perhaps the ship decorated 
ware. The idea of having his own 
craft elaborately painted upon punch 
bowl or smaller object seems to have 
appealed quite generally to ships 
captains and owners, and in the var- 
ious museums and old families de- 
scended from the shipping magnates 
of other days, fine examples of this 
ware is preserved. 

In England, armorial china, paint- 
ed with coats of arms of great houses, 
was particularly popular. In America 
where coats of arms were out, ini- 
tialed china often was made for the 
wealthly families. Mrs. Hawley’s col- 
lection contains an exquisite tea ser- 
vice which was brought by clipper 
ship in 1795 and presented to Mrs. 
Sarah M. Hall. She was great grand- 
mother of Mayor Oakie Hall, of New 


-York. This is an exquisite example 


of ceramic art. The scenes are quite 
Oriental in character. Each piece 
shows a different grouping of Or- 
iental personages, but the borders are 
alike and the initials are graven on 
each piece. 

Thus we see that not only the First 
President but his lady as well selected 
so-called Oriental Lowestoft as their 
choice of fine table wares. Which in 
a democratic nation, was the nearest 
approach to Royal Patronage, and ex- 
emplifies the regard in which East 
India china was held in its own day. 
The esteem has only grown greater 
with the years. 
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Old Willow Ware 


Since the days when sailing ships 
brought back rich cargoes from the 
Orient, the willow pattern has been 
a familiar decoration of the china on 
our tables. The blue and white plates, 
so familiar in many a house where 
love of the old-time patterns lingers, 
tell a Chinese love story in blueprint 
that has come down to us through 
the centuries. The English version of 
the story, with certain adaptations 
from the original, has been told to 
generations of children who never 
tired of hearing of the little Princess 
and her Prince Charming and their 
refuge island. 


Oriental porcelain was very pop- 
ular with the English potters and 
they began very early to copy it. The 
willow pattern in its present form 
was originated in 1780, at the factory 
of Thomas Turner, at Caughley, Eng- 
land. The engraver was Thomas Min- 
ton, who adapted the willow pattern 
from a design of dragons and other 
celestial devices which he found on 
some old Chinese porcelain. 


From its first introduction this 
story pattern was a great success— 
by some it is considered the great- 
est that has ever been achieved in 
the history of ceramics. Minton made 
many variations of the pattern for 
other potters, and almost at once 
every factory of note was turning out 
productions which were copies of the 
Turner-Minton pattern. The varia- 
tions in the design account for the 
many forms in which the fences and 
pagodas appear and the number of 
trees and apples. The name “willow” 
of course, applies to the willow tree 
leaning over the bridge. 


The early products from the Caugh- 
ley factory were called both “Turner” 
and “Caughley.” Sometimes the word 
Salopian is found, or simply the letter 
“S,” for the factory was located in the 
county of Salop. The original Caugh- 
ley pattern had six trees and the trees 
had 32 apples. Also there were three 
figures on the bridge—the Princess 
Koong-Shee, her lover, and her hon- 
orable father, the Mandarin. 


From the first the color was usually 
some shade of blue. There is a clear, 
deep blue that once firmly fixed in 
the mind is not easily forgotten. It 
is this shade the collector should 
study, for he will find it used on 
most of the early examples. The wil- 
low design was used on both pottery 
and porcelain. However, the porcelain 
is somewhat late. The 18th century 
transfer willow pattern was in line 
engraving, but after 1800 the copper- 
plate was always stippled. The 
early designs are well engraved, 
the lines being clean and well-defined. 
If the design is “smeary” it is modern. 
The picture was transferred to the 
biscuit before the glaze was applied, 
The method, briefly described, was as 
follows: The pattern was transferred 
from an engraved plate to thin paper. 
The paper was then pressed upon the 
surface of the china. When the paper 
removed it left the transferred pic- 
ture.

The early pieces will be found to 
be light in weight. Another mark of 
the old is what is known as “dap- 
pling.” Ifa piece of china is held to the 
light in an oblique position, the sur- 
surface will appear dappled. The dap- 
pling effect seldom appears on plates 
made after 1800 and never after 1820. 
Plates made before 1810 have no rim 
beneath but are flat. On the early 
pieces there are three persons cross- 
ing the bridge, but this must not be 
taken as positive proof a piece is old. 
Other points must be taken into con- 
sideration for the pattern has been 
exensively copied in modern ware. 

There are many varieties of the 
pattern. As each factory made some 
little change in the original pattern, 
a knowledge of these changes will be 
of help to the collector in determining 
the origin of his specimens. For in- 
stance: Wedgwood added two more 
apples, making the total number 34. 
Spode changed the design of the fence. 
Davenport used but 25 apples. Clews 
used 34 and his productions are noted 
for their rich deep blue color. Cope- 
land’s trees have 31 apples and Swan- 
sea’s but 30. There is also a slight 
change in the border designs used by 
the different potters. 

The design is popular even today. 
The clean blue and white coloring ap- 
peals to many and the story of the 
little Chinese Princess and her lover 
adds a ware.

Lusterware Ancient Art 


Lustreware makes a special appeal 
to collectors for there is such a wide 
range of style and coloring that a 
collection of it presents a beautiful 
appearance. Practically all the potters 
made lustre in great quantities. Jugs, 
or as we say pitchers, jars, bowls, 
mugs, goblets, cups, decorative orna- 
ments salt-cellars, plates, creamers, 
sugar bowls, candlesticks and a host 
of other articles were made in this de- 
lightful ware. 

Credit for having produced the ear- 
liest luster is by some authorities 
given to Leeds, but the honor is more 
often given to the Wedgwood school 
which included such names as Wood, 
Mayer and others. We do know Wedg- 
wood was making lustre as early as 
1780. He produced some exquisite col- 
orings in gold, pink, lilac and purple. 
His silver resist has probably never 
been excelled. Many potters promin- 
ent in the Staffordshire district 
Leeds, Swansea, Sunderland and other 
pottery centers of England are as- 
sociated with the manufacture of 
lustre, but so few pieces were mark- 
ed it is difficult to assign much of it 
to any particular manufacturer. It is 
usually classified according to the 
body of the ware and the form of de- 
coration. 

“Gilty ware” was one of the old 
names for the English metallic lustre 
which was an inexpensive substitute 
in late Georgian times for solid silver. 
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It was made by applying a very thin 
and even translucent metallic appli- 
cation of platinum to the surface of 
a piece of pottery before firing. This 
metal in solution produces an even 
mirror-like surface not unlike silver 
The silver effect was further carried 
out by using characteristic silver 
shapes, and the popular silver orna- 
mentation of fluting, ribbing and 
beading. Many of the early pieces, 
such as sugar-bowls, creamers and 
pitchers, were well silvered on the in- 
side and some were dipped all over. 
This added to the effect of a piece of 
real silver. Later white or cream lin- 
ings were used. These are points for 
the collector to remember. 

Silver lustre is considered by many 
collectors to be the best in workman- 
ship and in artistic design. The early 
examples are plain and, if in good 
condition, might readily be taken for 
a piece of silver. The color is a steel- 
blue, very similar to oil silver. Fig- 
ures in silver lustre are considered the 
most valuable. Among these are the 
Sunderland factory of Dixon, Austin 
& Co. The most popular, however, is 
the silver-resist. 

The method was to paint the de- 
sign on a carefully prepared ground 
with a substance easily soluble in 
water, such as glycerin, and then cov- 
ering the piece with lustre glaze. The 
glycerine prevented the lustre from 
adhering and was easily washed 
away, leaving the design in the 
ground color, the lustre forming the 
background. 

Lustreware was made hundreds of 
years ago in Italy and Spain and for 
hundreds of years before that in Per- 
sia. It is not known where the Per- 
sians acquired the art, but it is pos- 
sible that they themselves discovered 
the process of applying a wash of 
silver or copper to earthenware. It 
is these metals that give shining over- 
glaze which is so unlike any other 
ceramic decoration. 

The art of making lustre was re- 
vived or rather rediscovered in Eng- 
land late in the 18th century. It was 
not so much a rediscovery of the pro- 
cess used in the Middle Ages as it 
was a new discovery by the English, 
for their method produced a sheen 
rather than an iridescence which dis- 
tinguishes the Persian lustreware.

Parian

Grandma’s what-not was not com- 
plete without at least one Parian 
vase. It might be large or small: it 
might be in the shape of a Horn of 
Plenty or adorned with classical de- 
signs; it’s marble-like whiteness 
might be relieved by a touch of royal 
blue; or it might take the form of a 
pair of beautifui, if tomblike, hands 
or a figure of a girl tying her shoe. 

The swan was a favorite motif, and 
the dolphin came in for its share of 
popularity. Shells, grapes and lily- 
pad designs, readily applicable to 
the beautiful and delicate Parian 
ware the manufacture of which be- 
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came a thriving industry in Benning- 
ton, Vermont in early Victorian days, 

Child figures lent themselves ap- 
propriately to the decoration of some 
objects, and dogs, foxes, chickens, and 
even game birds were added to the 
flora fauna which did or did not 
abound in the American woods. 

The Vermont pottery catered to the 
wants of a simple people. Wealth 
there was to be sure. In fact there 
was a market of several millions of 
population ‘within a commercial radius 
of Bennington. 

But the mass of the ponulation was 
homely in its instincts in the early 
forties and the means of traffic and 
transport were limited. 

Wagons were the chief means of 
sale employed and had to be. for it 
was much later that the steam rail- 
roads began to push their iron trails 
through the country north of Boston. 

Peddling was then a _ respectable 
vocation and many a substantial for- 
tune of New England had its begin- 
ning in this humble way. The carts 
from Bennington, carrying a wide as- 
sortment of wares went about from 
door to door, and the mere approach 
of this traveling store was a welcome 
event in the quiet countryside, often 
heralded for days ahead by passing 
travelers. 

Parian is a distinct type of porce- 
lain, which was made by pouring the 
thick clay into a mold of plaster of 
paris. As the walls of the mold were 
porous, they took up the water of 
the clay, leaving a residue in the 
exact form of the interior of the 
mold, its thickness depending upon 
the length of time given the shell of 
clay to form. 

It was then taken from the mold 
and fired to a clear white hardness, 
resembling Parian marble from which 
it gets its name. 

Originally made in England, it 
was seized upon as a good business 
proposition by Christopher Webber 
Fenton, a resident of Bennington who 
brought John Harrison, a_ skilled 
molder from England in 1843. 

Harrison, artisan that he was, lent 
his best talent to Fenton’s commerci- 
al need and for the collector whose 
tastes do not require an age limit of 
two centuries for his antiques, Ben- 
nington ware of nearly ninety years 
ago is to him what Chelsea and Bow 
are to his English cousins. Nor need 
he blush when he compares his best 
pieces of Bennington with English 
Parian.

Grandmother’s Parlor Organ Returns 
By HUGH M. KEY 


The sight of an organ takes many 
of us back in memory ito exciting 
visits at grandmother’s house, and 
the joy and awe of being allowed in 
the parlor. There we were permitted 
on occasions to pump the red carpet 
pedals of her family organ. We 
touched its shiny keys and stared in 
sheer amazement at the enchanting 
array of Bristol vases, figurines and 
other objects d’art displayed on its 
shelves, a veritable nest of collectors’ 
items before our infant eyes. 

For most of us, all these things 
have passed into the limbo of half 
forgotten things, often irrevocably. 
Yet there are still many organs that 
turn up at country auctions, antique 
shops and second-hand stores, rang- 
ing in price from $10 to $100, many 
of them in almost perfect condition, 
and many more needing but the deft 
touch of the handy man to restore 
their pristine glory. 

The organ, from a musical stand- 
point, is more successful than the 
old melodeon. Even the best of 


melodeons were limited in their bel- 
lows capacity, and few of them re- 
main intact. This complete rebuild- 
ing of bellows is a job beyond the 
ken of most handy men. Then, too, 
some fail to have sentimentality for 
the organ. Fortunately, the organ of 
grandmother’s day seldom needs 
much repair on the bellows unless 
sadly abused, and ordinary repairs 
can be done in the home workshop. 

Many people upon hearing an or- 
gan with several keys playing all the 
time, and others not at all, and see- 
ing one pedal down, are disheartened 
on the spot. However, these are usu- 
ally very simple things to correct, 
and anyone who is at all handy can 
do it. If, however, you are afraid to 
tackle the job, most local handy men 
could do it for you for a fee average- 
ing perhaps $25. But it’s more fun 
to do it for yourself, and here are 
some pointers. 

First remove all the.parts of the 
case that can be taken off with a 
screw driver—the back, top, and the 


grill in front of the keys. Then get 
the vacuum cleaner and using the 
small attachment, suck out all the 
loose dirt. After you have done this 
reverse the action and blow more out 
of places that the suction didn’t 
reach. (Don’t let the missus see you 
do this because it raises a terrific 
dust)! Lift the swell shutters and 
clean under them also, but have the 
stops closed to avoid getting unneces- 
sary dirt into the reeds. After you 
have cleaned out all the loose dirt, 
the fine cleaning of each part can be 
done with a damp cloth. Be sure to 
avoid excessive moisture at all times. 

If the pedals are down, obviously 
the first thing will be to take the 
lower front panel off and put new 
webbing on the pedals, using the old 
as a pattern. Upholsterer’s webbing, 
folded double and sewed together, 
makes a good strong strap. It the 
bellows fails to hold air, check your 
reservoir and all joints for air leaks. 
Paint all the rubberized parts of the 
bellows with rubber cement; use tire 
patching on any corners or wor 
spots. In extensive repairs it is best 
to remove the entire “innards” for 4 
first class job. Cracks in the reser 
voir can be mended ‘with adhesive 
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tape, but strips of sofa leather glued 
over cracks are better. Since the 
organ works on the principal of the 
yacuum or partial vacuum, make re- 
pairs on the outside for best results. 

Assuming you have the leaks all 
fixed (if any), we now clean the 
reeds. Nearly all organs have a reed 
lifter affixed to the back of the case, 
put if yours is missing, a stiff piece 
of wire will make one by bending or 
notching the tip. With the case out 
of the way and the knee swells open, 
you will see that each stop when 
operated, opens and closes a lid over 
a section of the reed block. Open 
but one bank of reeds at a time and 
sound each key. The reeds that need 
ceaning will not speak, but you 
should clean them all to avoid hav- 
ing to go over them again. Most 
organs have two banks of reeds -- 
one in front and one in back. Some 
of the better organs have three 
banks and maybe some _ sub-basses, 
but they are all cleaned in the same 
manner. Pull out and clean but one 
reed at a time to avoid getting them 
mixed up. They are marked, but it 
saves times not having to sort them 
out. Very tiny particles of dirt will 
stop a reed from speaking and care 
must be taken not to bend or muti- 
late the tongue. 

If any keys stay down the trouble 
may be dampness or dirt in the 
dampers. To correct this, the offend- 
ing key must be removed and the 
litle wooden stick underneath 
cleaned and sanded and waxed with 
paste wax. If it still fails to respond 
you may have to take the whole 
apart, which may be done simply by 
removing the large screws around 
the outside of the reservoir that 
fastens it to the bellows. Sometimes 
a damper jumps the track or a 
damper spring is broken, but more 
often a particle of dirt is holding the 
damper open. These are the simple 
basic steps in correcting faulty notes. 
Any other defects encountered will 
be noted as the work progresses and 
can be remedied accordingly. Few of 
them, however, need more than a 
pedal strap replaced and_ reeds 
cleaned, in which case most of the 
foregoing can be ignored. 


If you are the tired or lazy type 
and not above boring a small hole in 
the living room floor, for a modest 
outlay you can electrify your organ 
so you need not pump when you play. 
You will need some lamp cord, a 
switch, a length of garden hose, and 
an old vacuum sweeper, which can 
be had for a few dollars at any junk 
shop. First place the organ in the 
toom where you will want it kept, 
hore a hole the size of tne rubber 
hose in any stationary part of the 
organ reservoir. Insert the hose so 
it fits snugly, run it through the 
floor and into the basement as far 
as feasible from the organ to avoid 
the noise of the sweeper. Attach the 
ose to the sweeper. Extend the 
Switch wires of the sweeper up 
through the same hole you have 
rought your air hose, and affix the 
switch under the keyboard. When 
the switch is turned on, the sweeper 
will furnish vacuum enough to run

the organ. The safety valve built in- 
to the bellows will prevent your get- 
ting too much air. Allow enough 
slack in your wire and air hose so 
that the organ can be moved for 
cleaning, ete. This in no way ob- 
structs the use of the organ again 
without the electric blower, for 
simply inserting a cork in the hole 
you have drilled, will make it whole 
again. Once you have the blower 
you will prefer it to pumping with 
your feet, unless the artist in you 
prefers the finer shades of modula- 
tion possible only by the foot pedals. 

There are countless makes and 
styles of organs. The older the 
organ, as a rule, the better the qual- 
ity of the reed tones. However, the 
older organs often lack some of the 
gadgets, such as _ octave coupler, 
tremolo, or vox humana, automatic 
swell, and others. But what they lack 
in gadgets they make up for in tone, 
as we noted, and in the style of 
cabinet. The best, of course, is the 
flat top that opens like a spinet desk 


or melodeon — sometimes called the 
harmonium. 

These were most often of walnut, 
but sometimes even rosewood or ma- 
hogany. Then comes the higher top 
models often called “‘cabinet” or “cot- 
tage” organs, whose keyboard cover 
piles up on top when opened and 
somewhat spoils the beauty of the 
lines. When closed they resemble a 
small ornate piano. Then there is 
the semi-high top job, and last the 
towering organ with intricately 
beveled mirrors. These may come 
into their own some day, so if you 
are a sticker for “original”, save it 
all. If on the other hand, you are 
not averse to a little trimming of 
gingerbread, these often make very 
— cases cut down or the top taken 
off. 

If the organ happens to be golden 
oak instead of the more cherished 
walnut, don’t despair. Give it two 
coats of flat white. Let each coat 
dry thoroughly, and then take a mix- 
ture of burnt umber, turpentine, and

linseed oil in about equal parts and 
paint it on and rub off. Be sure the 
flat white is perfectly dry first, or 
all the paint might come off. For 
best results do only small areas at a 
time. This gives a very pleasing 
finish. The color desired can be 
modified by how much or how little 
you leave on the white. You now 
have an “antique” finish. This 
method is especially effective in the 
carved areas, and the golden oak 
vintage was mostly carved areas. 

Now that we have the _ inside 
cleaned and the case finished, it is 
ready to take its place in the living 
room or rumpus room. If the latter, 
probably for its musical possibilities 
primarily; but if the former, it can 
be a thing of beauty. as well as a 
conversation piece, not to mention a 
musical instrument. For the collec- 
tor it affords an ideal display rack 
for your choice Staffordshire dcegs 
and Bristol vases, china slippers, et 
al, out of the reach of the kiddies 
(we hope) and in a profusion that 
would strike terror to a decorator if 
they were placed on the manile or 
plainer surface. 


If you are a musician you will find 
a certain satisfaction in moments of 
solitude or loneliness in letting your 
fingers “wander idly over the noisy 
keys.” If you play the organ in 
church or do choral or solo work with 
organ accompaniment you will find 
it a great aid in practicing. If you 
are a devotee of the popular music 
you will find to your delight that 
many of our popular songs _ lend 
themselves charmingly to the legato 
tcuch of the organ. If you are 
potential barbershop quartet timber 
or just enjoy song fests, you’ll love 
the reed organ. If you are a skeptic 
and would rather look at television, 
try the organ. You’ll grudgingly ad- 
mit that sometimes it is more satis- 
fying making your own music and 
putting on your own show, no mat- 
ter how corny, than it is always see- 
ing someone else doing it. The organ 
doesn’t take up much room; it is not 


heavy to move; and it doesn’t cost 
much, and it never needs tuning. 
Also, it may give your home that 


undeniable air of being lived in. It 
may even serve in keeping the 
younger set at home a night or two

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“ANTIQUES AS A VOCATION” 


from a paper prepared by Myrta Olmsted Hand for a meeting of her home town Rotarian Club 


When Mr. Johnson asked me to 
give a talk on “Antiques as a Vo- 
cation,” I knew it would be a little 
difficult for me, particularly before a 
group of men as intelligent as the 
Rotarians are, so I prepared this pa- 
per, drawing upon my own experience. 

About 26 years ago, I become in- 
terested in antiques. My doctor said 
that I should take up a hobby, such 
as horseback riding or something 
along that line. About that time it 
was up to me to help break up the 
house of the late William Olmsted, 
which contained quite a few nice old 
pieces of glassware and furniture. 
Qur house being small, we could not 
use many of these things, so I de- 
cided to sell what I could, which was 
not too easy in those days. Finally, 
Ilocated a dealer in Weedsport N. Y., 
who bought them and asked me to 
find other things for him. I soon found 
what was one woman’s junk was an- 
other woman’s antiques. I was able 
to find lots of old pattern glass, but 
not knowing what to call it, I found 
that it was difficult to describe, and 
consequently, to sell. 

A dealer, Mrs. Lee of Pittsford, 
New York, was urged to write a book, 
showing pictures, and giving trade 
names to glassware. As soon as the 
book was published the buying of 
glassware increased tremendously. In 
her book, entitled “Pattern Glass” 
there is an article about a glass which 
she called green beaded grape—Wellie 
gave this glass away as a premium 
when he had a grocery in our house, 
and a cart on the road. This glass, 
although not too old, is a very pop- 
war pattern now. It apparently was 
very easily broken or else not too 
highly prized by its original owners, 
because it is extremely hard to find 
today. At an antique show in the 
East, I saw a set of service for four 
sell for $350.00! 

We lent Mrs. Lee pieces of pat- 
tern glass which were used to illus- 
trate her book. Her book was such a 
suecess she was obliged to devote her 
entire time to writing articles which 
have done a great deal to stimulate 
interest in glass. 

I have found that it is possible to 
meet some very interesting people and 
also some very tiresome ones in this 
wor. When people tell me of things 
they have burned up, chopped up or 
just thrown away, and how they wish 
they had known the value, I can al- 
ways make them feel better by say- 
ing that if everything had been saved, 
there would be no value, and the 
nines would not be in demand to- 
ay. 

_ Some items are almost extinct, and 
It is the thrill one gets of finding 
something one has never seen, but 
tead about that keeps the game worth 
Playing. These so called museum 
Pieces were not too salable, and al- 
though museums like them, they want 
them as a gift. By advertising a buy- 
&r can usually be found, and as a 
tesult of this type of advertising, we 


have shipped to nearly every state in 
the Union. 

Much of our business has been with 
collectors. And by that, I don’t mean 
with people that are furnishing a 
home, but with people who are col- 
lecting sometimes very odd things as 
a hobby, and sometimes of no partic- 
ular practical use at all. For instance, 
aman from Rochester was in the shop 
last week collecting colorful perfume 
bottles. One man collects old spec- 
tacles. We are all familar with the 
stamp collector, of which the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was one of the 
best known. He also collected Currier 
and Ives prints. I think doctors are 
perhaps the most enthusiastic buyers 
and collectors. A doctor in Syracuse 
some years ago started to collect ear- 
ly lighting devices. He now has a 
collection that is well worth seeing, 
and he feels that it was time and 
money well spent, because he also 
needed a hobby. 

Other collector’s items_ besides 
stamps are coins, buttons, mechanical 
banks, glass hats, boot jacks, pitchers, 
colorful slippers, snuff boxes, daguer- 
reotypes, firearms, and many others. 
My husband once collected unusual 
iron trivets which we displayed on 
the wall of our back porch. Many 
things of historical interest were 
made into trivets, such as heads of 
great people like George Washing- 
ton, Lincoln, Jenny Lind, as well as 
Masonic Emblems, ete. 

Like other things, too little know- 
ledge of antiques can be dangerous. 
One should study and know furniture, 
as there are many fakes. Most old 
pieces need some restoration, and by 
that, I don’t mean to take an old table 
and make four from it. The writer 
has several pieces that are over 200 
years old, and the construction of 
these pieces is well worth looking 
over. There can be great satisfaction 
in assembling a room in period fur- 
niture, but it could become a task 
unless money is no object. 

The Victorian furniture that was 
very popular during the Civil War 
and found in most Northern homes 
is greatly prized in the South. I asked 
a lady in Georgia why they liked it 
so much when they were used to the 
lovely lines of Hepplewhite and She- 
raton. She replied, “It is is new to us, 
as we were too poor after the war to 
buy any furniture.” 

Many people will buy nothing un- 
der a hundred years of age, and that 
is what a true antique should be. 
Some of the things seen in shops to- 
day are far from that, and some are 
out of the 5 and 10 but a short time. 
The china parlor lamps, well remem- 
bered by most of us, were much in 
evidence in the picture, “Gone with 
the Wind,” and now go by that name. 
The late Mr. Fred King told me that 
it once took a mighty nice one to 
bring $7.00, but I have seen them in 
shons priced from $25.00 to $125.00. 

The fad in antiques swings from 
one thing to another. The despised 
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pine of a few years ago is very much 
sought after today. A lady from Chi- 
cago was in my shop recently and 
saw avery decorative and unusal old 
stove dated 1846. She remarked that 
they were very popular out her way, 
painted and used in rumpus rooms 
as cellarettes. About a week later she 
called from Chicago to say that if the 
= were still available to ship it to 
er. 

Old cobbler’s benches are in great 
demand today and are usually found 
in a very dilapidated condition. When 
restored and refinished, and used as 
coffee tables, they would never be rec- 
ognized for what they were intended 
originally. Old wash benches are be- 
ing used as end tables or dressing 
table benches, blanket chests as cel- 
larettes, sugar buckets for magazines, 
old cradles to hold fireplace wood, 
and so on and on. Some dealers with 
a flare for interior decorating have 
used old churns, coffee mills, wash 
bowl! and pitcher sets, etc., wired for 
lamps. Personally, I have always felt 
that the old things should be used as 
they were originally intended. 

An article appearing in a large 
national magazine some years ago on 
flasks gave people the impression that 
almost any old bottle was worth from 
$50.00 to $100.00. Soon after the ar- 
ticle appeared, I was at an auction 
with the writer and was surprised 
when I outbid him on a flask. When I 
reminded him of the article, he had 
written, he said, “Oh, I write what 
I know people like to read.” 

There can be no set price on an- 
tiques, the price depending on how 
hard a thing is to find and how bad- 
ly a person wants it. 

I hope this paper has been of in- 
terest to some of you. I feel sure that 
there is more interest being shown 
along this line in our town Wolcott 
N. Y., in recent years than there was 
twenty years ago. At that time a per- 
son made the remark that he thought 
I must be crazy. If so, it has been 
fun to be crazy along with thousands 
of other dealers and collectors.

WRITE WANTS — STAMPS PLEASE 
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THE RAINBOW OF PATTERN GLASS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


To many collectors, Inverted Thumb- 
print is a pattern of the 1880s and 
later years, almost invariably colored 
in the vogue of that period, and found 
in such a confusing variety of shapes, 
hues and pieces that most are satisfied 
to own only a few examples in favor- 
ite colors or designs. Some of the 
earliest pieces of flint Thumbprint, 
made about 1850, have the pattern 
on the under side of the base, and 
a Sugar-bowl of the rare Cambridge 
Thumbprint or “Punty” also has the 
prints on the inside of its cover. This 
is, of course, Inverted Thumbprint, 
but there are technical problems in 
pressing hollow-ware with the relief 
on the interior, so that the very 
similar and simpler Thumbprint only 
was used for many years. 

When, about 1880, colored glass 
tableware again became popular, it 
was made in over-all conventional 
patterns which emphasized the color, 
Daisy-and-Button, Thousand-Eye and 
others. Hobbs, Brockunier & Co. of 
Wheeling were leaders in this field, 
and their Superintendent, William 
Leighton and his son, William Leigh- 
ton Jr., were technical geniuses who 
produced for them more colored and 
decorative glass, in more different 
types, than all their competitors to- 
gether could introduce. Their Hob- 
nail was pressed in specially designed 
molds, and such pieces as pitchers and 
bottles were further shaped by hand, 
and they used the same method to 
make their Inverted Thumbprint. This 
type of ware required not only special 
molds, but skilled glass-blowers, and 
the attention given to its manufac- 
ture is apparent in the designs, very 
large prints on large pieces such as 
lamp-shades varied to tiny ones on 
small pieces, graduated ones on bowls 
and goblets, and also in the fire-polish- 
ing, so that those pieces which did 
not require hand shaping still show 
the same “blown” effect as the others. 

A Hobbs, Brockunier & Company 
catalog illustrated in color, undated 
but of the ’80s, shows a number of 
pieces of Inverted Thumbprint. They 
made water-sets, tumblers and glob- 
ular pitchers with squared mouth and 
applied ribbed handle, and there are 


° 


smaller pitchers in milk and cream 
sizes; there is a slightly convex cylin- 
drical vase labeled “celery” and a 
smaller one which is a spooner; glob- 
ular syrup-jug, globular cruet, both 
with applied handle, the latter with 
a clear cut stopper which is em- 
phasized, handled punch-cup, cylin- 
drical salt and pepper, a finger-bowl, 
a cheese-dish scalloped-edge plate 
with domed cover, but no sugar, 
sauces, goblets or other pieces to com- 
plete a “table-set.” There are, how- 
ever, low “hand-lamps,” taller ones 
on milk glass bases, 14-inch hanging 
lamp shades and gas shades. The co- 
lors shown and listed are amber, ca- 
nary, blue, which is called “sapphire,” 
but is the usual light shade of the per- 
iod, “ruby,” which is cranberry, Am- 
berina, Rubina, cranberry shaded to 
clear, Rubina Verde, cranberry and 
canary, and blue shaded to amethyst. 

George Duncan & Company of Pitts- 
burgh copied this “line” very close- 
ly, although the square-mouth water- 
pitchers have plain, not ribbed hand- 
les. These were made in six sizes, the 
smallest a creamer, with a globular 
sugar-bowl having clear applied loop 
handles and domed cover to match; 
the cylindrical celery and spooner and 
the cheese-dish are like the Wheel- 
ing pieces. They also made tumblers, 
finger-bowls, punch-cups, small flared 
wine-tumblers, an open bowl on three 
clear feet, a water-bottle with match- 
ing tumbler, and two types of cruet, 
globular and conical. These are found 
in cranberry, amber, blue, canary, 
Amberina, Rubina and Rubina Verde. 

The King Glass Company of Pitts- 
burgh made its own distinctive style 
of Inverted Thumbprint in a “blown” 
table-set with applied ribbed feet, 
which is found in all the usual pieces 
except the compote and in amber, ca- 
nary, blue and clear. Doyle & Com- 
pany, also of Pittsburgh are recorded 
as making compotes and goblets, while 
Bryce Brothers of Pittsburgh and the 
Central Glass Company of Wheeling 
contributed a few pieces, mainly “nov- 
elties,” and the Bellaire Goblet Com- 
pany of Bellaire and Findlay, Ohio. 
made goblets. 

There were probably other glass 
manufacturers who produced this pat- 





tern since it is found in so many 
pieces and types which do not fit into 
the foregoing classifications. There is 
a whole table-set, compotes, pitchers 
in several sizes, creamer, sugar, 
spooner, goblets and saucers, in a flar- 
ed footed shape found in amber, ca- 
nary and blue, which differs from all 
the other types in having handles 
pressed in one with the piece, and 
in showing no evidence of heat treat- 
ment, the prints sharp and distinct; 
this may belong to Doyle & Com- 
pany. Mrs. Lee’s “Pattern Glass’ lists 
a syrup-pitcher and salt and pepper- 
shakers with swirled collared bases, 
and a sugar-bowl! with collared base, 
but no matching pieces, and there is 
also a sugar-bowl which is a stand- 
ard finger-bowl] in a silver-plate frame 
and which should have companions. 
And we do not know who made the 
ruffled-top pitchers, tall covered jars, 
tall flared flips or vases, pickle or 
jam-jars in metal frames, gas shades, 
globular salts and peppers, toothpick 
holders, perfume bottles, cylindrical 
and globular, with ground-in stop- 
pers, fluted-rim shallow bowls in var- 
ious sizes, six-inch plate expanded 
from goblets, all the types of gob- 
lets, punch-bowls and small whiskeys. 
Also, amethyst, emerald green, lime 
green, a true deep sapphire blue and 
blue shaded to cranberry are addi- 
tional colors in which this pattern is 
ae ’ 


What are the rarities in Inverted 
Thumbprint? There is no question 
that the most desirable colors are Am- 
berina and Cranberry, and the most 
wanted pieces are cruets and pitchers. 
Yet these are fairly common con- 
pared to the large punch-bowls, open 
globular and covered barrel-shaped 
types, trays, cheese-dishes, bowls and 
even the tiny whiskeys. Clarets and 
footed wines are scarce, as are the 
large flip, the six-inch plate, carafe, 
covered jars and perfume bottles do 
not turn up often, and even the press- 
ed table-set is difficult to assemble. 
In colors, the other two-color com- 
binations are far rarer than Amber- 
ina, the blue and cranberry possibly 
the rarest, while deep sapphire blue 
and amethyst are rare, and the greens 
and even clear I. T. P. pieces are 
scarce. 

Some cruets and other pieces of In- 
verted Thumbprint were decorated by 
enameling. But the Leightons, whose 
knowledge of glass-making was be- 
yond that of any of their contempor- 
aries, noting that the cryolite use 
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in Milk Glass developed its opacity 
at a very definite temperature, add- 
ed this to glass made in Inverted 
Thumbprint molds, in heating, there 
was sufficient difference in temper- 
ature between the thick prints and 
thin ground to leave these opalescent, 
the rest transparent. This, of course, 
is Coin-spot, in which they. duplicated 
many Inverted Thumbprint pieces, 
adding a few, including the covered 
pox and jar of a toilet-set, in which 
the exterior of the piece is pressed 
in fine ribbing. And Coin-spot, again, 
was copied by other manufacturers, 
although in a much smaller number 
of pieces. 

Both Inverted Thumbprint and 
Coin-spot have been reproduced in re- 
cent years. The first copies were 1S- 
sued about ten years ago, are not 
very good, but, like all old reproduc- 
tions, are dangerous today, since they 
come on the market in already-form- 
ed collections, whose prestige could 
lead any buyer astray. The new re- 
productions are really difficult to dis- 
tinguish, but no reputable dealer will 
offer for sale any piece whose authen- 
ticity cannot be traced and guaran- 
teed.

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SUCCUMBING TO STAFFORDSHIRE 


By MARION DREW 


In a large antique fair held in the 
East recently, a rough estimate of the 
pieces exhibited would place about a 
third of them in the Staffordshire 
category. There were figurines, dogs, 
pitchers, plates, teapots, small bits of 
tableware, trinket boxes, and foot 
tubs. To be sure, Staffordshire ware 
includes primitive types of English 
china in all colors, even gathering 
in the distinctive and well known 
luster wares. Most people know Staf- 
fordshire and nearly everyone has a 
bit of it somewhere about the house. 
It is a soft paste china, very suscep- 
tible to extremes of heat and apt to 
be chipped or cracked through the 
course of the years. Ordinarily Staf- 
fordshire china is not high priced, al- 
though certain pieces can command 
large figures because of their scar- 
city. There are others, however, -in 
good condition, showing the charac- 
teristic bright colors and soft finish 
which will be just as pleasing and 
far less of a strain upon the pocket- 
book than the expensive items, if you 
will look for them. 

The luster wares may seem an un- 
congenial group to be placed under 
the name of Staffordshire, and yet 
they belong there both geographically 
and in design. Of course, all the lus- 
ter decorations originally began in the 
Eastern countries and made their way 
slowly through Northern Africa, in- 
to Spain and later up into England 
where they reached their highest de- 
gree of excellency. So popular has 
copper luster become that it is imi- 
tated widely in Czechoslovakian and 
Mexican pottery but both are a trifle 
too polished and too perfect in de- 
sign to be mistaken for the older 
English prototype. There are no bar- 
gains to be found in luster ware; if 
any are offered to you, then be on 
your guard at once. I learned this 
through hard experience. 

I was buying several copper luster 
pitchers which had come from the 
house of a well known minister in 
New York City, and I had to do 
some figuring before I arrived at my 
decision of how many to take. As I 
was mulling this point over in my 
mind the saleswoman said to me very 
affably, “well, just to make it a bar- 


gain, put this one in too and take 
them all for a round figure.” Next 
morning I began to wonder why 
she was so generous about that extra 
pitcher and hopped out of bed to 
look at it. Yes, it was Mexican. The 
inside was bright and shiny with a 
telltale opalescent sheen to it while 
the decoration was almost like a de- 
calecomania. 

The first illustration here shows 
a typical group of copper luster pit- 
chers, some with flat, squat bases and 
others with a footed base, some large, 
some small, some with decorations, 
some with bands and some in solid 
luster. The various types are prob- 
ably all quite well known to every 
browser in antique shops, although 
the new collector may not realize the 
various points which make one pitcher 
better than another from the pro- 
fessional point of view. 

The solid pitcher is less popular 
than those which are decorated in 
color, although not noticeably less in 
price. One is shown in the foreground 
at the left of the illustration while 
a second one is shown at the right. 
The latter is the better of the two, 
first because it has a row of bead- 
ing around the bowl, secondly, be- 
cause it has a finer handle and thirdly 
because it has an embossed trimming 
below the spout. The two pitchers 
are very similar in color and both are 
good examples of the product of the 
period around 1800. 

In the rear of the print are two 
pitchers with mask spouts, always 
considered very good, a perfect pair 
and showing figures in high relief. 
Figures of people or animals are con- 
sidered more desirable than floral dec- 
orations, particularly when the cos- 
tumes or details show a wide range 
of other colors in luster, such as pink, 
purple or green. The second pitcher 
from the right has a decoration which 
seems to be painted and glazed over; 
this is not very high in the estima- 
tion of the collectors, while the band 
of colored decoration, as shown in the 
second pitcher on the left, is another 
fairly commonplace type. 

Notice that a Wedgwood pitcher 
occupies the central point in this il- 
lustration and then remind yourself 
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that Wedgwood was another Staf. 
fordshire manufacturer. This pitcher 
is rather unique because of its color 
and decoration. The country today 
is full of modern Wedgwood in var. 
ious tones of blue, dull green, tan 
and even red, but this pitcher is q 
charcoal black, applied on a_ white 
base. The black basalt ware, also 
made by Wedgwood, was black al] 
the way through, but in this pitcher 
you can see that the entire lining is 
of the beautiful dull white so char- 
acteristic of his best work. Josiah 
Wedgwood was an ardent supporter 
of the American progressive move- 
ment and this pitcher is decorated 
with portraits in cameo style of Ben- 
jamin Franklin and George Wash- 
ington, the latter being easily re 
cognized in the illustration. It was 
probably a commemorative pitcher 
made at the death of one of these 
famous men somewhere in the 1790's 
because nearly all black ware was 
made to show mourning and not for 
purely decorative purposes. The vint- 
age trim around the top of the pit- 
cher is considered the most desirable 
ornamentation for Wedgwood ware, 
although garlands, flowers and clas- 
sical deep borders are also to be 
found. 

In the large group of Staffordshire 
miniatures I have tried to show some 
of the fanciful and humorous traits 
of this increasingly popular ware. 
The little mustard pots all have 
bright splashes of color or maybe 
a few gold dots, while their tiny ladles 
make everyone exclaim in admiration. 
The trinket boxes have the figures 
of men, women, children, or animals 
and also show the desirable “dresser” 
stvle, imitating a stand with a mir- 
ror in front of which there is a gent- 
lemen’s watch, china cuff links and 
the like; this is the topmost piece 
in the group, but another trinket box 
with watch can be seen in the lowest 
row. 

Little dogs, lambs, cows and other 
household pets are favorite subjects 
in Staffordshire and are sometimes 
spoken of as Rockingham ware. This 
is a distinction without a difference, 
for Rockingham was a neighbor of 
Staffordshire, made in Yorkshire. The 
characteristic little spaniel in the 
middle of the group has a saucy black 
nose, a scowling expression and a 
haircut which suggests a poodle even 
though his ears do hang down like 
a spaniel. On either side of him are 
animals which may be either lambs

or dogs; take your pick. People do 
not look for truly realistic repre- 
sentations in Staffordshire ware. 
There are many delightful larger 
figurines in this type of pottery, most 
of which have been too large to in- 
clude in any illustration showing 
miniatures. Scotch couples are often 
found, the ladies in bright colored 
dresses and the gentlemen wearing 
kilts, while both may be holding a 
dog or a lamb. Typical English char- 
acters such as Tam O’Shanter, John 
Gilpin, caricatures of Napoleon, por- 
traits of Lord Nelson or Uncle Toby 
and of one or two elderly but anony- 
mous ladies are also to be found in pit- 
chers, figurines and sometimes to be 
used as vases, with a little tree’ back 
of them, the trunk of which will hold 
a few flowers. There are few subtle 
color schemes in Staffordshire, most 
of the tones being bright and in sharp 
contrast, while here and there are 
touches of gold leaf. Ordinarily the 
earlier figures do not show much gold 
but rely upon bright reds, blues and 
greens. The faces in the figurines are 
all healthy, and red-cheeked with 
bright smiles and none of the sophis- 
tication which may be found in 
European figures. All the ladies seem 
to have shiny black curls but the 
gentlemen range from brunette to 
blonde and the babies have no hair 
at all. One hunter which was made 
into a lamp boasted luxuriant au- 
burn locks which matched the color of 
his Irish setter and the deer which 
lay at his feet. When you bring a 
plece of Staffordshire into your room, 
you can feel confident that in some 
way an accent of lively hues will be 
added to your decorative scheme. 
_ Many historical scenes and build- 
mgs are to be found printed upon 


Staffordshire plates which were made 
for the American trade after the war 
of 1812. These come in blue most 
commonly but are also to be found in 
pink or brown and sometimes in com- 
binations of several colors. There was 
a distinct effort made by the British 
potters to catch the fancy of Amer- 
ican customers along about 1820, con- 
sequently pictures of our famous old 
buildings have been preserved for us 
in this type of ware. Prints were not 
always shielded by glass in the 18th 
century so that many of our repre- 
sentations of scenery, cities or fam- 
ous buildings have not been preserv- 
ed, therefore these Staffordshire plates 
form a doubly valuable link with the 
past. There are many collectors of 
historical subjects in Staffordshire, 
most of them paying high prices for 
their pet types. A collector who buys 
dark blue historical scenes will not 
look at the same subject printed in 
pink and green and vice versa. Large 
platters with elaborate decorations. 
of views of cities and ports can be 
found and are often used as wall de- 
corations. The teapots and pitchers 
sometimes show these same realistic 
decorations but are more often made 
up in fanciful patterns showing pa- 
godas, flower arrangements or rural 
scenes. Since there is great urge at 
present to turn every possible object 
into a lamp, both the teapots and the 
larger pitchers are mounted on metal 
bases and given appropriately colored 
shades. Undoubtedly some of these 
combinations are successful but more 
often an inartistic treatment spoils 
the appearance of the old piece which 
might have been either interesting or 
attractive if it had been left in its 
natural state. 

A few of the very small Stafford- 


shire dishes are sometimes framed 
and used as wall plaques, treatment 
which is much more suitable than it 
sounds in print. Of course, Wedg- 
wood made many plaques, both large 
and small, designed especially for 
this purpose, some of them extremely 
beautiful. Wedgwood plaques are also 
seen used as decorations upon fur- 
niture of the period, as trimmings in 
elaborate chandeliers and mounted 
for display in curio cabinets. The fine 
workmanship of these pieces is al- 
most equal to the carving of the best 
grade of cameo and can best be ap- 
preciated when viewed through a 
microscope. Those mistaken persons 
who believe that a smudgy looking 
green bisque with irregular flowers 
and fat cupids on it is a form of 
Wedgwood have a great surprise com- 
ing to them when they study some of 
the exquisite designs of the classical 
Jasper ware. 

Naturally, not all Staffordshire is 
of this rare quality. By far the larger 
part of it is primitive and gay rather 
than formal and precise. Just how it 
is going to fit into the homes which 
are decorated in modernistie style I 
do not know, because it seems pri- 
marily most at ease in a room with 
an English atmosphere. But Stafford- 
shire exerts such a fascination upon 
those who learn to admire it that 
they may come to change some of the 
other details of their coloring schemes 
or furniture, merely to fit in a smil- 
ing boy and girl on horseback or an 
artless pair of lovers. The collector 
who buys Staffordshire has taken 
more than one step along the road to 
better selection in antiques and the 
nice thing about it is that he will 
never regret that progress. Stafford- 
shire is here to stay.

This 
piece was described further in the catalogs as 
having a narrow upper section with white 
tapestry marble top and pierced gallery and 
containing two glazed doors opening to shelves, 
above three small drawers; half-hinged writing 
table covered in tooled green leather and with 
long drawer below. The whole rimmed and pan- 
eled with gilded bronze or brass. Brought $350.

Adam carved, gilded and festooned wall mir- 
rors, English, 18th century. Oval frame is 
carved with flutings and gadroons and _ having 
tall crest in the form of a palm-leaf canopy, 
from which depend festoons of bay leaves caught 
up at either side by a rosette. The pair brought 
$800.

Queen Anne carved walnut and petit 
point side chair, English, early 18th 
century. It is described as having a 
double-arched open hoop back with a 
fiddle splat supporting a second scrol- 
led cross rail; shield-shaped slip seat 
in the finest floral petit point of the 
period; acanthus-carved cabriole front 
legs with voluted knees and club feet.

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Notes of the History of 
HAIR DOS and ORNAMENTS

My high commode, my damask gown, 
My laced shoes of Spanish leather, 
A silver bodkin in my hair, 

And a dainty plume of feather. 


Hair has always been a subject of 
interest for both sexes from the ear- 
liest record. Samson’s hair gave him 
abnormal physical strength, and all 
nations encouraged the growth of it. 
In A.D. 100 fashionable men wore 
it long with false curls and were call- 
ed effeminates. 

Pictures of Charlemagne (B.C. 768- 
814) show him with long curled hair 
resembling our long bob to his should- 


ers. 

A cut of the Queen of Sheba (B.C. 
1015-975) visiting Solomon shows the 
same long bob, and her hair as well 
as those of the attendants was done 
in a plain straight style, drawn into 
a knot at the back of the head. 

Themistocles is shown with short 
ats curled and parted in the mid- 

le. 

The Grecian woman (400 B.C.), 
with hair piled high and curls at 
both sides, covered her head with the 
pallium, a square, bright colored 
scarf which she pulled over her head 
for protection and covered her face 
when necessary. 

Alexander the Great ordered that 
no one should paint him but Appelles, 
and none to do him in bronze except 
Lysippus. A cut of Diogenes, who 
lived in a tub, basking in the sun, 
shows him with long hair, slightly 
bald, and Alexander with curly short 
bob. This was about 323 B.C. 

A group of ancient Gauls shows 
the men with long bobs and the women 
with their hair long, parted in the 
middle, and in two braids over each 
shoulder. 

Brian Boru, King of Ireland (kill- 
ed in 1014), is pictured with long 
bob, curled, and wearing a beard. 

Records of the 12th century tell us 
early Britons had long bushy hair, 
and the ladies confined theirs in silk 
cases or cauls reaching nearly to the 
waist. Those who had no natural 
tresses, wore artificial. During the 
reigns of the early Plantagenets the 
hair was less profuse. 

Henry III, (1216-1272) assembled 
the first Parliament in which counties 
and boroughs were represented. He 
was a well disposed man, but a feeble 
monarch, patron of art, and skiled 
in the gay science of the troubadour. 
No greater fop ever occupied the 
British throne. Spanish styles were 
altered, and he became a fashion de- 
signer. His court was powdered, curl- 
ed, perfumed and wore earrings. He 
reigned 56 vears. 

During the reign of Richard II, 
ladies’ hair is gathered into a gold 
caul at the side, covered with a ker- 
chief or veil, thus giving a _ heart- 
shaped or square appearance. Strutt 
compares this style to a horned snail, 


harts and unicorns, and says, “they 
carried gallows in their heads with 
long pins.” (1877-13879) 

During the reign of Henry IV 
(1899-1413) yellow hair was consid- 
ered beautiful. Ladies allowed it to 
hang in curls down the back. The 
horned-headdress continued into the 
reign of Henry V. and men wore 
their hair very short, cropped about 
the face, resembling our crock hair- 


cut. 

About 1461 during the reign of 
Edward IV it was allowed to grow 
long, and flowing and continued in 
this style until the reign of Richard 
III. Ladies still wore the caul of silk 
or cloth net, set with jewels. 

In 1483, during the reign of Henry 
VI, men’s hair was allowed to grow. 
The same style continued into the 
reign of Edward III. 

When Edward V, came to the 
throne the men wore bushy hair, both 
behind and at the sides. Ladies still 
stuck to the cap or caul of gold or 
embroidery. They projected horizon- 
tally from the back of the head. The 
kerchief was also worn resembling 
wings. 

Upon the coins of Edward I, and 
until the reign of Henry VIII, the 
bushy style prevailed. Arranged in 
long or large curls and cut loose over 
the forehead in bangs. Ladies still 
used the caul, curled and held by 
jewels. The network of gold lace was 
set with jewels and ornaments, some- 
times called the tresson, dorelet, or 
crespine. 

Coming into the reign of the Tu- 
dors, the court of Henry VII, was 
at no time either gay or brilliant. 
Portraits show his hair long and 
flowing over his shoulder in a pro- 
fusion of curls. Styles for ladies of 
this period still included the close 
caul of embroidery fitted to the head, 
with or without the gauze veil. The 
veil was usually colored and made of 
silk or gold embroidery and studded 
with precious stones. During the lat- 
ter part of this reign ladies began to 
take more notice of their hair dress. 

A cut of Queen Elizabeth knight- 
ing Drake, shows her with bangs, 
short curls and a huge ruff. Drake 
is pictured with a short bob, and 
Vandyke beard. The fashionable col- 
or was yellow. Young men of the 
court wore their hair long to the 


‘ shoulders. Henry VIII had his head 


polled and wore his beard short. 

Cromwell, shown at the bedside of 
his daughter (1657), wears rather a 
wind-blown bob, while hers is loose, 
and covered with a veil. 

In 1666, the great fire following 
the plague rendered some 200,000 
homeless in London. When the wife 
of James I, fled the country by boat 
to France, she is shown with shorter 
hair and a hat with plumes. Atten- 
dants have the wind-blown bob. 

About 1621 artificially white hair 
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became fashionable, powdered with or- 
ris root, according to Webster’s W hite 
Devil (1612). 

During the reign of the Stuarts, 
ladies wore their hair closely rolled 
over the forehead and tucked in a 
coif. In the succeeding reign it was 
tightly bound over the head, and gath- 
ered in rolls at the neck, being ar- 
ranged in a group of small curls over 
the forehead. It increased like a pyra- 
mid, the curls falling over a band or 
gorget, and were sometimes made of 
artifical hair. 

About 1620 the bull-head wig was 
popular. Queen Mary wore hers turn- 
ed up from the forehead in rolling 
curls mounted by an immense com. 
mode. 

During the reign of Charles I, it 
was shorter and closer. 

The custom of powdering the hair 
is traced back to Roman days, when 
gold-dust was used for this purpose, 
Let the pointed wires each waving hair 

restrain, 

When enjoying whirling sweep the dusty 

in, 
Hapless that you, who, when the tempest 

les, 
Unarmed each rushing hurricane defies, 
In vain on barbers or on gods he calls, 
~—— yield, the beauteous structure 
—Art of Dressing the Hair, 1770 

At no period of the world’s history 
was anything more ridiculous than 
the head-dress worn made of tow, 
over which the hair was_ turned. 
Great curls of false hair, bobs, ties 
and powdered, then hung with rows 
of beads and pearls surrounded with 
a heap of feathers, bows until it ad- 
ded three feet at least to the lady’s 
height. 

Heads, when properly done, were 
left for weeks. 

Strutt mentions that in several in- 
stances the hair is represented a 
bright green or orange. The Gauls 
washed their hair with a preparation 
of chalk, making it red. This custom 
was followed in England until after 
the reign of Elizabeth, “fairhair,” be- 
ing the pride of the Saxons. 

The wig reached its height in the 
days of James II. Full-bottom wigs 
were said to have been invented by 
one Duviller, a French Barber, for 
concealing a deformity of the Dau- 
phin. When Francis I cut his hair 
short, due to wound in his head, it 
became fashionable at court. When 
Louis VII cropped his, his consort 
Eleanor divorced him. 

As late as the reign of William and 
— children wore wigs, and curled 
air. 

At the restoration of Charles II, 
wigs were long and curled, the fash- 
ions of Louis XIV appeared and the 
perwig became popular. 

The Perry wigs and drumme heads frye, 
Like to a butter firkin! 

Sonnet on the burning of the Glove Playhouse 
in London (6/29/1613). 

The hair was built higher and high- 
er until the fontange arrived. This 
consisted of a linen base of about 2 
feet in height, shaped like organ pipes 
and mounted on a roll fastened in the 
hair. Metal ribs supported it and gave 
it style. It was decorated with rib- 
bons and ornament and artificial curls.

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HAIR DOS & ORNAMENTS

in France when the hair of the 
Duchesse de Fontages came down 
and she tied it back with her scarf. 
The King was so pleased that he re- 
quested she do it that way and it 
was copied by all ladies of fashion. 

Viennese ladies wore ells of heavy 
ribbon built up three or four stories, 
with several rows of large bodkins 
in it. These were studded with jewels 
and stuck out three or four inches 
from the hair to support it. 

Jewels were the favorite ornaments 
and Louis XIV finally objected to 
such extravagance. During his reign 
the allonge wig, which he wore, when 
his own hair grew thin became pop- 
ular. This resembled the lady’s fon- 
tange. The man’s peruke grew high 
above the brow and it was usually 
parted and arranged in two peaks 
flowing in long curls almost to the 
waist. It was originally made of hu- 
man hair, but the demand grew so 
enormous that horse hair and wool 
was resorted to. The first wigs were 
blond, light brown or black, and the 
peruke was hot and heavy. A blond 
one cost about 1000 thalers. 

After his death, the shape of the 
wig changed. It ceased to be such a 
high affair, flowing side curls were 
shortened, and the bag-wig came in. 
A silk or oil cloth bag was fastened 
at the nape of the neck with a large 
bow, or held by a ribbon which lay 
loosely around it. The hair was worn 
in loose curls or set in tight rolls, 
in single, double or even more rolls 
around the temples. 

Under Louis XVI when ladies hair 
resumed such extravagant dimen- 
sions, the style for men called a la 
nouvel Adonis came in. This was a 
score of tight round curls worn 
around the head. For many years the 
front hair was brushed up into the 
toupe, a style which also became pop- 
ular with the ladies. 

During the reign of Chas. II. 
enormous periwigs disappeared and 
a less cumbersome one called the 
peruke came into fashion. This was 
called the “traveling or campaign 
wig.” It had knobs of bobs and a dil- 
do on each side with a curled front. 
These dildo’s or pole locks, when 
hung from the center of the long 
periwig are no doubt the ancestors of 
the pig-tail. 

For tightening the curls, small rol- 
lers of pipe clay, called bilgoquets or 
rouletres were used. Curls were wound 
around these while hot or cold. 

Falbalas or ribbons with dreaming 
ends tied to various parts of the 
dress in the court of Louis XIV were 
called fal-lals by the English. 

It was a mark of etiquette to comb 
the wig in public, and elegant combs 
were used for this purpose. 

Tom Brown in his letters from the 
Dead to the Dead speaks of a peri- 
wig large enough to have loaded a 
camel, and he bestowed on it at least 
a bushel of powder. 

The tower or row of lace stuck 
bolt upright over the forehead ris- 
ing one up over the other in a row 
of tiers diminishing as they rose while 


‘long lappets hung over the shoulder. 


Stow tells us that periwigs were 
brought to England about the time 
of the massacre of Paris. The Hay- 
man’s Quodlibets, 1628, mentions peri- 
wiggians and Fuller in his Worthies 
used the term “perwake.” 

The Pong-Pong was an ornament 
worn by the ladies in the middle of 
the forepart of their headdress. They 
also wore butterflies, feathers, tinsel 
and ribbons. 

The Choux was a great bundle of 
hair worn at the back of the head re- 
sembling a cabbage. 

When beauty went a-riding she 
wore her chignon or pad of hair at 
the nape of her neck. 

Gentlemen cherished a long lock of 
hair called the “love-lock” which was 
allowed to hang on the breast, some- 
times reaching to the waist. It was 
said to have been brought over by 
Christian IV who visited England 
from Denmark and wore one because 
of an infirmity disease called Pilca 
Polonica. 

The story is told of the hairdresser 
who asked a lady how long since her 
head been opened and repaired, and 
she replied not over nine weeks. Open- 
ing hair and the disturbance it caused, 
its numerous inhabitants, brought 
various remedies on the market for 
their riddance. 

Ladies Magazine of 1775 shows 
curls held by pearl pins, starred 
leaves, large feathers and two drop 
curls at the ear. 

One of the most interesting trades 
was the art of wig making. Before 
the Lyceum Theatre started on their 
first American tour they carried no 
less than 1000 wigs made by a Lon- 
don concern. The names of these 
were: country boys’, black straight, 
Quakers’, Red Indians, Black Bald, 
Stretch, Court, Chinese, Flowing 
Brown, Fair Red, Gray Tie, Brown 
Gray, White, Black, Dress, Monks’, 
Comic Old Woman’s, Japanese Wat- 
teau, Barristers’, Pages’, and Clowns’. 

Stories were told of how perriquiers 
obtained their material, of ladies sell- 
ing their locks for food, etc. 

Light hair came from the north, 
and dark from the south and it be- 
came a.collectors item. It was twist- 
ed into a “weft” then sewed on a 
wig block covered with net in rows 
running from ear to ear. It was then 
trimmed and cut. 

In the early part of the 18th cen- 
tury a man did not appear in his 
own hair. He wore a wig of set shape 
and style, powered, and it was an es- 
sential part of -his dress. 

Every profession had its own style, 
the “tie-wig” with the little plaited 
tail, was not so formal as the large 
flowing one, but became more favor- 
able later on. Wigs were expensive, 
and wig-snatching a profitable busi- 
ness. 

“Nor is thy wig with safety worn; 

High on the shoulder, in a basket born, 

Lurkes the small boy, whose hand to 
rapine bred 


Plucks off the curling honors of thy —e. 


Wigs were of various colors, black, 
brown, yellow and white. Powder was 
made of various ingredients, and per- 
fumed with pomatum, which made the 
powder stick.

The French Revolution struck a 
death blow to the wig. 

The Lady’s Magazine, for M irch 
1774, describes the fashionable cress 
of the day. The hair is dressed very 
backward and low, with large flat 
puffs on top; toupe not so low. Three 
long curls or six small pugs down 
the side. 

In a London account of the birth- 
day levee’ of St. James, 6/23/1775, 
the ladies’ hair was done in kind of 
half-moon toupe, with two long curls, 
the second opposite each other below 
the ear the hind part dresses as usual 
for few ladies had the addition of 
broad braided bands crossing each 
other, as if to confine as well as or- 
nament the back of the head. 

Give Chloe a bushel of horse-hair and 
wool 
Of paste and pomatum a pound; 
Ten yards of gay ribbon to deck her 
sweet skull; 
And gauze to encompass it round. 
—London Magazine, 1777 

Headdress of the ladies reached its 
peak in 1782. It consisted of a heap 
of tow and pads over which false hair 
was arranged and hung with ribbons, 
gauze, feathers, or artificial flowers. 

Ladies headdress continued to rise 
and fall during the century, varying 
in shape. Women wore their hair in 
curls or flat to the head, “pompons” 
or huge structures 2-3 ft. high, rib- 
bons, birds nests, ships, carriages, 
and wagons in gold and silver lace. 
Toward the end of the century feather 
head-dresses came in. 

In 1772 a Parisian fashion maga- 
zine Le Courrier de La Mode, con- 
tained 96 styles of headdress. Nothing 
was too ridiculous or strange. 

Hairdresser to Marie Antoinette 
was the great Leonard, and her of- 
ficial coiffeur was Larseneur. 

Then came the fashion of insert- 
ing springs, which sent the coiffeur 
up or down at a touch. Mme. de Ma- 
tignon paid her coiffeur a yearly sum 
of 24,000 livres for which he furnished 
a new hairdo every day. 

Most women had their hair dress- 
ed once a week and this was the age 
of long head-scratchers of gold or 
ivory. j 

During the Revolution a cartoonist 
pictured each upper lock of hair turn- 
ed into a fortress, the level part in 
front covered with tents, and soldiers 
marching with cannon in the ambus- 
cade up the curls, and ships in the 
club behind. f 

A writer in the London Magazine 
1758, gives a variety of forms and 
terms for wigs. The pigeon’s wing, 
the comet, the cauliflower, the royal 
bird, the staircase, the ladder, the 
temple, the rhinoceros, the corded 
brush, the wild boar’s back, the 
wolf’s paw, Count Saxe’s Mode, the 
she-dragon, the rose, the crutch, the 
negligent, the chancellor, the cut bob, 
the long bob, the half-natural, the 
chain buckle, the corded back, the 
spinach-seed, and the artichoke. 

The hairdresser mounted a_ ladder 
to arrange the curls. 

Toward the end of the century the 
wig went out, except for professions 
of law, church dignitaries, etc. 
Golden quoifs and stomachers,

No markings on mugs other than 
light blue paint stamp (made in Ja- 
pan) on bottom of mug. (can be 
erased).

Any damage incurred will be a 
loss to the dealer, that is, unless the 
offender does have a conscience and 
wants to make restitution.”

at Auction 


Bidders paid $117,000 for the Ital- 
ian States and Lombardy-Venetia 
stamps of the late Admiral Frederic 
R. Harris. 

The four-day sale, comprising Part 
I of the extensive Harris philatelic 
estate, was held recently at the New 
York auction rooms of Harmer, Rooke 
& Co. 

It was the greatest sale of Italian 
stamps ever held, and in point of 
total realization for a single auction 
may be compared with any of the 
Green, Pack or Roosevelt sales. The 
lavish outlay of rare Italian States 
and Lombardy-Venetia covers, blocks, 
reconstructed plates and choice singles 
drew dealers from overseas—Eduardo 
Pergolesi of Rome and Dr. Paul Wolf 
of London—as well as many Amer- 
icans who preferred to bid from the 
floor. 

Of the total realized, $75,000 was 
paid for the Italian States and $42, 
000 for the Lombardy-Venetia mater- 
ial. Many of the lots brought several 
times catalogue value and many more 
went for full catalogue value. 

The highest price in the sale for a 
single piece—$3,100—was paid for a 
mint block of 11 of the Lombardy- 
Venetia 15¢ carmine rose, type II, 
with four complete St. Andrews cross- 
es attached. 

A bid of $2,200 took a mint block 
of seven of the Lombardy-Venetia 
15-soldi blue with two small St. An- 
drews crosses. A beautiful mint copy 
of the Scarlet Mercury (Lombardy- 
Venetia No. P4) which used to be in 
Count Ferrari’s collection, sold for 
$17,00. 

The rare Modena cover with a strip 
of three of the 80c buff, including the 
“no period after 80” variety, realized 
$2,8000. 

A handsome block of 16 of the Mo- 
dena 15¢e (No. 3), which was once 
one of the gems of the famous Roths- 
child collection, went for $550. It in- 
cluded the “CETN” variety. 

The Parma lots sold very well. An 
unused block of nine of the 20c in a 
deep blue shade, cataloguing $156, 
realized $240. 

In Romagna, a superb cancelled 
sheet-margin pair of the %b black on 
straw sold for $90, though catalog- 
ing but $25. A cover with a strip of 
four and two pairs of the same stamp 
realized $280, though the stamps as 
singles list only $100. A bisect of the 


; 6b on cover brought $525. 


A Roman States cover fetched $540. 
It has three copies of the 1-scudo rose, 
plus a 50b 

Many Sardinia items went far be- 
yond catalogue quotes. A mint sheet- 
margin block of four of the 40c rose, 
cataloguing $500 as singles, went for 
$725. A cover with a superb copy of 
the rare 40c red with inverted head, 
ex-Rothschild collection, realized $120. 

Five times catalog was the record 
made by a superb unused strip of 
three of the Tuscany Icr in the very 
deep shade of carmine lilac—$550 
against a catalog value of $105 as 
singles. Another strip of three of the 
2cr in deep blue realized $320, or 
more than five times the catalogue 
figure of $60. 

Kighteen lots of combination Tus- 
cany and Sardinia covers realized 
$820. 

A Naples cover fetched $625. It had 
a strip of three of the 50gr lilac rose, 
and a single 10gr. A used strip if 
four of the 50gr lilac rose realized 
$350. 

One of the rare Trinacrias of Na- 
les, used, brought $425. A used pair 
of the Savoy Cross, cataloguing $500, 
fetched $925, and a cover with two 
pairs of the Savoy Cross sold for 
$2,100. 

In Sicily 37 reconstructed plates of 
Bomba Heads sold for a total of $6,- 
500. A rare unused block of four of 
the 5gr brick red brought $450. 

In Neapolitan Provinces, a hand- 
some large-margin copy of the 50gr 
gray with clear dated cancel brought 
$105, though cataloguing only $80. | 

Many of the Lombardy-Venetia 
prices were spectacular. Two pairs of 
the 10-soldi with St. Andrews cross- 
es realized $1,050 and $1,800. A 
Lombardy-Venetia cover whith two 
revenues used for postage (ex- Roths- 
child collection) realized $270.

When Lot 992 was recently knock- 
ed down by Bernard Harmer of H. R. 
Harmer, Inc., a new high level had 
been obtained for the classic issues 
of the United States up to the 1867 
issue. 

The occasion was the three-day 
auction of the first portion of the 
magnificent collection of United States 
formed and offered by William L. 
Moody III of Texas. 

Crowded rooms on each day of the 
leading collectors and dealers of the 
country bidding against keen com- 
petition amongst mail bidders result- 
ed in a grand total of $91,331 against 
the auctioneer’s original expectations 


of $78,747. Catalogue price on superb 
material went by the board and 
amongst the high-lights, the following 
realizations are of particular note. 

Postmasters’ Provisionals: Balti- 
more (“Buchanan’’) 5c black on white 
on cover (cat. $1000), $1400; 5c 
black on bluish on cover (cat. $1200), 
$1100; Millbury 5c black on bluish, 
very lightly cancelled, with 2 faint 
marginal creases (cat. $4000), $2100. 
New York 5c o. g. (cat. $100), $200, 
unused copies $210, $110 and $110; 
used copies (cat. $75), $165 showing 
double transfer at bottom, $200 show- 
ing bottom frame line double, $135, 
$90; used pairs, $160, $260, $210 show- 
ing bottom frame line double, $340 
and $180. Singles on cover brought 
between $330 and $200. 

Ribbed paper 5c, superb used $180; 
pelure paper 5c showing bottom frame 
line double used (cat. $100), $200. 
Signed “‘R. H. M.,” unused copy show- 
ing double frame line at bottom be- 
lieved to be the only unused copy 
with this rare signature, $525; used 
copies (cat. $400), $340, $260. 

St Louis Bear 5c with full sheet 
margin at bottom on cover, the scarce 
rate (cat. $600), $1500; 10c on cover, 
(cat. $750), $1300. 1846 5¢ pen can- 
celled, off cover (cat. $500), $650. 10¢c 
postmarked (cat. $350), $570. 10e, a 
vertical strip of 3, pen cancelled and 
postmarked, center stamp creased 
(cat. $1250), $1700. 20c, very fine 
used with a cut into 10c on cov 
$2100. 

In the general issues, the 1847 5c 
used brought up to $125 in superb 
condition, even fine copies averaging 
and exceeding full catalogue. A ic 
red brown on cover which also bore 
“Registered” in black, “R” in blue 
and Mss. “25”, establishing the use 
of registration during this period 
reached $220. Fine copies on cover 
sold between $40 and $95 and with 
Railroad postmarks up to $270. Pairs 
on cover brought $340 and $360 
(cover bore red “Steam” and _ oval 
packet marking “Steamer Hecla’’). 

The 10c 1847 off cover used sold 
between $67.50 and $400, the last a 
glorious corner copy. On cover 8 
copies exceeded $100, 2 reaching $180. 
A 10e¢ superb on cover with “Hudson 
River Mail New York” postmark 
brought $280 and another postmarked 
twice “Way 11c,” $420. : 

A horizontal pair tied by red grid 
and bearing circular “U. S. Express 
Mail, Boston” from the “Ludlow Bee- 
be” correspondence was run to $480 
and a further pair on neat folded let- 
ter, $410. 
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The rarer vertical 10c bisect on 
cover cataloguing $1000 sold for $775. 

In the 1851-57 Imperforates, again 
catalogue price was forgotten by the 
keen competitors for this issue, par- 
ticularly in the instance of some 
jeautiful copies with fancy postmarks. 

Of the rarities, a cover bearing 
copies of Type IA, IIIA and III 
brought $260; an unused copy of the 
major cracked plate (2LII), $180 
and the well known o. g. block 
of 12 showing the big crack from 
the “Colonel Green” collection, $1200. 
8 singles on cover, Types IIIA, 
II] and III, cancelled by 2 strikes of 
ared flag in circle sold for $300 and a 
vertical strip of 3, types IIIA, II and 
IIA on cover from Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, $170. A sheet margin copy of 
Type IV on cover reached $110. 

OF the 8c orange brown, single 
used copies sold as high as $87.50; a 
brilliant mint upper left corner block 
of 6, $120. Among the fancy post- 
marks on the 3c on cover, the highest 
levels were $240, $170, $105, $100 (2), 
$95 (8) and downwards... The un- 
used block of 21 of the 3c showing 2 
major cracks and previously in the 
“fmerson” collection, sold reasonably 
at $800. It is generally considered 
one of the finest 8c items known. This 
concluded the first session which to- 
taled $46,700.75 against the auction- 
er’s expectations of $42,392.

Auction Catalogs 

Comment on the illustrated auction 
catalogs comes from varied places, 
but all seem to grant the style 
(method maybe) used by the recent 
Pelander sale for a Danish West Indies 
auction, to be not only unusual and 
good, but the catalog is useable as 
an illustrated compendium, with prices 
or estimates, of the whole country, 
even winding up with some unissued 
proofs of stamps. This mention came 
first from a Dane in London. “The 
best Danish West I ever saw and a 
lasting compendium of values as of 
now.’ 

There is room for thought on this. 
I little effort as to pages illustrated 
in conection with the material listed, 
would allow such a catalog to be 
used after as a check list, a sample 
book, a reference for covers and 
“used abroad” material, and with the 
assumed cash values as of the year 
of issue. 

It is much better catalogue than 
the one we use daily. A hint for 
auction catalog builders.

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Chinese Issues 


The Korean fuss and the pro and 
con of why, and how, is making the 
youthful collector very conscious of 
the Eastern side of the Asiatic con- 
tinent. Queries about Chinese issues 
fill the mail and it is a major job 
to suggest, not direct, the best method 
of mounting the issues we can get, 
or find, or that are sent on letters 
from Christian Chinese to their mis- 
sionary friends here. 

The listings in the current catalog 
are agreed to by the China Society, 
but they fall short of completeness. 
Expert Chinese collectors suggest that 
the best way is to use a stock book 
page and arrange anything not in 
the current Scott, in possible, or 
known, sequence, and wait till the 
next edition appears. That will be a 
year, but even so, the ordinary col- 
lector will not completely build up 
the catalogued items now in the cat- 
alog. 

And some of the later ones are 
poor in printing, paper, color and 
usually in incomplete sets. In most 
cases, too, the source being a bulk 
mixture, the condition matches the 
paper. There is no known “best” 
method for getting rid of the fish 
glue. 

Still a most interesting section of 
the Chinese and other issues, and

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS

Why not start a twentieth century 
coin collection. <A set of all coins, ex- 
exclusive of commemoratives, minted 
from 1900 to date. A big kick in col- 
lecting is the finding of coins in your 
change, and it will be great sport 
watching your change for twentieth 
century coins. Very few coins prior to 
1900 are in circulation. In assembling 
a set of some particular coin one has to 
buy most of the pieces dated prior to 
1900. Have the bank change your ten 
dollar bill into nickles, take the nick- 
els home with you and enjoy the fun 
of picking out the dates. The next day 
repeat the process with dimes; then 
quarters: and so on until you have the 
whole list started. It is not like look- 
ing for needles in a hay stack for the 
coins are in circulation; it is more like 
looking for four leaf clovers. It is a 
test of your patience and perseverance 
with a reward of a “rainy day nest 
egg” for your efforts.

The success of footlight entertain- 


ers is measured by the personality of 
the actors. Stars are the luminaries 
with shining personality. The coin- 
age entertainment world has its stars, 
its shining luminaries, its coins with 
personality. The early dimes and 
half-dimes all stand for the same 
thing, they typify our country’s early 
history, but the Martha Washington 
dime and half-dime outshine the 
others, to my way of thinking. They 
are stars, they possess personality, 
and for that reason have a big fan 
mail. Besides being old timers they 
have the added distinction of having 
been coined from the silver plate of 
our First Lady. There are cents, and 
and cents and cents, but it is the 
Fugio cent that holds the limelight, 
it has personality, it was designed by 
Ben himself and is known as the 
Franklin cent. The two cent piece, 
the first coin to carry the banner “In 
God We Trust” is a star performer. 
The centless nickel and the V D B 
Lincoln cent are head-liners. Old 
Pariah, the trade dollar, the star in 
A Coin Without A Country”, is the 
coinage world’s greatest tragedian. 
These coins are not at all rare, but 
considering the great number of each 
minted they are mighty scarce. 
Everybody wants a Personality in his 


collection and it is this demand that 
makes the coins scarce. 

Coin clubs recruit their members 
from their visitors, if you expect your 
visitors to join up you must make the 
meetings snappy and interesting. Do 
not bore the visitors, and the mem- 
bers, with an hour’s discussion of triv- 
ial matters that should be determined 
aside by the officers. Visitors and 
members are not at all interested in 
petty, inconsequential matters: they 
want a good time; see that they have 
it. They want to be entertained, not 
bored, and nothing is more boresome 
than a long drawn out meeting. Offi- 
cers should run, not ruin the meet- 


ings.

Half dollars are very popular am- 
ongst collectors; they are of a handy 
size, all artistic and very few “skip” 
dates. Even without the rare mem- 
bers a long sequence of dates can be 
formed. By most collectors the com- 
memorative halves are considered a 
type to themselves and are not thrown 
into the regular half dollar till.

When collectors contact, age, size and 
temperament are shelved for the 
great equalizer, the one thing that 
pars human nature, coins.

The nickel is a popular coin amongst 
collectors. Children just starting 
out are surfeited with them. The 
nickel is a _ pretty coin and of 
convenient size. They have been 
minted since 1866, a set of them 
makes a beautiful showing. There 
are no rare dates so a set is easy to 
assemble. But take heed; there is 
one date that needs watching, 1878. 
There were but 2,350 nickels minted 
in 1878. Sixty-two years is a long 
time; many of the 1878 nickels have 
disappeared; considering the number 
of nickel collectors there cannot be 
many of the 1878s in the revolving 
fund. With only a few more collec- 
tors concentrating on this coin the 
bidding will become brisk and the 
price soar. There won’t be enough 
to go around. The demand will over- 
top the supply. With only this one 
date standing between him and a 
complete nickel set, the collector will 
pay big for the gap filler. If you 
have an 1878 nickel hold onto it. If 
you haven’t one, get one. It is the 
limited mintage coin that grows into 
real value.

And the same thing applies to the 
three cent pieces (nickel). One 
scarce date, 1878, with only 2,350 
coined. The price of this date has 
not yet reached the heights; secure 
one now befort it starts its climb.

Little Jack Horner — “He stick in 
his thumb and pulled out a plum and 
said ‘what a smart boy am I.’ 
Little Jack. Little is right. He was 
a smart boy because without any ef- 
fort on his part he pulled out a plum 
placed there by the smart mother who, 
after years of training, was able to 
bake the pie. A plum that came 
from a tree planted by a smart farmer. 
“What a smart boy am I.” but not 
one word about the smart mother and 
farmer. We find little Jack Horners 
in every phase of life. Not frequent- 
ly thank the Lord, but occasionally 
we find a little Jack in the coin 
collecting game. The man who has 
bought, not collected his coins. One 
who looks upon his collection as a 
plum and not something he _ has 
collected. One who makes a business 
instead of a hobby of the _ sport. 
After buying a big collection he flits 
from club to club, exhibiting his 
plum, with a “What a smart boy am 
I.” Not one word about the thou- 
sands of smaller collectors that first 
collected the coins that he afterwards 
bought. Not one word about the thou- 
sands who have made numismatistry 
what it is. Not a word about the 
men who spent their lives studying 
and classifying the many coins, mak- 
ing the hobby worth while. Be a tree 
planter, a pie baker, not a plum pull- 
ing Jack in the numismatic game. 
A big man with a small collection is 
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preferrable to a little man with a big 
collection.

“God must love the poor, he has 
made so many of them;” Uncle Sam 
must love the one cent piece. he has 
coined so many of them. The half 
dollar is the handiest size; the quarter 
is a close second; dimes and nickles 
are easily handled. The dollar is pop- 
ular; on account of its bulk a small 
number makes a big show; and too 
they are so hefty to the feel. The 
two cents and twenty centers are con- 
veniently sized but the lack of num- 
bers works against them. The “for- 
gotten coins,’ are the neglected ones, 
On account of their smallness they are 
hard to handle, easily lost, reading 
and designs require too close inspec- 
tion, dates and mint marks impos- 
sible except through a lens; requires 
too many of them to make even a 
small showing in a display. However, 
with a little patience and small labor 
these coins can be utilized to ad- 
vantage. On a contrasted back-ground 
make a star of the half dimes sur- 
rounded by a circle of silver three 
centers, frame them, and you have 
a numismatic ornament that will at- 
tract attention. If you do not like 
the star idea, form them into a shield, 
or any other design that strikes your 
fancy. oOo

your coins then talk them.

The sociability, the hearty co-op- 
eration amongst coin clubs is a good 
omen for the hobby. There is pleasant 
rivalry but no enviousness. Rivalry 
builds, enviousness razes. The regi- 
mentation of coin collectors into clubs 
with their disciplinary orderliness, 
giving members a big run for their 
money, is a marked contrast to the 
old haphazard go-it alone system. And 
members are all loyal, they stick. The 
wonderful success of clubs is due en- 
tirely to the lack of enviousness in 
the clubs and amongst the clubs, for 
envy breeds dissension and “Dissen- 
sions like small streams at first be- 
gun, scarce seen they rise but gather 
as they run.” 090 

“In all undertakings it is necassary 
to consider the end.” In undertaking 
a coin collection consider the end and 
build with a preconceived purpose. 
The end should be a monument to 
your good sense, not to your folly.

You have a _ tew cheap looking 
coins in your collection, coins that 
do not come up to snuff in condition; 
every collection is so effected. When 
going over another’s coins do not 
pick out and criticize these weak- 
lings; overlook them and praise the 
fine specimens. These derelicts may 
be very dear to the owner, perhaps 
the ones he started with, or perhaps 
the ones he “cut his eye tooth on” in 
the school of experience, and he 
keeps them as mementos. With s0 
many honor coins in the lot one can 
easily and charitably overlook the 
low graders, for, Horace said, “Truly 
where so many things in the poem 
shine, I will not take offense at 4 
few spots.” 
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MONEY OF YESTERYEAR 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


Most of us know where the United 
States Treasury keeps its huge re- 
serve of gold. The Treasury also has 
a much bulkier, though not as valu- 
able reserve of silver. This is not 
kept where the gold is. The silver is 
stored in a recently completed stor- 
age vault at West Point, New York. 
The depository, costing more than 
$5000,000 in 1938 is under the super- 
vision of Nellie Tayloe Ross, Director 
of the Mint. It is a rectangular, win- 
dowless one story concrete structure 
170x256 feet on a four-acre piece of 
land near the West Point Army Re- 
servation. It is within 500 feet of the 
Storm King Highway: near invulner- 
able to theft. Loading and unloading 
can be done in its interior under 
guard of heavy steel doors. A nine- 
foot steel fence surrounds the build- 
ing and every care has been taken to 
make it safe. 

It is capable of holding two billion 
ounces of silver or about 70,000 tons. 
Look at your one dollar bills. You 
will see upon them—-“This certifies 
that there is on deposit in the Treas- 
ury of the United States of America, 
one dollar in silver payable to the 
bearer on demand.” That is where 
that silver is kept. 

1950 Proof sets are now being sold 
to coin collectors. As of the end of 
August, 14,551 sets had been coined. 
Proof sets will be coined until the 
end of the year and the number coin- 
ed will be determined by the demand. 
If there are any proof sets left over 
January 1, 1951, they will still be able 
to be purchased until the supply is 
exhausted. The quantity already coin- 
ed plus the amount of time still to 
go seems to suggest that this issue 
will not be very rare. The number 
coined by August 1, is almost com- 
parable to the number coined in 1941, 
with a chance that there might be as 
many as coined in 1942. The 1941 
sets catalog for $7 and the 1942 sets 
which have two nickles, catalog for 
$7.50. Of course they sell for less than 
that, and while they show a profit for 
the investor in them. Not near as 
much as was the case with the earlier 
ones,

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It seems that it was only pesterday 
that the size of our paper money was 
reduced, and the old familiar large 

“Saddle Blanket” notes gradually dis- 

appeared from circulation, but—that 
occured in 1928! Twenty two years 
ago. If you haven’t seen any recent- 
ly you’d be surprised how really large 
they look. 

Can you remember the attractive 
Federal Reserve notes that were in 
use during World War I? The one 
dollar bills had a large attractive 
spread eagle on the reverse—the twos 
always eo to me with the full 
view of a S. Warship. Even that 
warship is old fashioned looking now. 

Remember the Silver Certificate Five 
Dollar Bills with a full face view of 
an Indian. The then well known one 
dollar silver certificate with a spread 
eagle in center on pedestal, Capitol 
dome in background? Five dollar bills 
of the time had Columbus sighting 
land on the left side, the landing of 
the Pilgrims on the right. The Tens 
showed an old time locomotive and 
train, with automobile below on road, 
an old airplane above. On the right 
side an old four stack ocean liner 
was depicted. You’d have to be pretty 
old to remember the BROWN BACK 
bills of the late 19th century. 

Designs of the old saddle blanket 
bills were much more ornate than 
they are today. It was the theory that 
a lot of engraving made them harder 
to counterfeit. They also used to have 
hairs imbedded in the paper and these 
were a secret way the government had 
proof. This did not always work, 
however, for counterfeiters at one 
time took two thin pieces of paper, 
placed hairs between them and press- 
ed them together making an obverse 
and reverse. These could be detected 
by splitting the bills however.

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THE CADIZ MEDALS 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


Cadiz, the ancient Gades, is an 
important commercial city of Spain 
and the capital of the modern 
province of the same name, which 
forms part of the great division of 
Andalusia. The city is situated at 
the extremity of the long narrow 
isthmus of the Isle of Leon. The 
Atlantic ocean washes its western 
and part of its southern side. and on 
the north and north-east it is en- 
closed by the Cadiz, a deep inlet of 
the Atlantic, forming an outer and 
an inner bay. Connected by only a 
narrow strip of ground with the 
mainland, Cadiz is admirably situ- 
ated for defence; but though it has 
several sea and land fortifications; 
these are by no means considered 
impregnable. The town, which is 
surrounded by walls, forms nearly a 
square, each side being about a mile 
and a half in length. The hovsas be- 
ing built of white stone, the city 
presents a remarkably bright and 
clean appearance from the sea. The 
streets are well paved and lighted, 
but they are narrow. Its two 
cathedrals are, on the whole, but 
poor specimens of _ ecclesiastical 
architecture, and its pictures, with 
the exception of one or two excellent 
pieces by Murillo, are of little value. 


Cadiz declined greatly as a com- 
mercial city after the emancipation 
of the Spanish colonies in South 
America. Cadiz is one of the most 
ancient towns in Europe, having 
been built by the Phoenicians, under 
the name of Gaddir, 347 years before 
the foundation of Rome, or about 
1100 B. C. It afterwards passed into 
the hands of the Carthaginians, from 
whom it was captured by the 
Romans, who named it Gades, and 
under them it became a city of vast 
wealth and importance. Occupied 
afterwards by the Goths and the 
Moors, it was taken by the Spaniards 
in 1262. In 1587, Drake destroyed 
the Spanish fleet in the bay: nine 
years later, it was pillaged and 
burned by Lord Essex; and in 1625 
and 1702, it was unsuccessfully at- 
tacked by other English forces. After 
the revolution of 1808, Cadiz became 
the headquarters of the insurrec- 
tionary junta, by whose orders it 
was separated from the mainland. 
The French, in February 1810, com- 
menced a_ blockade, which they 
vigorously preserved in, capturing 
several of the forts, until August 
25, 1812, when the victories of the 
Duke of Wellington forced them to 
abandon it. The city was besieged 
and taken by the French in 1823, and 
held by them until 1828. 

A silver medal of 1596 commem- 
orates the allied expedition to Cadiz. 
On the obverse are the shields of 
England, France and the United Pro- 
vinces, roped together and held by a 
hand. On the reverse the Spanish 
fleet is seen sinking off Cape Finis- 
ters. obverse legend is: 


e 
RUMPITUR HAUD FACILE and 
the reverse reads: QUID ME PERSE- 


QUERIS. The name of the artist is 
unknown but the style indicates that 
it is of the Netherlands school. 

A Netherlands counter of the same 
date commemorates the allied expe- 
pedition. On the obverse is shown 
a spouting whale and on the reverse 
is the island of Walcheren. The ob- 
verse legend is: CALCULI ORDI- 
NUM WALACHRIAE and that of 
the reverse reeds: PROTECTOR ET 
HOSTIS. 

A silver medal of 1781, by the 
Dutch artist, J. G. Holtzhev has for 
its subject “the action off Cadiz.” 
On the obverse is the stern view of 
four vessels in action, one dis- 
mantled, left, and on the reverse is a 
trident with three shields upon it 
and two anchors, engraved pennants 
on either side; in exergue a festooned 
lion’s head. The obverse legend is: 
VIS VI FORTITE REPULSA and 
the reverse has: ANTIQUA VIR- 
TUTE DUUM-VIRI NAVARCH 
(US). The inscription on the pen- 
nants reads, left,; P. MELVILL 
NAVARCHUS and right: G. 
OORTHUIS. 

In 1828, Dieudonne, a French ar- 
tist, struck a silver medal to com- 


memorate the capture of Cadiz and : 


the Admiral Duc d’Angouleme. On 
the obverse of this medal is the head 
of the admiral, laureate, left, and on 
the reverse the admiral on horseback, 
racing; a winged Victory above with 
palm branch holding a wreath over 
his head; view of Cadiz in the dis- 
tance, a vessel bombarding, left, an- 
other in the distance, right. 

Another naval medal associated 
with Cadiz is one struck in 1805 to 
commemorate the chief battles of 
Admiral Viscount Nelson. This was 
prior to Trafalgar, and therefore 
Copenhagen and Cadiz are the only 
battles listed. On the obverse is a 
Victory, winged, standing on the prow 
of an antique galley, a palm in her 
left hand and a medallion of the ad- 
miral in her right. The obverse 
legend reads: VICTORIA. On _ the 
reverse is the inscription within a 
wreath of laurel and nalm: FH. Viee. 
COM. NELSON OB PATRIAM PUG- 
NANDO MORT. OCT. ORT. 
MDCCCV. In_ smaller lettering: 
COPENHAAG, CADIZ. 

In 1596 the King of Spain was 
planning another invasion of Eng- 
land. The English prepared a power- 
ful fleet at Plymouth, consisting of 
170 vessels, 17 of which were capital 
ships of war, the rest tenders and 
small vessels. The Hollanders sent 
20 ships to aid the English. An army 
of about 7,000 men was to accompany 
the English counter-attack on the 
Spanish mainland. The land ferces 
were commanded by the Earl of Es- 
sex; the navv bv Lord Effingham, 
high admiral. Sir Walter Raleigh 
had a command in this expedition. 
The fleet set sail on the first of June, 
1596; and meeting with a fair wind, 
bent its course to Cadiz. at which 
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place, by sealed orders delivered to 
ali the captains, the general rendez- 
vous was appointed. They sent be- 
fore them some armed _ tenders, 
which intercepted every ship that 
could carry intelligence to the enemy; 
and the fleet picked up an Irish ves- 
sel homeward bound from Cadiz, 
from which they learned that the 
port was full of merchant ships. 

After a fruitless attempt to land 
at St. Sebastian’s, on the western 
side of Cadiz, it was resolved to at- 
tack the ships and galleys in the bay, 
Effingham opposed this but Essex 
won out in the council. Then the ad- 
miral advised Essex, that the queen 
anxious for his safety, and dreading 
the effects of his youthful ardor, haa 
secretly given orders that he should 
not be permitted to command the 
van in the attack. That duty was 
performed by Sir Walter Raleigh and 
Lord Thomas Howard; but Essex no 
sooner came ‘within reach of the ene- 
my, than he forgot the promise 
which the admiral had exacted of 
him, to keep in the midst of the fleet; 
he broke through and pressed fdr- 
ward into the thickest of the fire. 
Emulation for glory, avidity of 
plunder, and animosity against the 
Spaniards, proved _ incentives to 
every one; and the enemy was soon 
obliged to slip anchor, and retreat 
further into the bay, where they ran 
many of their ships aground. Essex 
then landed his men at the fort of 
Puntal, and immediately marched to 
the attack of Cadiz, which the impet- 
uous valor of the English soon car- 
ried sword in hand. The generosity 
of Essex, not inferior to his valor, 
made him stop the slaughter, and 
treat his prisoners with the greatest 
humanity. The English made rich 
plunder in the city. The loss of the 
Spaniards was estimated at twenty 
millions of ducats. The Duke of 
Medina burned his ships to prevent 
their capture by the English.

Speaking of that period in Eng- 
land along about 1279-91, Green 
says: “A prophecy of Merlin was 
said to promise that when English 
money became round a Prince of 
Wales should be crowned in London; 
and at this moment a new coinage of 
copper money, coupled with a pro- 
hibition to break the silver penny 
into halves and quarters, as had been 
commonly done, was supposed to full- 
fi] the prediction.”

Green, discussing municipal rights 
and laws of London in the early 
1200’s and speaking of the burghers 
says: “. . . their dues to the crown 
were assessed at a fixed sum of 
honey or coin.” (P. 225).

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The average collector mostly spe- 
cializes in the larger denominations, 
dimes, quarters, halves and dollars, 
and it is surprising to them that so 
many of the advanced collectors take 
to cents. The collecting of the larger 
denominations is to a great extent 
merely the gathering together of 
dates, which, to an advanced collector 
with unlimited means, is a “short 
horse soon curried,” short job soon 
ended. But collecting cents is a long 
and seafching job and a lifetime 
quest finds a collection far from 
complete. Either because the early 
minters were careless with the lowly 
cents, or the coihs were minted in 
such large quantities the poorly made 
dies were often altered, the early 
cents, are of many varieties and the 
aim of the advanced collector is to 
secure aS many varieties as possible. 
Some of the cents show scars from 
broken dies, others cracked dies of 
different lengths; even differential 
in wreaths on coins of same date. In 
one instance of two coins of the same 
date, one shows a broken die on one 
side while the other has a broken die 
scar on both sides. There are any 
number of minor variations of cents 
bearing same date, it being claimed 
there are sixty minor variations in 
one of the dates. Collecting cents is 
not boys’ play but a man’s task. 


000 


Of the many coins that take their 
names from their value or from their 
fraction of the value of another coin 
we will say little. The list would be 
too long, and the derivations not too 
interesting. Our own coins, half and 
quarter dollar, dime (one tenth) and 
cent (one hundreth), will serve as an 
example of the method used in select- 
ing names for minor coins of the 
decimal system. There is, however, 
one case in this category that de- 
serves special mention. The crore, a 
money of account in India, equal to 
ten million rupees, gets its name 
from a blend of Hindu and Sanskrit 
terms, and means, simply, “a terrible 
lot of money.”

Dealers and numismatists make a 
great mistake in answering inquiries 
from ruralites anent the value of 
some coin. The stereotyped reply is 
“Your 18— half dollar is worth, if in 
fine condition, about 85 cents.” The 
owner knows better, or thinks he 
does; the coin is more than a hundred 
years old; its worn condition proves its 
genuineness; you are trying to “gip” 
him, but he is too smart. The first 
inquiry letter I ever received, years 
and years ago, I made that mistake 
and was called a sharper and a crook, 
along with all my ilk, for my pains. 
He would buy all the dimes offered 
him at my appraisel price of 35 cents. 
At first I was angry but on second 
thought, I didn’t blame him. He had 
saved that dime for years believing, 
on account of its age, it was valuable. 
As an answer to his “compliments” I 
sent him a selling price list of a 
reputable dealer quoting 35 cents for 
this particular coin in fine condition. 
I taught him and he “learned” me. 
In answering an inquiry of like nature 
one should remember the inquirer is 
a novice and expecting miracles. 
First, before quoting price, explain 
that values depend on the scarcity. 
Break the news to him gently but con- 
vincingly, leaving a good taste in his 
mouth,

The tyro is often puzzled at the ap- 
parent discrepancy in autograph val- 
ues. He cannot understand why an 
ALS. of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
should bring almost as much an an 
equally rare and far more interesting 
A.L.S. of Queen Elizabeth. He mar- 
vels that an A.L.S. of Herbert Hoover, 
manifestly written to an autograph 
collector, fetches at auction nearly 
three times as much as a splendid 
letter of Galileo. For with all res- 


pect to the many talents of Mr., 


Hoover, his position in history is cer- 
tainly no greater than that of Galileo. 
What, then, is the answer? 

The truth is that fashion, rather 
than rarity or importance, determines 
the value of autographs. Presidential 
autographs are in vogue at the mo- 
ment, and the avid collector is willing 
to pay, and pay handsomely, to com- 
plete his collection of Presidential let- 
ters. He knows that typed letters sign- 
ed by Hoover are very common, and

he also knows that full autograph let- 
ters written by Hoover as President 
are very rare. He therefore pays $550. 
for a letter which has little intrin- 
sic value but is necessary to round off 
his collection. His action underscores 
the fact that fashion determines auto- 
graph values. : 

Out of fashion at present, are auto- 
graphs of royalty, theatrical celebrit- 
ies, African and Arctic explorers, re- 
ligious leaders, and minor political 
and literary figures. In fashion are 
autographs of scientists, inventors, 
composers, Presidents, Signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, pioneers 
and western personalities, and a few 
contemporary authors who rank high 
with literary critics. The fads of the 
day are astounding. What are we to 
think, for example, when an A.L.S. of 
our contemporary Robert Frost, 
whose autograph is only moderately 
scarce, sells for more than twice as 
much as a rare A.L.S. of Laurence 
Sterne, or when a one-page typescript 
signed by Frost fetches as much as 
two autegraph manuscript poems by 
Benjamin Franklin? 

There are, and probably always will 
be, collectors who speculate in the 
autographs of their contemporaries. 
These collectors would do better to 
gamble in oil wells or gold mines, for 
it is a rash critic who attempts to

make decisions for posterity. Lord 
Byron once tried to evaluate his lit- 
erary contemporaries, and with amus- 
ing results. At the top of his list, he 
placed Crabbe and Rogers; in the mid- 
dle, Moore and Campbell; at the bot- 
tom, Wordsworth and Coleridge. Shel- 
ley, Keats, and Blake were not im- 
portant enough to be included. Iron- 
ically, posterity has accepted Byron’s 
list but reads it backwards. The auto- 
graphs of Crabbe, Rogers, Moore, and 
Campbell, once eagerly sought by col- 
lectors, are now relegated to the bar- 
gain lists, while letters of Keats are 
valued in four figures. But eighty- 
five years ago, when a few of Byron’s 
contemporaries were still alive, a 
brace of letters by Campbell and 
Southey — unimportant letters if we 
are to judge by the catalog descrip- 
tion—fetched $16.50 at auction. To- 
day they would scarely bring more 
than $5.00.

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Last two pages of a remarkable letter of Joyce Kilmer, 
author of ‘“Trees,’’ in which the poet philosophizes on the 
work of a fellow writer. Kilmer’s ‘“‘search for an answer to 
the tremendous questions’ led him to enlist in the army 
when the United States entered World War I, and he was 
killed in action at the early age of thirty-two. Kilmer’s 
letters were once as keenly desired as they are rare, and 
in the depression year 1937, this letter fetched $35.00 at 
auction. But the second World War brought a new crop 
of heroes, and by 1947, the letter was down to $15.00. 
About a year ago | purchased it from a dealer for $10.00. 
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Robert Frost, Thomas Wolfe, Edna 
St. Vincent Millay, and Willa Cather, 
is apt to find himself, in some twenty 
or thirty years, with a collection of 
dollar items. Consider that only fifty 
years ago, the then fashionable auto- 
graphs of Grant Allen, Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich, George W. Curtis, and Ed- 
mund Clarence Stedman brought as 
much at auction as the average letter 
of Thomas Jefferson! Today they 
figure prominently on bargain lists at 
fifty cents or a dollar. 

Laurence Hutton mentions, in Talks 
in a Library, that about fifty years 
ago an enthusiastic collector offered 
$25.00 cash for an A.L.S. of Henry 
Irving mentioning Edwin Booth and 
Joe Jefferson. No collector would be so 
imprudent today. The autographs of 
stage celebrities are out of fashion, 
and not long ago I paid $2.00 for a 
fine two-page A.L.S. of Irving entirely 
on the subject of actors and alcohol- 
ism. At the turn of the century, this 
letter would probably have been worth 
five or even ten times as much. 

In Word Shadows of the Great, the 
late Thomas Madigan wrote: “I have 
sold tens of thousands of letters and 
documents, have watched the growing 
interest in autograph collecting and 
have bought and sold autographs at 
steadily rising prices . . . Few values 
seem as permanently secure as those 
of the autograph letters and manu- 
scripts of the men who have written 
their names large upon the pages of 
history and literature.” This is boldly 
put, but it is not entirely true. If we 
except the precipitious risé in auto- 
graph values preceding 1930 and the 
almost equally precipitous fall after 
1930, we will see that values on the 
whole have remained fairly static. For 
instance, the autographs of Napoleon, 
Webster, Clay, and Wellington have 
shown little or no increase. In 1864, 
an unimportant A.L.S. of Wellington 
brought $8.50 at auction, but only 
last year I purchased for $4.50 a 
splendid letter of Wellington on the 
subject of makeshift ammunition used 
in the siege of Badajoz. Eighty-five 
years ago an A.L.S. of Daniel Web- 
ster sold at auction for $6.00, but to- 
day a moderately interesting letter of 
Webster may be had for $5.00 or less. 

Anyone who studies the auction 
records of 1900 will find that the let- 
ters of Holmes, Longfellow, Whittier, 
Emerson. and Lowell, for instance, 
had about the same value then as now. 
Certain documents signed by the 
Father of His Country have not in- 
creased much in value during the past 
half century. A Mountain Road Lot- 
tery ticket signed by George Wash- 
ington brought $60.00 in 1901. A si- 
milar signed ticket was sold for $51.00 
in 1944. A diploma of the Society of 
the Cincinnati signed by Washington 
brought $45.00 in 1901, and in 1944, 
a similar diploma fetched $50.00. The 
price brought by these Washington 
items in 1944, it must be admitted, 
was somewhat below their actual mar- 
ket value. 

_ Royal autographs, with the excep- 
tion of few glamorous figures like 
Henry VIII, Queen Elizabeth, and 
Charles II, are out of fashion and 
have decreased in value during the 
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First page of a beautiful ten page autograph manuscript signed of Eugene Field. 
Written in India ink, with initial letters illuminated in brilliant color, this manu- 
script was bound for Field and bears his bookplate. Tihe pencilled words, “Save 
copy for Field,’ are in the poet’s handwriting. Although Field’s position in liter- 
ature seems to be secure, the plentitude of his autographs and the vogue for more 
modern writers have combined to force down the once high value of his letters 
and manuscripts. In 1919, this manuscript sold for $180.00 at auction; in 1933, 
$110.00; in 1946, $45.00; and by 1948 it had come within my financial range, and 
| bought it for $25.00. 





past one hundred years. In the good 
old days of 1872, the autograph of 
George III (probably a D.S.) brought 
£3 10s ($17.00) at auction. His pro- 
fligate son, George IV, went for £4 
14s 6d ($23.00). Signed documents of 
either ruler may now be had for $5.00 
or less, and I have seen documents of 
both Georges listed by dealers for as 
little as $1.00. In 1901, a cut signature 
of Queen Victoria sold for $3.50 To- 
day the signature of Widow of Wind- 
sor is dear at $2.00. The craze for 
Napoleonana, of which Eugene Field 
wrote so delightfully in Love Af- 
fairs of a Bibliomaniac, reached its 
peak about thirty years ago. At the 
turn of the century, when the fad 
started, the presses of America creak- 
ed and groaned as they produced shelf 
upon shelf of books about Little 
Boney. The price of his autograph 
soared. Before the craze started, in 


1864, a vellum commission signed by 
Bonaparte fetched $6.50 at auction; 
and ten years ago, after the fad died 
out, a dealer was offering documents 
signed with the imperial “N,” an ab- 
breviated signature which Napoleon 
frequently used, for only $5.00. Just 
two years ago, a pension grant signed 
by Bonaparte was knocked down at 
the low price of $7.00, somewhat less 
than its actual value. Although full 
autograph letters of the great Cor- 
sican are still very rare and costly, 
so far as signed documents are con- 
cerned, he seems to be approaching 
his autographic Waterloo. 

A new idol has taken the place of 
Napoleon. Today collectors are avid 
for the fashionable autograph of 
Lincoln. So great is the adulation for 
Honest Abe, that if a researcher were 
to discover that Lincoln carried a red 
bandana handkerchief during his

campaign with Douglas, there would 
inevitably be forthcoming a mono- 
graph on “Lincoln and His Linens.” 
Although Lincoln bequeathed to pos- 
terity a vast amount of autographic 
material, his letters and legal briefs 
are eagerly absorbed by collectors and 
even a cut signature is now valued 
at $10.00 to $15.00. Lincoln’s auto- 
graph would probably win in any pop- 
ularity pole of American autographs, 
but he might lose a few votes to Poe, 
Whitman, Franklin, Jefferson, or John 
Paul Jones. 

The enthusiasm for western and 
pioneer autographs is also at fever 
pitch today, and fantastic prices are 
being paid for autographs which once 
were almost unsaleable. Fifty years 
ago, documents signed by Daniel 
Boone were actually offered in lots! 
Today even a receipt or a survey sign- 
ed by Boone is valued at around $100. 
At the John Allen sale in 1864, a 
letter of Davy Crockett to his pub- 
lishers was knocked down for $1.50. 
Since then, this letter has increased 
in value at least a hundredfold. Even 
by 1902, however, Crockett’s auto- 
graph was so unimportant that an 
A.L.S. went for only $5.00. An ex- 
tremely rare, full A.L.S. of Daniel 
Boone, with a three--line indorsement 
by Patrick Henry, sold for $22.00 in 
1901. It is worth perhaps $500.00 to- 
day. In an article in 1926, A. Roggen- 
burger stated that in the late eight- 
een-nineties he bought about sixty- 
five letters of Audubon, all in refer- 
ence to his adventures and his Birds 
of America, for twenty-five cents 
each and sold them to a collector for 
seventy-five cents each. That collector 
was either far-sighted or lucky, for 
considering the present high value of 
Audubon’s autograph, such q trans- 
action today would probably involve 
the intermediate services of a bank. 

If what Mr. Madigan meant, and 
neglected to say, is that only fine 
quality autographs increase in value, 
I think it should be pointed out that 
quality itself is determined by fash-

zon, In 1900, the collector of means 
could have assembled a theatrical col- 
lection of “quality” autographs of Ed- 
win Booth, Henry Irving, Laura 
Keene, Adelaide Ristori, and others 
similar which were then considered 
highly desirable and were keenly com- 
peted for by prominent collectors. Or 
he could have gathered “junk” items 
of Daniel Boone, Davy Crockett, Au- 
dubon, and Herman Melville—all of 
which were priced at $5.00 or less. 
He could have bought a “quality” A. 
L.S. of Edmund Kean for $38.00, or 
he could have picked up a “cheap” 
item, like a three-page quarto A.L.S. 
of Carter Braxton (1777) for $3.50. 
Today the Kean letter is certainly not 
worth more than $20.00, but the vogue 
for autographs of Signers of the De- 
claration of Independence rages 
among collectors, and the letter of 
Braxton, once regarded as junk, has 
moved into the quality class and is 
worth at least $50.00. 

For the most part, items of real 
historic or literary interest, like the 
letter of Carter Braxton, have shown 
a steady increase in value during the 
past hundred years. There are, how- 
ever, exceptions. In 1901, a magnifi- 
cent four-page A.L.S. of General 
Sherman to General Grant, regarding 
the reorganization of the Grand Army 
fell to the highest bidder at $61.00. 
If the purchaser of this letter had 
been a young man with patience, he 
would have been wiser to wait forty- 
four years and buy the indentical let- 
ter for $30.00 in 1945. 

It is perhaps too soon to trace re- 
curring trends in fashion, for al- 
though autographs were collected in 
a desultory way by the ancient Ro- 
mans, the modern hobby of auto- 
graph collecting (with its dealer-col- 
lector associations and frequent auc- 
tions) is only about one hundred years 
old. When religion played a greater 
part in the life of the people, during 
the nineteenth century, autographs of 
religious leaders were correspondingly 
valued. Today the great passion is for 
science and history. The modern col- 
lector is intrigued by the autographs 
of Fulton, Edison, Jenner, and Pas- 
teur. But if Professor Sorokin of Har- 
vard is right in claiming that in the 
cyclical pattern of history a religious 
culture follows a materialistic culture, 
we may yet see the now frowned- 
upon autographs of Phillips Brooks, 
Henry Ward Beecher, and W. E. 
Channing bring fantastic prices. If 
this day ever comes, the desirable 
autographs of today may be almost 
unsaleable. 

True it is that a collection’s pros- 
perity lies in the eyes of him that 
gathers it. The collector who assem- 
bles autographs with an eye to their 
future value, as he accumulates stocks 
and bonds, stands a good chance of 
losing at least part of his investment. 
But the collector who builds a collec- 
tion for the sheer joy of it—for the 
satisfying pleasure of possessing his- 
torical and literary treasures — can 
never lose. Whether he buys the choic- 
est of items from dealers or collects 
only siguatures of current celebrities, 
his profit, and a handsome profit it 
is, will lie in the personal enjoyment 
he derives from his collection.

COVERED. BRIDGES on the Byways of 

Indiana, written and published by 
Bryan Ketcham, Lockland 15, Ohio, 
216 pages, completely illustrated. 


Covered bridges are a part of our 
American heritage that is passing 
into oblivion much too rapidly. Many 
have been removed completely to make 
way for modern steel spans, many 
because of deterioration, and many 
have been replaced for other reasons. 
The covered bridges date back to a 
romantic and nostalgic past. Thoughts 
of these bygone days, and regrets of 
the removal of covered bridges is a 
sensation one feels when passing 
through these ancient structures. 

One of our contentions has always 
been that one hobby leads to another, 
and ultimately they all tie in togther. 
Bryan Ketcham has long made his 
hobby the study of covered bridges. 
This hobby has led to the preserva- 
tion of this phase of bridgebuilding 
in the recent publication Covered 
Bridges, written and published by 
Mr. Ketcham. This book contains 
more than two hundred pages of il- 
lustrations of covered bridges in the 
State of Indiana. Accompanying each 
illustration is the identification, type 
of structure, location, and other per- 
tinent facts, peculiar to these spans. 
All the illustrations, photographed 
by the author, are clear and excel- 
lently reproduced. Mr. Ketcham has 
spent many years compiling material 
for this publication, digging through 
files that have been buried for years 
in the various county records. Had it 
not been for the cooperation of pub- 
lie officials the publication of this 
book probably would have been de- 
layed for some time. 

Covered Bridges is a book of Amer- 
icana.

WEAVING AND DYEING, published by 
Charles T. Branford Co., 551 Boyle- 
ston St., Boston, Mass., 204 pages.

This reprint will be a boon to those 
collectors who have longed for a copy 
of Bronson’s early American classic. 
First printed in 1817 this has long 
been out of print and very rare. 
The Charles T. Branford Co. has issu- 
ed it in its original form in a limited 
edition of 500 copies. Not one word 
has been altered. This publication 
gives all the important facts regard- 
ing weaving and dyeing as they were 
known in the early part of the 19th 
century. In addition to information 
indicated by the title, the last few 
pages are devoted to “Useful Re- 
ceipts,” such as staining or tinging 
bones or ivory, preparation of writing 
ink, restoring spoiled wine and other 
helpful hints which were, no doubt, 
useful to our ancestors of that era. 

This is not only a rare and un- 
usual book, it is a part of our Amer- 
ican heritage, and a good book to add 
to your collection of early Americana.

These are the latest volumes to be 
issued in the notable Barrows series 
entitled ‘Collectors’ Little-Book Li- 
rary,” in compact 3x5-inch size con- 
venient for pocket reference — one 
might add, ideal to take along when 
consulting or visiting a dealer! 

The monograph on lithographs is 
admirably edited and prepared, with 
a throughly representative survey of 
this nineteenth-century form of art 
by which virtually all the historical 
events and documentary evidence as 
to personalities has been preserved 
to us from this lusty era. Miss Com- 
stock is well qualified to deal with 
the subject, being American editor of 
the English publication, “The Con- 
noisseur” and having lectured on 
American prints at Williamsburg, 
Virginia.

EARLY NEW ENGLAND POTTERS 
AND THEIR WARES, by Lura Wood- 
side Watkins, published by the Har- 
vard University Press, Cambridge, 
Mass., 356 pages, fully illustrated and 
documented. Price $10.00. 


Mrs. Watkins has built a reputa- 
tion for herself in the antiques field 
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not only through her enthusiastic in- 
terest in our American heritage, but 
also through her contributions to spe- 
cialized publications in this field, and 
books previously published. This out- 
standing publication is, however by 
far the fullest thing she has ever done. 
The text is superb and the illustra- 
tions are magnificent. It is difficult to 
realize there is enough information 
available regarding New England pot- 
ters only to produce a book of. this 
size, and it is evident that the author 
has spent many, many hours on re- 
search for the material used. 

The history of the struggles of 
many New England potters is not 
new. They were faced by difficult pro- 
blems of inexperienced workers, and 
locations had to be such that materials 
could be easily transported and com- 
pleted goods shipped. Mrs. Watkins 
describes the social and economic in- 
fluence the various pottery works had 
on early New England. She gives de- 
tailed accounts of the making of pot- 
tery from the raw materials through 
the decorating and glazing techniques. 
Bennington pottery receives a 
thorough review at the hands of the 
author. Many previously published 
bits regarding early pottery in gener- 
al has been reviewed, discussed, in- 
corporated,, and in many instances 
corrected as previously unpublished 
bits of information have been located. 
Not only are the larger potteries dis- 
cussed, but many small, independent 
potteries are brought to light and 
their wares proved important. 

The last fifty pages are devoted 
to photographs of examples of New 
England wares, some heretofore un- 
published. 

Part II of the book contains a com- 
plete check list of New England pot- 
ters, and part III is a complete bib- 
liography. It is conveniently indexed 
for quick reference. The publication is 
printed on good stock, cloth bound, 
and will no doubt be an attractive as 
weli as handy book for collectors and 
dealers.

EARLY AMERICAN STENCIL DECOR- 
ATIONS by Janet Waring. Published 
by Century House, Watkins Glen, New 
York. 150 pages, illustrated. Price 
$10.00. 

We all know the experience of see- 
ing something and immediately being 
struck by what it suggests, rather 
than what it is. In this sense, it seems 
to me, nothing in art form is more 
suggestive of early America than the 
stencil. 

For what part the stencil has play- 
ed in wall and furniture decoration, 
we recommend this reissue of Miss 
Waring’s contribution to the field, 
which first appeared in 1937. This 
book, based on fifteen years of col- 
lecting material, was truly a pioneer 
in antiques literature. Today, its re- 
appearance will benefit decorators, 
collectors, antique dealers, designers, 
and the like, much as it did thirteen 
years ago—perhaps even more, for 
interest in this artwork has increased 
steadily, as evidenced by many mod- 
ern treatments on view.

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AN INDIAN SNAKE-DANCE

The Moquis are one of the many 
Indian tribes which dot the vast 
plains of Western America. Lieut. 
T, V. Keam, who for many_ years 
has acted officially under the United 
States’ government among the Indi- 
ans, gives the following account of a 
curious ceremonial which he and 
others witnessed some time ago at a 
Moqui village in the northeast of 
Arizona. The history of this strange 
festival was related to Lieut. Keam 
in the most picturesque language, by 
an ancient chieftain of that tribe. 

In an age of the distant past, the 
Moqui Indians lived on the San Juan 
River. Their Chief, greatest in wis- 
dom and daring, resolved to learn 
what became of the vast body of 
water that ceaselessly flowed through 
the country. Constructing a raft, he 
stored it with provisions to last him 
for many moons, launched it on the 
San Juan, to be carried by its swift 
currents whithersoever they went. 
After encountering many perils, he 
entered a large water, on the shores 
of which great rocks elevated their 
fronts to the stars. Driven ashore, 
he ascended to the top by perilous 
passes, and found them inhabited by 
a family of Indians, who received 
him with great rejoicings as the rul- 
ing spirit of their race, whose com- 
ing had been prophesied for ages by 
the wise men and priests. He took 
their wisest and most beautiful 
maiden for his bride, whose charms 
long rendered him forgetful of his 
own people; but the spirits of his 
fathers called him, and obedient to 
the call, he, with his wife, started 
for home. Imminent dangers beset 
their path; but the guardian spirit of 
his bride led him through every peril 
safely to his people. by whom he 
was received as the pride and wonder 
of his race. 

But unfortunately for the Moquis, 
jealousy rankled in the bosom of 
their women. A foreign 'woman pos- 
sessed the heart of the stateliest and 
bravest of their tribe. Subjected by 
them to every indignity that wicked 
ingenuity could devise, and too proud 
to make known her grievances, the 
bride, determined on revenge, gave 
birth to a brood of serpents, against 
the charmed lives of which neither 


arrows nor battle-axes of the Moquis 
could avail. The Moqui children were 
slain by their deadly fangs. The 
people, pursued by this terrible foe, 
fled from the land of their fathers, 
till, on reaching the country in which 
they now dwell, a mighty serpent 
lashed their pursuers to atoms, and 
commanded the Moquis to possess 
his hills and valleys, and to live at 
peace with all his kind. In gratitude 
to their deliverer, the wise men of 
the tribe established the Snale-tance 
as a religious rite; and for ages, no 
serpent has been killed by that tribe, 
nor a Moqui bitten who follows the 
teaching of the snake-priests. 


Such was the chieftain’s history of 
the festival. The following is Keam’s 
narrative of the snake-dance. Pre- 
parations for the dance, which we 
witnessed, had been in progress for 

days. The snake-priests. 42 in 
number, devoted the first four days 
to secret rites. The four succeeding 
days were employed in the capturing 
of the snakes which haunt the sandy 
plains around the Puebla (village). 
With a ‘wand, painted, and bearing 
at one end two black eagles’ feath- 
ers, the priests caress the heads of 
the snakes as they coil in the sand. 
The snake-priests are supposed to 
have borrowed this idea from the 
habit of the eagle, which, when cap- 
turing snakes, is said to charm them 
to comparative harmlessness by hov- 
ering over and fanning them with a 
rapid and peculiar motion of the 
wings. Having secured a sufficient 
number of the reptiles, they are car- 
ried in sacks to the estufa — the 
council-house of the Moquis. This 
chamber is an excavation in the 
solid rock from 9 to 10 ft. deep, by 
18 ft. wide and 20 ft. long, covered 
with poles, mud, and stones. Hung 
on the walls in fantastic groups are 
highly ornamented moccasins, breech- 
cloths, waistbands, rattles, and tor- 
toise shells. On the morning of the 
dance, we were granted admission to 
the estufa, and on descending by a 
ladder from the center of the roof, 
we found the snakes, from 120 to 
150 in number, contained in large 
oval earthenware urns. Soon after 
we had entered, a ceremony ‘was 
gone through by those of the priest-

hood who were present. Pouring the 
living mass out of the urns. they, 
with their wands, drove them around 
the floor of the estufa from east to 
west, and then around an altar laid 
in the rock floor two feet from the 
west wall of the building. This altar 
was coloured variously in squares, 
and on each of its four sides a snake 
was painted in natural colours, 
Around it lay stone implements, 
knives, axes, arrows, hammers, a 
large mortar and figures of small 
animals in stone, as well as a num- 
ber of the eagle-feather wands, one 
of which is placed beside the altar 
when a snake-priest dies, remaining 
there until the chief-priest declares 
that the departed one is happv in the 
Spirit-land. 

The priests all wore waistbands, 
breech-cloths, and moccasins fringed 
with red; besides which, their faces 
‘were painted, from forehead to 
mouth, black; from mouth over the 
chin, white; their bodies pink; their 
arms and legs dyed a dark brown, 
Around the right leg, below the knee, 
was attached an ornament made of 
tortoiseshell, together with the 
horny part of the deer’s hoof, which 
in the dancing which followed pro- 
duced a sort of humming rattle re 
sembling the noise of a rattlesnake 
in anger. During their excercises in 
the estufa, the priests drank freely 
from. a large urn containing medi- 
cine-water. 

The snake-dance itself took place 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon. A 
cotton-wood grotto had been erected 
on the rock near the estufa, with a 
single buffalo robe tied firmly round 
it, leaving a small entrance on one 
side. Around this was traced a mys- 
tic circle 30 feet in diameter. Within 
the grotto the snakes were deposited 
en masse. The dancers were 24 in 
number, the remaining 18 priests 
being reserved to receive the snakes 
from their hands and to chant dur- 
ing the progress of the dance. The 
dancers first advanced towards the 
grotto wands in hand. Then wheel- 
ing, round they separated twelve a 
side and formed in line, representing 
the two sides of a triangle, of ~vhich 
the grotto was the apex. The six- 
teen followed, dividing equally, and 
facing the dancers, while all joined 
in a wild chant. accompanied by 4 
continuous sounding of the above- 
mentioned rattles. The chief-priest 
then advanced to the grotto, bearing 
an urn of medicine-water from the 
estufa, two large  sea-shells, and 
two stone figures of mountain lions.

Chanting in a monotone, he stood for 
about ten minutes waving the urn in 
the air. Another dance and chant 
followed; upon the conclusion of 
which, the nearest priest on the right 
entered the srotto on hands and 
knees among the writhing and _ hid- 
eous mass, soon reappearing with a 
large snake in his mouth, its head 
and tail twisting about his face. 
Being taken by the left arm by a 
fellow-priest next him, he was led 
around the mystic circle. The cnake 
was then dropped on some sacred 
corn-meal which the squaws had 
scattered within its bounds. Immedi- 
ately on falling, the creature coiled 
in anger, whereupon one of the 
eighteen caressed its head with his 
wand and took it in his hands. The 
ceremony was then repeated by the 
other dancers, who, entering the 
grotto on hands and knees, brought 
out the snakes in their mouths, some- 
times two at a time, and danced 
the circle on the rocks with them, un- 
til the whole had been taken from 
the grotto and placed in the hands 
of the attendant priests. The snakes 
were then thrown, a writhing mass, 
into a pile of cornmeal, upon which 
the whole priesthood rushed pell- 
mell into the pile, and seizine them 
in their hands, divided into four 
bands, tore wildly down the rocky 
slopes of the mesa, and _ liberated 
their captives in the sands on the 
north, south, east, and west sides 
of the village.

Pershing Collection 


Given to Smithsonian 


WASHINGTON, D. C. Philippine 
and South American curios collected 
by the late Gen. John J. Pershing 
have just been added to the ethnolog- 
ical collections of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 

They were found in the General’s 
office in the War Department by his 
aide, Col. Ralph A. Curtin, and were 
presented to the Smithsonian by the 
General’s son, Francis Warren Persh- 
ing, of New York. 

The Philippine articles, presumably 
collected during General Pershing’s 
service in the Islands, consist of elab- 
orately colored and sometimes decor- 
ated clothing of pineapple fiber and 
cotton cloth. They include head pieces, 
shirts, and pantaloons dyed red and 
indigo and sometimes carrying floral 
designs. 

There is also a red banner, carrying 
animal insect figures, and bags of the 
type carried by Moro hunters. 

The South American articles con- 
sist of a man’s poncho, a woman’s 
carrying shawl, and a woven blanket 
from the Andes near Cuzco, Peru; 
and a shawl of vicuna yarn and a 
girl’s skirt of vicuna fleece obtained 
near La Paz, Bolivia. 
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INDIAN LORE: ANCIENT AND OTHERWISE 


By WILSON STRALEY 


The Pacific Coast of America be- 
tween Juan de Fuca Strait and Ya- 
kutat Bay is inhabited by a great 
many Indian tribes distinct in phys- 
ical characteristics and distinct in 
languages, but one in culture. Their 
arts and industries, their custom and 
beliefs, differ so much from those of 
all other Indians that they form one 
of the best defined cultural groups of 
our continent.

Washington, D. C.—Trails of bones 
and Indian artifacts into the ancient 
history of the Far West were fol- 
lowed last summer by archeologists 
exploring sites soon to be covered by 
great reservoirs. They worked on a 
cooperative project of the Bureau of 
American Ethnology of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, the National Park 
Service, the Bureau of Reclamation, 
and the Corps of Engineers. 

One party under the direction of 
Douglas Osborne of the River Basin 
Surveys staff worked at the McNary 
Reservoir near Umatilla, Ore., exca- 
vating village sites with house re- 
mains and burials which date from. 
about the time cf the Lewis and 
Clark Expedition. 

Within the boundaries of the pro- 
posed O’Sullivan Reservoir near 
Moses Lake, Wash., a party under 
the direction of Richard Daughterty 
excavated several Indian village sites 
with house remains. They uncovered 
numerous bone and stone implements 
which unquestionably preceded the 
white discovery of this continent.

At the Equalizing Reservoir in 
Washington a party in charge of 
Samuel J. Tobin excavated a large 
cave which was used as a human 
habitation for generations, and recov- 
ered bits of textiles, cordage, and the 
like, which, it hoped, can be tied in 
with the historic culture of the 
Columbia River Indian tribes. 

Another party under the direction 
of George Cheney investigated the 
archeological possibilities cf the area 
which will be flooded by the Chief 
Joseph Reservoir, now under con- 
struction just below the Grand Coulee 
Dam. 

A village site which apparently 
spans the period between the dis- 
covery of America and the first 
white invaders of the region was ex- 
cavated by a party headed by Frank- 
lin Fenenga at the proposed Termi- 
nus Reservoir on the Kaweah River 
just_west of Sequoia National Park 
in California. This area was once 
occupied by the Yokut and Mono In- 
dians. The site gave an excellent op- 
portunity for study of the diffusion 
of culture among the Indian tribes 
themselves and the effect of the early 
white contacts on this culture. 


The same party will also excavate 
an area at the Folsom Reservoir at 
the junction of the north and south 
forks of the American River. That 
region was occupied by the early 
Maidu Indians, about whose arche- 
ology practically nothing is known. 

— 


The question of the cultivation of 
Indian corn (maize) by the prehis- 
toric peoples of the Americas is of 
much interest to students of the 
American Indian. Mr. A. T. Jackson 
writing of the Fall Creek sites in 
San Saba, Llano and Burnet counties, 
Texas, says: ‘Perhaps the presence 
of large numbers of grinding stones 
bespeaks the growing of maize or 
‘Indian corn.’ If so, it may be con- 
cluded that the first occupants had 
no agriculture; but that it was taken 
up on an extensive scale at a com- 
paratively early time and continued 
uninterruptedly until the late pre- 
historic or beginning of the historic 
period. At that time, if judgment be 
based on manos, there seems to have 
been a decided slump in the practice 
of agriculture. The scarcity of pottery 
argues against the assumption that 
there was much agriculture.”

Handbook of Values which is an at- 
tempt to give the average enthusiast 
at least some indication of what he 
should pay for a given gun—unfor- 
tunately prices are never static and 
as time goes by new editions are ne- 
cessary—and he has kept at this with 
successive and revised works which 
bring the material up to date. Gun 
Collecting is a romantic little work 
which I for one have read about a 
half dozen times. It contains a lot of 
factual material, but so interestingly 
offered that it refreshes one as does 
a good novel or short story. If he 
had written only this book he would 
have the gratitude of the collecting 
fraternity. 

His acomplishments in the various 
aspects of aviation and firearms writ- 
ing have earned him a berth in 
“Who’s Who,’ an honorary Life 
Membership in the National Rifle As- 
sociation and the respect and esteem 
of collectors and hobbyists all over 
the world. He holds membership in 
the Institute of Aeronautical Sciences, 
is a member of the Aviation Writer’s 
Association, is a Professional Me- 
chanical Engineer licensed in the 
State of California, past Director of 
Marksmanship of the Veteran’s of 
Foreign Wars, holds the position of 
consulting engineer to the Northrup 
Aeronautical Institute and a Division 
of Douglas Aircraft, Inc. and is at 
present a candidate for election to 
the assembly from the 46th district 
in the State of California. His pre- 
sent address is 185-A W. Manchester 
Boulevard, Inglewood 1, California. 


Book Review 


AMERICAN ANTIQUE GUNS AND 
THEIR CURRENT PRICES, by Martin 
Rywell, the Pioneer Press, Harriman, 
Tennessee. 1950. Price $1.00. 


A new approach to the problem of 
pricing firearms has been made in 
American Antique Guns ane their 
Current Prices by Martin Rywell -—— 
and we wish to extend our good 
words in this regard to him. The 
idea of a volume on current prices ‘is 
not a new one as witnessed by the 
work of Charles Edward Chapel in 
his Gun Collector’s Handbook Of 
Values, but Rywell’s extensive use of 
abbreviations has enabled him to con- 
dense a listing of over 2000 firearms 
into a mere forty pages, readily and 
easily available for the traveling 
collector who may not have the space 


or care to carry a regular-sized book. 
There are convenient sub-divisions, 
such as those pricing flintlocks, per- 
cussion arms, automatics, etc.; sec- 
tions which list all known “Kentucky” 
makers — and there are over 600 of 
these listed; a section devoted to the 
early cartridge guns, to some of the 
bureau-drawer specials (and it’s sur- 
prising to see how many different 
names there are for these) ana to 
some of the revolvers which bore 
popular names and which were man- 
ufactured for or by wholesale hard- 
ware manufacturers around the turn 
of the century. A section is also de- 
voted to directories of dealers in 
arms, firearms books, cartridges, ete. 
Three plates illustrating the more 
important types described and an in- 
dex to all the material winds up the 
work. It’s easy to see that the author 
spent a lot of time and effort on this 
work and that he knows his firearms; 
I for one can find nothing objection- 
able in it unless it be the mild 
criticism. that he should have given a 
price-range for each item rather 
than stated a specific price, but I 
think that any collector making use 
cf this knows better. I recommend 
this little booklet and hope that it 
sees the acceptance it deserves. It 
would certainly be nice to see its 
counterpart in foreign guns and in 
American long arms.

Greetings, New Post Card Collec- 
tor! Did you answer any requests for 
exchanges, or buy any cards from 
dealers? Did you join a club or sev- 
eral? 

When you join a club for exchanges 
there are certain ethical requirements 
if you wish to be liked and if you 
wish to have any luck. People some- 
times have a few very nice cards 
that they hold in reserve until they 
decide what kind of an exchanger 
you are. Do not expect too much at 
first. Answer every card or letter as 
promptly as possible and send value 
for value or better. Do not let it bother 
you if your town sells cards three 
for five cents, while the other person 
gets his for one cent each. Send the 
same quality of card or better and 
do not harp on exactly how much 
you paid for each card; even if you 
could get cards from a friend at

wholesale, that would not change the 

quality of the card. Learn to tell the 
quality, and let that be your require- 
ment—not price. It is best to remem- 
ber that cards which are too poor to 
please you are also too poor to please 
anyone else. 

Whenever you buy an interesting 
card at the dime store, buy five or 
ten for your friends. Keep these in 
a box assorted by general subjects. 
Add to them any clean duplicates 
which come in with your exchanges. 
Soon you will have enough variety 
from which to pick exchanges for 
many kinds of collectors. Cards for 
which you will receive the most calls 
are: churches, capitals, post offices, 
court houses, historic landmarks, fa- 
mous people, large letter greeting 
cards popularly called L. L.’s, light 
houses, bridges, covered bridges, etc. 
If you have any such cards in your 
community, lay in a good supply of 
them. Some collectors will want you 
to send one card at a time so that 
they may have the stamp and post- 
mark also. Others prefer cards sent 
in an envelope, five or ten at a time. 
Try to please the exchangers, but 
adapt yourself to them. 

You will run into all kinds of ex- 
changers: good, bad, and indifferent. 
There are a few people (thank good- 
ness, they are in the minority!) who 
seem to be trying to see how much 
they can get for how little. When 
you get cards that are quite definitely 
trash, return them to the sender with 
a polite note saying that you just 
can not use that type card, or just 
quite graciously find some excuse for 
being “inactive,” or for discontinuing 
the exchange. The majority of col- 
lectors are fair, and know that you 
get out of it about what you put 
into it. If you are a good sport, you 
will soon get enough good card pals 
without keeping those whose behavior 
is unsatisfactorv 

Beware of people who sell you cards 
too cheap (sight unseen). You might 
find yourself loaded up with a lot of 
factory discards that you won't 
want—neither will anyone else want

With the 
greatest care you will send and re 
ceive many duplicates, but no one 
wants to send good cards and re 
ceive the same ones in return over 
and over. When you receive duplicates 
(remember that no one can _ know 
what others have sent you) be con- 
siderate; place them in your exchange 
cards and send them on to some one 
else. The collector who returns cards 
unnecessarily is never popular either; 
and the cards go to the considerate, 
appreciative exchanger. 
Ordinary good manners help. Let

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Crinoids 


A majestic graveyard of 300 mil- 


lion years ago is the great Brooks 
Range of northern Alaska, forming 
North America’s northern rampart 
and perhaps the least explored under 
the American flag. 


A systematic paleontological ex- 
ploration of parts of these moun- 
tains has been in progress during 
the past two summers, conducted by 
a United States Geological Survey 
party led by Arthur L. Bowsher, Sr., 
Smithsonian Institution paleontolo- 
gist on detached duty with the sur- 
vey. 


The area where these mountains 
now exist was once the bottom of 
ancient shallow seas, during the 
long, temperate, quiet era of earth’s 
history known as the Mississippian, 
when the dominant form of life — 
at least the most abundant — con- 
sisted of crinoids and their relatives. 
This was the heydey of these cur- 
ious animals, which were, for the 
most part, attached by stems to the 
sea bottoms. Their skeletons were 
composed of tiny plates of calcium 
carbonate very similar to chalk. 
Thick limestone strata of the Brooks 
Range are made up of broken frag- 
ments of the skeletons. In _ other 
sections, however, the crinoid re- 
mains are excellently preserved. 


The crinoids were found by the 
geologists in great variety, for the 
most part representing species hith- 
erto unknown to science. At the time 
represented by the _ fossils, the 
climate was probably somewhat 
warmer than at present, and the 
animals were apparently able to en- 
joy favorable living conditions for as 
long as 30 million years. Life on the 
land was already well established, 
and there were many primitive fishes 
in the seas. 


Hitherto, there has been little 
geological exploration of this region. 
In the past, parties have entered the 
range in winter, traveling with great 
hardship by dog sled up the Yukon 
and through the great river divides. 
With the breakup of ice in spring 
they went down one of the north-

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ward-flowing rivers by boat and 
traveled along the Arctic coast until 
they found a whaling schooner to 
take them. back to civilization at the 
end of the season. 


Now the geologist has taken to 
the air. For the past five years the 
Geological Survey has been explor- 
ing the foothills area north of the 
Brooks Range. The past summer was 
the first in which parties penetrated 
far into the mountains. Before the 
summer thaw, bush planes equipped 
with skis landed on the ice of some 
of the lakes that lie at the foot 
of the mountains. Base camps were 
set up, and it was possible to pene- 
trate about 40 miles, with plenty of 
time for systematic research. 


Mr. Bowsher and his associates 
found themselves in a region of un- 
excelled natural beauty. In _ the 
mountains are great glacial valleys, 
their floors covered with mosses and 
stunted willows. They are carpeted 
with lovely flowers during the brief 
summer, when the _ temperature 
ranges from 30 to 70 degrees Fah- 
renheit. All around barren moun- 
tains tower to heights of 5,000 feet. 
Further southward they rise to 7,000 
feet. The only human_ inhabitants 
are a few Eskimos, the sole remain- 
ing remnants of a once widespread 
inland nomadic Eskimo population. 
Bear and caribou are plentiful. 


Even with plane and helicopter 
the Brooks Range will offer explor- 
ers for another generation the op- 
portunity to go where human beings 
never have gone before, and the in- 
terior valleys are bound to reveal 
many natural wonders. 


The Brooks Range extends west- 
ward from the Bering Sea into Can- 
ada and has many _ similarities 
paleontologically with the eastern 
slopes of the Rockies. It is one of 
the earth’s great Mississippian areas. 
There are scattered remnants of 
these ancient sea bottoms all over 
the world, especially in the Northern 
Hemisphere. few exposures have 
been found in South America. The 
time belongs generally in the major 
geological period known as the Car- 
boniferous, when great coal deposits 
were laid down in some parts of the 
world. 


A systematic study of the fossils 
obtained during these trips will be 
made by geologists of the U. S. 
National Museum and the United 
States Geological Survey. They will 
be compared with echinoderm fossils 
obtained from other parts of the 
world. It is expected that the work 
of the explorers will be continued 
until a fairly complete geological 
picture of the region can be con- 
structed.

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fought, he brings out his “armies,” 
sets them up on a table for his audi. 
ences to view. He talks as he sets 
each soldier in line. 

“In doing this, I get a kick out of 
my hobby — and I hope I inspire 
young people to think of the soldier 
and sailor boys who serve their coun. 
try — and my young audiences also 
get bits of dramatic history,” Mul. 
ford says. 

This hobbyist also photographs his 
toy soldiers in various war-like set- 
ups. For example, the picture here 
is of a World War I trench with Amer. 
ican “doughboys” defending. Real 
dirt on a small table is used, the 
trench one inch deep. When trees are 
needed, twigs are stuck into the dirt. 

Audiences listening to Mr. Mulford, 
see from his soldiers the colored dress 
of various regiments of the past, from 
many lands. Mr. Mulford has about 
20 different groups now, including 
even the Canadian Royal Mounted Po. 
lice and the Esvones — Greek Royal 
troops in skirts, among the best fight- 
ers in Europe. 

“By using my soldiers to ‘picture’ 
my talks, I put into use my hobby,” 
Mr. Mulford says. He is now designing 
a bookcase with full glass front, in 
which he will display his armies in 
one of the front rooms of his house, 
“A bookcase on one side and a show- 
case of troops on the other side of a 
room will make a living room which 
is out of the ordinary,” he says. So 
long as famous men such as former 
British prime minister Winston 
Churchill collect toy soldiers, “why 
shouldn’t I?” he says. 

These wintry evenings one might 
catch him at home making: setups 
even of Soviet troops combating 
American divisions, and other scenes.

WOUNDED KNEE MASSACRE, From 
the Viewpoint of the Sioux, by James 
H. McGregor. Published by the Lund 
Press, Inc., Minneapolis, Minn., 
pages. 

A paragraph from the preface of 
this book explains the reason for the 
birth of this publication. We quote 
directly, “At first thought, the aver- 
age reader would be inclined to think 
that there is little excuse, at this 
late date, for writing an account of 
the Wounded Knee Massacre, but it 
should be remembered that about the 
only thing that has been written, is 
from the pens of white people who 
have often been prejudiced writers 
and made heroes of the soldiers and 
blood-thirsty savages of the Indians. 
The Sioux have said but little and 
written less, it therefore, becomes in 
the interest of justice a duty toward 
the survivors, to write the story of 
Wounded Knee Massacre from the 
Red Man’s viewpoint.” This is exactly 
what Mr. McGregor has done. The 
stories as told by the Sioux Indians 
themselves, have been put together 
by the author in a sympathetic way. 
It gives us an insight of the mis- 
treatment the American Indian re- 
ceived from his white conquerors. 
The first 138 pages tells the story 
of the massacre, and the last 36 pages 
are devoted to statements of the sur- 
vivors and photographs of each. It 
is another interesting volume to add 
to that collection of Indian material. 
The book is paper bound but sturdy 
and will stand up under a lot of 
hard study.

CHINA CLASSICS, VOLUME I, MAJO-

"This is the first volume of a series 
being published by Century House, 
all dealing with collectible china. We 
think this will be a worthwhile ser- 
ies with each type of china history 
condensed in one volume. Although 
they will not contain as much in- 
formation as other books on the same 
subject, we believe they will appeal 
to the average collector more as they 
will not list various museum pieces, 
but only those items which are avail- 
able to collectors today. 

Volume I, Majolica, gives a short 
history of the origin of this popular 
ware and notes on the many later 
types such as Spanish-American, Eng- 
lish, American, Estruscan, and the 
many variants thereof.

No doubt the full set 
will be an attractive as well as handy 
set of books for the collector’s or 
dealer’s library. —S. N.

HAVILAND Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH ¥- 











Pavilant 


He beareth for Arms: Argent three 
towers triple-towered sable, portcul- 
lised gules. Crest—Out of a ducal cor- 
onet sable a tower triple-towered ar- 
gent, portcullised gules. Motto—Domt- 
nus fortissima turris. 


The above description of the Havi- 
land Armorial Bearing is registered 
in Burke’s General Armory, and con- 
firmed in Fairbairn’s Book of Crests. 
It is also pictured and described in the 
Haviland Genealogy, by Josephine C. 
Frost, published 1914, and in other 
books featuring or mentioning the 
Havilands. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A silver (argent) shield on 
which are three black (sable) towers, 
each one with three smaller towers or 
turrets. The gate or portcullis of each 
tower is red (gules). The crest has 
a black ducal coronet resting on the 
helmet, and upon this coronet a sil- 
ver tower like that in the shield. 

The tower or castle is the emblem 
of grandeur and solidity, and has 
been granted to one who has faith- 
fully held one for his king, or who 
has captured one by force or strata- 
gem. 

The ducal coronet indicates service 
in the court of the duke. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the origin- 
al bearer, and granted only if he be 
worthy. Silver signifies sincerity and 
peace; sable, the fur lining of royal 
robes, constancy and nobility; red, 
courage and magnanimity. 

The Latin motto—‘Dominus fortis- 
sima turris” is translated “The Lord 


is a most strong tower.” This motto 
is recorded only for the Haviland 
families. 

The interpretation as given here is 
for the usual Coat-of-Arms with 
these symbols and colors, but the fol- 
lowing story will reveal a deeper 
meaning to the terms. 

The notes from which this article 
is written, were taken mainly from 
four sources: the Haviland Geneal- 
ogy mentioned above; the chapter on 
“Haviland Family in France,” in An- 
cient and Allied Families of Nathan 
Blake 38rd, and Susan (Torrey) 
Blake, by Almira Torrey Blake; a 
circular “Theodore Haviland — The 
History of a Name,” procured from 
the Theodore Haviland office in the 
Merchandise Mart, in Chicago; and 
letters from Chester H. Hull. You 
will find some quotations where it 
seemed too bad for you to miss the 
wording to which you otherwise might 
not have access. 

The one who inspired the writing 
of the article, though he was entirely 
innocent when he contacted me for 
another purpose, is Chester Haviland 
Hull, in insurance and bond business 
in St. Paul, Minnesota. Mr. Hull’s 
name is in the Haviland Genealogy, 
and more later of him. 

Ancient Haviland History 

An important Neustrian fortress, 
the Castle Haverland, once stood on 
the River Saire in France—the chief 
defence of the harbour of Saire or 
Saireport, the castle “three flights 
of an arrow” above the mouth of the 
river. In A. D.888, Norse Vikings, 
Hastings and Bioru attacked it, and 
ravaged the surrounding country. 
That section of France became part 
of Normandy about 931. 

Before William the First’s conquest 
of England in 1066, “the Chatellenie 
of Haverland Castle was held by a 
Norman Knight, who, in right of his 
office possessed the fiefs (tracts of 
lands dyring period of feudalism) at- 
tached to his charge, situated in dif- 
ferent parts of the Coutentin, which 
fees continued in the possession of 
his descendants long after the castle 
ceased to exist.” 

Holding castle and lands were here- 
ditary, and as good as a pedigree. 
Barony was inherited from genera- 
tion to generation, and descent from 
an ancient baron was a fool-proof 
lineage. To own a certain large 
amount of land was to be a baron— 
synonymous of nobility. Coats-of- 
Arms were also handed down, marked 
with ‘‘differenceing symbols” for the 
different sons. 

Accompanying William I. to Eng- 
land, was the Sieur de Haverlain, or 
Havylland. His name was not in the 
Conqueror’s list called “Domesday 
Book,” so he probably returned to 
Normandy. The next on record in 
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England was Robert, baron of Haver- 
land, who, in 1180 witnessed a ceed 
to a neighbor in Bedforshire, Next, 
another Robert in 1179, Deputy Goyv- 
ernor of the Isle of Guernsey; Phililip- 
sen de Havilland, nobleman present 
at the dedication of St. Martin’s 
church in Guernsey, in 1199; Robert 
de Haverland in 1219; Michael and 
Richard, each holding a fief under 
Philip, eldest son of Philip Augustus, 
King of France in 1233 — fiefs for- 
feited for adherence to the English 
King. Norman islanders were always 
loyal to Kings, but their allegiance to 
King John was particularly notice- 
able—“striking,” and they lost much 
wealth and lands on the main land 
rather than to go back on the English 


ing. - 

William was the last of the Haver- 
lands who accompanied ' Richard 
Couer-de-Lion on the Crusade to the 
Holy Land, and he had two martlets 
or footless swallows added to his 
Coat-of-Arms. His eldest son Peter, 
in 1260, ceded land to the parish of 
St. Martin, and attached a green 
seal bearing his Coat-of-Arms, and 
having the martlets. It was inscribed 
around the edge—“S’Petri de Havi- 
lant.” Radulph (Ralph) de Haviland 
was a jurat, or one of 12 legislators 
under the governor. Bernard was 
succeeded in 1299 by his son William. 
Four of the name, in 1331, were ten- 
ants of the King in the Island of 
Guernsey. From one of these came 
Thomas Sieur de Havilland who 
fought at the recapture by the French 
of Mont Orgueil Castle in Jersey in 
1467. He was granted a patent for 
his service. 

From Thomas were derived two 
branches of the family: Thomas, 
Guernsey line; James and Héléne, two 
English branches of Dorsetshire, and 
Somersetshire. The first James Havi- 
land in England was Mayor of Poole, 
co. Dorset, in 1494. 

Various spellings of the name have 
been Abellant, Avilland, Haverlain, 
Haverland, Havelland, Havilland, and 
Havylande. In France the prefix “de” 
was used, because the men iirst taking 
the name were “of” the castle. This 
prefix was dropped about 5100, in 
England 


American Families 

Both of the authors mentioned give 
the line from France into England 
and down to the one Christopher 
Haviland, who married Cecyle Manne 
Sept. 16, 1544, Miss Blake takes his 
son Matthew, merchant of Bristol, 
England, down to Robert who mar- 
ried Elizabeth Guise, to Jane, who 
married William Torrey about 1630. 
He came to America and was first 
of the American Torrey family. Mrs. 
Frost takes Christopher’s son James 
born in Poole in 1558, mayor of Salis- 
bury, whose son William, was ances- 
tor of American Haviland families. 

In 1653, William was in Rhode Is- 
land; in 1657 bought land in Flushing, 
Long Island. He had much dealing 
with real estate, and his name is link- 
ed with Sir Edmund Andros, gover: 
nor, and other important people 0 
the day. 

Most of the early families settled 
in Long Island and Westchester Co, 
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N. Y., but also in New England, and 
through the years migrated to the 
Central and Western states. 

The line through which Chester 
Haviland Hull, the insurance broker, 
comes, is William Haviland, through 
5 Benjamins, to John Tripp to James 
Williams Haviland, whose daughter 
Phoebe Ann married Ermon A. Hull, 
descendant of Rev. Joseph Hull men- 
tioned before. Their son Chester, born 
in Chicago, Illinois, was given the 
middle name of Haviland. 

Benjamin, of the 2nd generation, 
was born in Rhode Island, and died 
in Rye, New York, in 1726. He was 
a Quaker. Mr. Hull also has as a dis- 
tinguished ancestor, Stephen Hop- 
kins, one of the Signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. His grand- 
father, James W..° Haviland, was 
captain of .a vessel on the Hudson 
River. 

To show how prevalent was the 
feeling in the family that they had 
an interesting and historical back- 
ground, an obituary, sent by Mr. Hull, 
of his great uncle, William C. Havi- 
land, gives the story as already re- 
lated, about the Vikings and the 
castle, and the Coat-of-Arms. We 
add: “The adoption of such a Coat, 
perpetuating the image of Haverland 
Castle, with its walls blackened by 
the incendiary fires of Hastings and 
Bioru, as they stood reflected in the 
silver waters of the Saire, was in it- 
self both natural and appropriate, 
and the motto, taken in after ages, 
breathes the same spirit of reliance 
on God alone: “Dominus fortissima 
turris.” 

This obituary notice also told of the 

Captain’s farms being taken over and 
“submerged by the proposed reser- 
voir at Patterson,” and that the Havi- 
lands and Towners then residing 
there were representatives of the old 
Quaker families who first settled 
Patterson. 
_The most outstanding paragraph 
in this obituary we quote: “Loyalty 
has always been a distinguished char- 
acteristic of the family, and the pre- 
sent bearers of the name may pride 
themselves, not so much upon the 
Coat-of-Arms and vast estates pos- 
sessed by their forefathers, as upon 
the character of the men themselves, 
to whom honor was everything, and 
the record of whose lives ought to fire 
the ambition of this younger genera- 
tion to be worthy of heir sires.” 


Haviland China 

Immediately when the name “Havil- 
and” is seen or spoken, “China” 
comes into the thoughts of practically 
every person from teen-age up — it 
tither has been a household word, or 
one not unfamiliar to the average per- 
son, But, as in the case of may na- 
tural or manufactured articles, its 
source is not so familiar. So let us 
take just a glimpse to this project on 
thina with a “family” name. 

About 175 years after William 
Haviland settled in America, five of 

§ descendants, brothers, were in 
business in New York City—Robert 
arclay, Edmund, Daniel G., James 
C, David, and Richard F. Wholesale 

gs, earthenware, and French china, 
Were their interests. This was about 
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1820, and they sometimes operated 
together, sometimes individually, and 
sometimes in different combinations. 
But all five were linked together in 
one way or another. They had places 
of business in Georgia, North Caro- 
lina, and Alabama, as well as in New 
York and Brooklyn. 

David and his family, went to 
France and he established the Havi- 
land and Co. branch house of the New 
York firm. D. G. and D. Haviland 
were the first of the name to deal in 
French china, and the first of any 
name to introduce the goods to any 
extent in the United States. 

In 1853 the firm exhibited French 
china of their own decoration at the 
World’s Fair in Crystal Palace, in 
New York City. In 1865 Robert found- 
ed a firm and took his sons Frederick 
and Charles Field with him. Charles 
had lived in France and had married 
a granddaughter of Francois All- 
mand, leading manufacturer of 
French china—firm founded in 1797. 

Before about 1865, the Haviland 
firm in Limoges (pronounced Le- 
moj’) had only been manufacturers 
of decorated china, having the white 
made for them in their own molds at 
French manufactories. In 1868, 
Charles Field Haviland began making 
white china, with his father and bro- 
ther—R. B. Haviland and Sons. There 
were long obituary notices in France, 
and in New York, of the death, June 
12th, 1896, of Charles F. Haviland, 
“the best known manufacturers of 
Limoges pottery in France.” 

Frederick, his brother, was the 
genealogist of the family, and Mrs. 
Frost gives him credit for much of 
the background of her book. The 
above on the china business was from 
her genealogy. 

Turning to the brochure “Theodore 
Haviland—The History of a Name” 
we find more about David and his 
son Theodore. And through a tele- 
phone conversation with one of the 
staff of the Chicago office, we can 
add this: David and his son Theodore 
worked together; then Theodore’s 
son William took over the factories 
in France, and is now in Limoges, 
while his son, Theodore II, carries on 
the American business from _ head- 
quarters at 26 W. 23rd St., New 
York City, with a branch in the Mer- 
chandise Mart in Chicago. It was in 
1839 that David Haviland was so 
impressed with a piece of French 
china he was asked to match, that 
“he determined to be the first to in- 
troduce it into this country. To that 
end, he crossed the Alantic—a long, 
tedious voyage that in those days re- 
quired several weeks—and undertook 
a personal investigation of its source. 
The search ended in Limoges, France, 
where fine china has been manufac- 
tured ever since 1765.” The brochure 
continues to tell of David Haviland’s 
successes and difficulties, how he had 
to move to France and build his own 
factories, the radical changes that 
had to be made, the fact that his ideas 
were not well received at first, but 
as early as 1840 the Haviland china 
was being exported to America. So 
for over 100 years the perseverance 
of the members of one family, the 
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Havilands, has resulted in good busi- 
ness for themselves and others, and 
in great pleasure to lovers of the 
beautiful in the homes all over the 
country. 

Field, you have noticed, was a mid- 
dle name in this branch of the family, 
and one of the mothers was from 
this family that has John Field, the 
English astronomer, as an ancestor. 
Willet, and the line of Rev. Joseph 
Hull were also allied families. ; 

“Haviland Genealogy” Again 

To return to the words of Mrs. 
Frost, author of the Haviland Gene- 
alogy; “With the highest English 
legal authority to sustain us, we have 
not hesitated to characterize our race 
as noble.” Thus she implants in the 
hearts of the Haviland descendants 
a modest pride in their family his- 
tory, and inspires them to follow in 
the footsteps of their brave ancestors. 
And, it is true, that seldom will you 
see in any genealogy so many por- 
traits of men and women with noble 
character shining from their faces. 

“We have proof that our family 
surname was derived from a barony 
so-called because of its situation on 
or near a harbour; and as there was 
an important Castle of that name, 
and in that locality, the family Arms 
doubtless derived from the same 
source.” In the beginning we have 
given the usual interpretation of a 
castle or tower, but she goes further 
with a wealth of meaning—although 
the writer does not know her source 
of information: The castle “denotes 
grandeur, dignity, magnificence, fame 
derived from a reliance on divine doc- 
trine, and nourished by abstinence, 
chastity, which beget true wisdom.” 

When a child I learned these words 
of Tennyson’s, and have oft times 
thought of them, and repeated them: 

“Howe’er it be, it seems to me 

‘Tis only noble to be good;
